PREFACE  TO  THE  STEREOTYPE  EDITION. 


It  was  said  even  before  the  art  of  printing,  "  of  making  many  books 
there  is  no  end."  But  a  well-selected  and  arranged  Text  Book  would 
fill  a  chasm  in  theological  Uterature,  and  is  greatly  needed.  It  is  unac- 
countable that  this  object  has  been  so  long  neglected,  when  its  utility  is 
so  obvious.  The  manner  in  which  Gaston  and  some  others  have  thrown 
together  numerous  texts  of  Scripture,  having  more  affinity  of  phraseol- 
ogy than  of  meaning,  and  with  too  Uttle  regard  to  system  and  order, 
has  caused  many  persons  to  lay  their  works  aside  for  the  Concordance, 
and  Reference  Bible.  The  Scripture  Manual  owes  its  origin  to  a 
strong  conviction  of  the  need  of  a  book  that  should  more  fully  embrace 
the  distinctive  features  of  the  evangelical  system — bear  more  effectually 
against  the  modern  and  deceitful  forms  of  error  and  vice,  and  assume  a 
more  convenient  order.  The  two  first  editions  were  the  result  of  indi- 
vidual effort.  The  second  edition  (nearly  twice  the  size  of  the  first) 
met  with  so  favorable  a  reception  as  not  only  enabled  me  to  devote  my 
time  during  most  of  the  past  year  to  making  additions,  but  led  me  to 
secure  efficient  aid,  by  promising  a  generous  compensation.  One  of  the 
oldest  professors  of  theology  in  the  country,  contrary  to  his  first  inten- 
tions, employed  several  weeks,  principally  in  improving  the  order  of  the 
work.  Another,  with  much  experience  in  teaching  both  theological  and 
classical  science,  and  well  versed  in  the  original  languages  of  the  Bible, 
has  repeatedly  examined  every  part  and  feature  of  the  work,  and  made 
critical  and  general  remarks,  both  upon  the  proof-texts  and  the  arrange- 
ment. An  esteemed  brother  in  the  ministry  looked  over  all  the  letters 
from  the  correspondents  for  the  work,  and  helped  me  much  in  deciding 
upon  proposed  additions  and  alterations,  and  in  making  improvements. 
The  more  attention  any  correspondent  has  given  the  subject,  the  deeper 
has  appeared  his  conviction  of  its  importance,  and  the  more  has  he  been 
disposed  to  make  exertions  to  help  it  forward.  This  aid,  with  more  or 
less  help  from  near  twenty  others,  several  of  whom  devoted  considerable 
time  and  thought  to  the  subject,  has  been  of  very  great  service  in  pre- 
paring the  present  edition.  The  copy  has  been  cut  firom  Bibles  issued  by 
the  American  Bible  Society,  so  as  to  secure  accuracy  in  the  italic  words, 
pointing,  and  reference  to  verses. 

In,  selecting  topics,  care  has  been  taken  to  embrace  those  which  have 
a  prominence  in  the  Bible,  and  which  in  all  ages  have  been  considered 
of  primary  importance  in  theological  and  moral  inquiry.  Such  mani- 
festly are  those  which  relate  to  the  perfections,  prerogatives,  designs,  prov- 
idence, and  law  of  God — the  character,  rights,  and  destiny  of  mem — the 
economy  of  grace,  or  way  and  terms  of  salvation  through  Christ — our

essential  duties  towards  God  and  each  other,  and  civil  and  religious  insti- 
tutions. And  on  subjects  where  there  is  a  prevailing  disposition  to  over- 
look the  lessons  of  past  experience,  and  to  run  into  manifest  errors,  dis- 
orders, and  delusions,  there  I  have  aimed  to  be  the  more  particular  in  col- 
lecting the  testimony  of  the  sacred  writers,  to  counteract  them. 

Christian  nations  are  far  more  indebted  to  the  Bible  for  their  elevation 
above  heathenism  than  is  commonly  believed.  The  revealed  facts  re- 
specting God  and  his  designs  and  government— the  precepts  of  his  law, 
clothed  with  infinite  authority— the  promises  of  his  grace  and  the  threat- 
enii  of  his  justice,  when  properly  impressed  upon  the  hearts  and  con- 
sciences of  mankind,  are  the  best  safeguards  against  disgraceful  and 
ruinous  vices.  It  is  of  the  greatest  consequence  to  the  cause  of  civil  or- 
der, and  earthly  happiness,  as  well  as  to  the  interests  of  the  soul,  that 
these  truths  and  facts  should  be  kept  prominently  before  the  pubUc  mind. 
All  past  experience  and  history  confirms  this  observation.  And  it  is  cer- 
tainly desirable  to  have  a  well-arranged  and  copious  selection  and  clas- 
sification of  Bible  truths,  for  the  use  of  the  pastor's  study,  the  editorial 
closet,  the  family  circle,  and  the  school-room,  for  occasional  use.  Com- 
paratively few  persons  have  a  good  Concordance,  and  those  who  have 
will  find  it  a  great  saving  of  time  to  have  an  alphabetical  and  systematic 
Text  Book,  embracing  the  principal  subjects  of  the  Bible,  with  a  suflSi- 
cient  number  of  proof-texts  for  common  use.  Who  can  calculate  the  im- 
portance of  such  a  book  in  a  family  of  children,  with  a  faithful  parent 
to  see  that  each  child  is  often  directed  to  read  such  select  portions  of  the 
Bible  as  bear  with  the  greatest  effect  against  those  errors,  vices,  or  faults 
to  which  he  is  particularly  exposed  *?  The  influence  of  Sabbath  Schools 
would  also  be  more  salutary  and  permanent,  should  their  teachers  and 
managers  give  a  greater  prominence  in  their  instructions  to  the  didactic 
parts  of  the  Bible,  and  labor  more  to  make  their  pupils  understand  the 
true  gospel  of  the  grace  of  God,  in  distinction  from  all  its  counterfeits. 
Such  a  course  of  instruction,  or  any  course  adapted  to  fortify  the  juve- 
nile mind  against  ruinous  errors  and  vices,  would  find  frequent  use  for  a 
Text  Book  adapted  to  that  end. 

I  now  commit  the  success  of  this  work  to  the  overruling  providence  of 
that  Being  who  has  mercifully  sustained  and  helped  me  during  its  prep- 
aration. If  it  shall  tend  to  confirm  the  public  mind  in  revealed  truth, 
and  become  a  guard  against  those  errors  and  vices  which  lead  to  death, 
as  is  confidently  hoped,  the  labor  of  preparing  it  will  not  have  been  in 
vain.

Job  5 : 6  Although  affliction  cometh  not  forth  of  the  dust, 
neither  doth  trouble  sprmg  out  of  the  ground ;  7  Yet  man  is 
born  unto  trouble,  as  the  sparks  fly  upward.  17  Behold, 
happy  is  the  man  whom  God  correcteth :  therefore  despise  not 
thou  the  chastening  of  the  Almighty :  18  For  he  maketh  sore, 
and  bindeth  up  :  he  woundeth,  and  his  hands  make  whole. 

Ps.  39 : 9  I  was  dumb,  I  opened  not  my  mouth ;  because 
thou  didst  it.  10  Remove  thy  stroke  away  from  me :  I  am 
consumed  by  the  blow  of  thine  hand. 

66  :  11  Thou  broughtest  us  into  the  net ;  thou  laidest  afflic- 
tion upon  our  loins. 

102  :  10  Thou  hast  Ufted  me  up,  and  cast  me  down.  23  He 
weakened  my  strength  in  the  way ;  he  shortened  my  days. 

3.  Afflictions  beneficial.

Job  1 : 7  And  the  Lord  said  unto  Satan,  Whence  comest 
thou?  Then  Satan  answered  the  Lord,  and  said.  From  going 
to  and  fro  in  the  earth,  and  from  walking  up  and  down  in  it. 

Mat.  4 : 3  And  when  the  tempter  came  to  him,  he  said,  If 
thou  be  the  Son  of  God,  command  that  these  stones  be  made 
bread. 

10 : 1  And  when  he  had  called  unto  him  his  twelve  disciples, 
he  gave  them  power  against  unclean  spirits,  to  cast  them  out.

5 :  3  But  Peter  said,  Ananias,  why  hath  Satan  filled 
thine  heart  to  lie  to  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  to  keep  back  part  of 
the  price  of  the  land  ? 

2  Cor.  4 : 4  In  whom  the  god  of  this  world  hath  bUnded  the 
minds  of  them  which  believe  not,  lest  the  light  of  the  glorious 
gospel  of  Christ,  who  is  the  image  of  God,  should  shine  unto 
them. 

Ep.  2  :  2  Wherein  in  time  past  ye  walked  according  to  the 
course  of  this  world,  according  to  the  prince  of  the  power  of 
the  air,  the  spirit  that  now  worketh  in  the  children  of  disobe- 
dience. 

6  :  12  For  we  wrestle  not  against  flesh  and  blood,  but  against 
principahties,  against  powers,  against  the  rulers  of  the  dark- 
ness  of  this  world,  against  spiritual  wickedness  in  high  places. 

2  Tim.  2  :  26  And  that  they  may  recover  themselves  out  of 
the  snare  of  the  devil,  who  are  taken  captive  by  him  at  his  will. 

1  Pet.  5  :  8  Be  sober,  be  vigilant ;  because  your  adversary 
the  devil,  as  a  roaring  hon,  walketh  about,  seeking  whom  he 
may  devour. 

1  Jn.  3  :  8  He  that  committeth  sin  is  of  the  devil;  for  the  devil 
Binneth  from  the  beginning. 

Rev.  2 :  24  But  unto  you  I  say,  and  unto  the  rest  in  Thya- 
tira,  As  many  as  have  not  this  doctrine,  and  which  have  not 
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known  the  depths  of  Satan,  as  they  speak ;  I  will  put  upon 
you  none  other  burden. 

9:11  And  they  had  a  king  over  them,  which  is  the  angel 
of  the  bottomless  pit,  whose  name  in  the  Hebrew  tongue  is 
Abaddon,  but  in  the  Greek  tongue  hath  his  name  Apollyon. 

12 : 9  And  the  great  dragon  was  cast  out,  that  old  serpent, 
called  the  Devil,  and  Satan,  which  deceiveth  the  whole  world  : 
he  was  cast  out  into  the  earth,  and  his  angels  were  cast  out  with 
him.  10  And  I  heard  a  loud  voice  saying  in  heaven,  Now  is 
come  salvation,  and  strength,  and  the  kingdom  of  our  God, 
and  the  power  of  his  Christ :  for  the  accuser  of  our  brethren 
is  cast  down  which  accused  them  before  our  God  day  and 
night.  12  Therefore  rejoice,  ye  heavens,  and  ye  that  dwell  in 
them.  Wo  to  the  inhabiters  of  the  earth,  and  of  the  sea  !  for 
the  devil  is  come  down  unto  you,  having  great  wrath,  because 
he  knoweth  that  he  hath  but  a  short  time. 

20 :  7  And  when  the  thousand  years  are  expired,  Satan  shall 
be  loosed  out  of  his  prison,  8  And  shall  go  out  to  deceive  the 
nations. 

13.  By  what  means  do  apostate  angels  lead  mankind  into  sin 
and  death  ? 

Gen.  3 :  13  The  serpent  beguiled  me,  and  I  did  eat. 

2  Cor.  2:11  Lest  Satan  should  get  an  advantage  of  us: 
for  we  are  not  ignorant  of  his  devices. 

11 :  3  But  I  fear,  lest  by  any  means,  as  the  serpent  beguiled 
Eve  through  his  subtilty,  so  your  minds  should  be  corrupted 
from  the  simphcity  that  is  in  Christ.  14  And  no  marvel  ^  for 
Satan  himself  is  transformed  into  an  angel  of  light. 

2  Th.  2 :  9  Even  him,  whose  coming  is  after  the  working  of 
Satan,  with  all  power,  and  signs,  and  lying  wonders,  10  And 
with  all  deceivableness  of  unrighteousness  in  them  that 
perish. 

1  Tim.  4 : 1  Now  the  Spirit  speaketh  expressly,  tliat  in  the 
latter  times  some  shall  depart  from  the  faith,  giving  heed  to 
seducing  spirits,  and  doctrines  of  devils. 

Rev.  16  :  13  And  I  saw  three  unclean  spirits  like  froo-s  come 
out  of  the  mouth  of  the  dragon,  and  out  of  the  mouth°of  the 
beast,  and  out  of  the  mouth  of  the  false  prophet.  14  For  they 
are  the  spirits  of  devils,  working  miracles,  which  go  forth  unto 
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the  kings  of  the  earth,  and  of  the  whole  world,  to  gather  them 
to  the  battle  of  that  great  day  of  God  Almighty. 

14.  Instructions  and  suggestions  of  tJie  adversary. 

1.  That  sinners  will  escape  threatened  punishment. 

Gen.  3 : 4  And  the  serpent  said  unto  the  woman,  Ye  shall 
not  surely  die :  5  For  God  doth  know,  that  in  the  day  ye  eat 
thereof,  then  your  eyes  shall  be  opened,  and  ye  shall  be  as 
gods,  knowing  good  and  evil. 

2.  That  there  is  nothing  but  selfishness  in  religion. 

Job  1:9  Then  Satan  answered  the  Lord  and  said,  Doth 
Job  fear  God  for  nought?  10  Hast  not  thou  made  an  hedge 
about  him,  and  about  his  house,  and  about  all  that  he  hath  on 
every  side  ?  thou  hast  blessed  the  work  of  his  hands,  and  his 
substance  is  increased  in  tlie  land.  11  But  put  forth  thine 
hand  now,  and  touch  all  that  he  hath,  and  he  will  curse  thee 
to  thy  face. 

3.  That  means  are  useless,  where  the  end  is  divinely  appointed. 

Mat.  4 : 5  Then  the  devil  taketh  him  up  into  the  holy  city, 
and  setteth  him  on  a  pinnacle  of  the  temple,  6  And  saith  unto 
him.  If  thou  be  the  Son  of  God,  cast  thyself  down,  for  it  is 
written.  He  shall  give  his  angels  charge  concerning  thee :  and 
in  their  hands  they  shall  bear  thee  up,  lest  at  any  time  thou 
dash  thy  foot  against  a  stone. 

4.  Forbidding  matrimony  and  the  use  of  meats. 

1  Tim.  4 : 1  Now  the  Spirit  speaketh  expressly,  that  in  the 
latter  times  some  shall  depart  from  the  faith,  giving  heed  to 
seducing  spirits,  and  doctrines  of  devils ;  2  Speaking  lies  in 
hypocrisy,  having  their  conscience  seared  with  a  hot  iron; 
3  Forbidding  to  marry,  and  commanding  to  abstain  from  meat<- 
which  God  hath  created  to  be  received  with  thanksgiving  o" 
them  which  believe  and  know  the  truth. 

15.  Apostate  angels  to  he  resisted. 

Ep.  4 :  27  Neither  give  place  to  the  devil. 

6 :  10  Finally,  my  brethren,  be  strong  in  the  Lord,  and  in 
the  power  of  his  might.  11  Put  on  the  whole  armor  of  God, 
that  ye  may  be  able  to  stand  against  the  wiles  of  the  devil. 

12  For  we  wTestle  not  against  flesh  and  blood,  but  against  princi- 
palities, against  powers,  against  the  rulers  of  the  darkness 
of  this   world,  against  spiritual  wickedness  in  high  places. 

13  Wherefore  take  unto  you  the  whole  armor  of  God,  that  ye 
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may  be  able  to  withstand  in  the  evil  day,  and  having  done  all, 
to  stand. 

Jam.  4 : 7  Resist  the  devil,  and  he  will  flee  from  you. 

1  Pet.  5 : 8  Be  sober,  be  vigilant ;  because  your  adversary 
the  devil,  as  a  roaring  lion,  walketh  about,  seeking  whom  he 
may  devour.    9  Whom  resist  steadfast  in  the  faith. 

APOSTATES. 

16.  Cases  of  apostacy. 

1  S.  10  :  6  And  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  will  come  upon  thee, 
and  thou  shalt  prophesy  with  them,  and  shalt  be  turned  into 
another  man.  7  And  let  it  be,  when  these  signs  are  come 
unto  thee,  that  thou  do  as  occasion  serve  thee ;  for  God  is 
with  thee.  9  And  it  was  so,  that  when  he  had  turned  his 
back  to  go  from  Samuel,  God  gave  him  another  heart:  and 
all  those  signs  came  to  pass  that  day.  11  And  it  came  to 
pass  when  all  that  knew  him  beforetime,  saw,  that,  behold,  he 
prophesied  among  the  prophets,  then  the  people  said  one  to 
another,  What  is  this  that  is  come  unto  the  son  of  Kish  ?  Is 
Saul  also  among  the  prophets  1 

15 :  11  It  repenteth  me  that  I  have  set  up  Saul  to  he  king: 
for  he  is  turned  back  from  following  me,  and  hath  not  per- 
formed my  commandments.  And  it  grieved  Samuel ;  and  he 
cried  unto  the  Lord  all  night. 

Hos.  6  :  4  O  Ephraim,  what  shall  I  do  unto  thee  ?  O  Judah, 
what  shall  I  do  unto  thee  ?  for  your  goodness  is  as  a  morning 
cloud,  and  as  the  early  dew  it  goeth  away. 

Jn.  6 :  66  From  that  time  many  of  his  disciples  went  back, 
and  walked  no  more  with  him. 

Gal.  5  :  4  Christ  is  become  of  no  effect  unto  you,  whosoever 
of  you  are  justified  by  the  law ;  ye  are  fallen  from  grace. 

1  Tim.  1 :  19  Holding  faith  and  a  good  conscience ;  which 
some  having  put  away,  concerning  faith  have  made  shipwreck. 

2  Tim.  1 :  15  This  thou  knowest,  that  all  they  which  are  in 
Asia  be  turned  away  from  me ;  of  whom  are  Phygellus  and 
Hermogenes. 

17.  The  end  of  apostates. 

1  Ch.  28 :  9  And  thou,  Solomon  my  son,  know  thou  the  God 
of  thy  father,  and  serve  him  with  a  perfect  heart,  and  with  a 
willing  mind :  for  the  Lord  searcheth  all  hearts,  and  under- 
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standeth  all  the  imaginations  of  the  thoughts:  if  thou  seek 
him,  he  will  be  found  of  thee ;  but  if  thou  forsake  him,  he  will 
cast  thee  off  for  ever. 

Ezk.  3  :  20  Again,  When  a  righteous  man  doth  turn  from  his 
righteousness,  and  commit  iniquity,  and  I  lay  a  stumbling- 
block  before  him,  he  shall  die :  because  thou  hast  not  given 
him  warning,  he  shall  die  in  his  sin,  and  his  righteousness 
which  he  hath  done  shall  not  be  remembered ;  but  his  blood 
will  I  require  at  thine  hand. 

33  :  IS  When  the  righteous  turneth  from  his  righteousness, 
and  committeth  iniquity,  he  shall  even  die  thereby. 

Lk.  9  :  62  And  Jesus  said  unto  him.  No  man  having  put  his 
hand  to  the  plough,  and  looking  back,  is  fit  for  the  kingdom  of 
God. 

Heb.  6 :  4  For  it  is  impossible  for  those  who  were  once  en- 
lightened, and  have  tasted  of  the  heavenly  gift,  and  were  made 
partakers  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  5  And  have  tasted  the  good 
word  of  God,  and  the  powers  of  the  world  to  come,  6  If  they 
shall  fall  away,  to  renew  them  again  unto  repentance  ;  seeing 
they  crucify  to  themselves  the  Son  of  God  afresh,  and  put  kim 
to  an  open  shame.  9  But,  beloved,  we  are  persuaded  better 
things  of  you,  and  things  that  accompany  salvation,  though 
we  thus  speak. 

10  :  26  For  if  we  sin  wilfully  after  that  we  have  received  the 
knowledge  of  the  truth,  there  remaineth  no  more  sacrifice  for 
sins,  27  But  a  certain  fearful  looking  for  of  judgment  and 
fiery  indignation,  which  shall  devour  the  adversaries.  39  But 
we  are  not  of  them  who  draw  back  unto  perdition ;  but  of 
them  that  believe  to  the  saving  of  the  soul. 

2  Pet.  2  :  20  For  if  after  they  have  escaped  the  pollutions  of 
the  world  through  the  knowledge  of  the  Lord  and  Savior  Je- 
sus Christ,  they  are  again  entangled  therein,  and  overcome, 
the  later  end  is  worse  with  them  than  the  beginning.  21  For 
it  had  been  better  for  them  not  to  have  known  the  way  of 
righteousness,  than,  after  they  have  known  i7,  to  turn  from  the 
holy  commandment  delivered  unto  them.  22  But  it  is  hap- 
pened unto  them  according  to  the  true  proverb.  The  dog  is 
turned  to  his  own  vomit  again ;  and.  The  sow  that  was  washed, 
to  her  wallowing  in  the  mire. 

18.  Apostates  never  truly  regenerated. 

Mat.  7 :  22  Many  will  say  to  me  in  that  day.  Lord,  Lord, 
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have  we  not  prophesied  in  thy  name  ?  and  in  thy  name  have 
cast  out  devils  ?  and  in  thy  name  done  many  wonderful  works  'i 
23  And  then  will  I  profess  unto  them,  I  never  knew  you  •  de' 
part  from  me,  ye  that  work  iniquity. 

Mk.  4 :  16  And  these  are  they  hkewise  which  are  sown  on 
stony  ground ;  who,  when  they  have  heard  the  word,  imme- 
diately receive  it  with  gladness;  17  And  have  no  root  in  them- 
selves, and  so  endure  but  for  a  time  :  afterward,  when  affliction 
or  persecution  ariseth  for  the  word's  sake,  immediately  thev 
are  offended.  ^        ^ 

Jn.  6:70  Jesus  answered  them.  Have  not  I  chosen  vou 
twelve,  and  one  of  you  is  a  devil  ? 

17 :  12  While  I  was  with  them  in  the  world,  I  kept  them  in 
thy  name  :  those  that  thou  gavest  me  I  have  kept,  and  none  of 
them  is  lost,  but  the  son  of  perdition ;  that  the  scripture  might 
be  fulfilled.  ^ 

1  Jn  2  :  19  They  went  out  from  us,  but  they  were  not  of  us  • 
for  if  they  had  been  of  us,  they  would  no  doubt  have  continued 
with  us  :  but  they  went  out,  that  they  might  be  made  manifest 
that  they  were  not  all  of  us.     [See  Perseverance,  442.  J 

BACKSLIDING. 

19.  Saints  prone  to  backslide. 

Ex.  32 : 1  And  when  the  people  saw  that  Moses  delayed  to 
come  down  out  of  the  mount,  the  people  gathered  themselves 
together  unto  Aaron,  and  said  unto  him,  Up,  make  us  gods 
which  shaU  go  before  us :  for  as  for  this  Moses,  the  man  that 
brought  us  up  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  we  wot  not  what  is 
become  of  him.     2  And  Aaron  said  unto  them.  Break  off  the 
golden  ear-rings  which  are  in  the  ears  of  your  wives,  of  your 
sons  and  of  your  daughters,  and  bring  them  unto  me.     3  And 
all  the  people  brake  off  the  golden  ear-rings  which  were  in 
their  ears,  and  brought  them  unto  Aaron.     4  And  he  received 
them  at  their  hand,  and  fashioned  it  with  a  graving  tool  after 
he  had  made  it  a  molten  calf:  and  they  said.  These  be  thy 
gods,  O  Israel,  which  brought  thee  up  out  of  the  land  of  Effypt 
5    And  when  Aaron  saw  it,  he  built  an  altar  before  it  ;and 
Aaron  made  proclamation,  and  said,  To-morrow  is  a  feast  to 
the  L.QRD.     6  And  they  rose  up  early  on  the  morrow,  and 
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offered  burnt-ofFerings,  and  brought  peace-ofFerings :  and  the 
people  sat  down  to  eat  and  to  drink,  and  rose  up  to  play. 

2  S  12-7  And  Nathan  said  to  David,  Thou  art  the  man. 
Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  of  Israel,  I  anointed  thee  king  over 
Israel,  and  I  delivered  thee  out  of  the  hand  of  Saul ;  8  And  1 
gave  thee  thy  master's  house,  and  thy  master's  wives  into  thy 
bosom,  and  gave  thee  the  house  of  Israel  and  of  Judah ;  and 
if  that  had  been  too  Uttle,  I  would  moreover  have  given  unto 
thee  such  and  such  things.  9  Wherefore  hast  thou  despised 
the  commandment  of  the  Lord,  to  do  evil  in  his  sight?  thou 
hast  killed  Uriah  the  Hittite  with  the  sword,  and  hast  taken 
his  wife  to  be  thy  wife,  and  hast  slain  him  with  the  sword  ot 
the  children  of  Ammon.  ij  .7.^* 

IK  11  •  4  For  it  came  to  pass,  when  Solomon  was  old,  that 
his  wives  turned  away  his  heart  after  other  gods :  and  his 
heart  was  not  perfect  with  the  Lord  his  God  as  0.0^  the  heart 
of  David  his  father.  5  For  Solomon  went  after  Ashtoreth  the 
goddess  of  the  Zidonians,  and  after  Milcom  the  abomination 
of  the  Ammonites. 

Job  3 : 1  After  this  opened  Job  his  mouth,  and  cursed  his 

^^Mat  26 :  69  Now  Peter  sat  without  in  the  palace :  and  a 
damsel  came  unto  him,  saying,  Thou  also  wast  widi  Jesus  of 
Galilee  70  But  he  denied  before  them  all,  saymg,  I  know  not 
what  thou  sayest.

Israel  which  have  brought  thee  up  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt. 
9  Ind  le  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  I  have  seen  th.s  people, 
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and  behold,  it  is  a  stiflf-necked  people :  10  Now  therefore  let 
me  alone,  that  my  wrath  may  wax  hot  against  them,  and  that 
I  may  consume  them :  and  I  will  make  of  thee  a  great  nation. 

Ezra  8 :  22  For  I  was  ashamed  to  require  of  the  king  a 
band  of  soldiers  and  horsemen  to  help  us  against  the  enemy 
in  the  way:  because  we  had  spoken  unto  the  king,  saying.

3 :  14  Turn,  O  backsliding  children,  saith  the  Lord  ;  for 
I  am  married  unto  you :  and  I  will  take  you  one  of  a  city,  and 
two  of  a  family,  and  I  will  bring  you  to  Zion :  22  Return,  ye 
backsliding  children,  and  I  will  heal  your  backslidings.  Be- 
hold, we  come  unto  thee ;  for  thou  art  the  Lord  our  God. 

Hos.  10 :  12  Sow  to  yourselves  in  righteousness,  reap  in 
mercy ;  break  up  your  fallow  ground :  for  it  is  time  to  seek 
the  Lord,  till  he  come  and  rain  righteousness  upon  you. 

14 : 1  O  Israel,  return  unto  the  Lord  thy  God ;  for  thou  hast 
fallen  by  thine  iniquity.  2  Take  with  you  words,  and  turn  to 
the  Lord  :  say  unto  him,  Take  away  all  iniquity,  and  receive 
us  graciously :  so  will  we  render  the  calves  of  our  lips. 
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Rev.  2:41  have  somewhat  against  thee,  because  thou  hast 
left  thy  first  love.  5  Remember  therefore  from  whence  thou 
art  fallen,  and  repent,  and  do  the  first  works ;  or  else  I  will 
come  unto  thee  quickly,  and  will  remove  thy  candlestick  out 
of  his  place,  except  thou  repent. 

3 : 1  And  unto  the  angel  of  the  church  in  Sardis  write ; 
These  things  saith  he  that  hath  the  seven  Spirits  of  God,  and 
the  seven  stars ;  I  know  thy  works,  that  thou  hast  a  name  that 
thou  livest,  and  art  dead.  2  Be  watchful,  and  strengthen  the 
things  which  remain,  that  are  ready  to  die :  for  I  have  not 
found  thy  works  perfect  before  God.  3  Remember  therefore 
how  thou  hast  received  and  heard,  and  hold  fast,  and  repent. 
If  therefore  thou  shalt  not  watch,  I  wUl  come  on  thee  as  a 
thief,  and  thou  shalt  not  know  what  hour  I  will  come  upon 
thee. 

BAPTISM,  No.  I.* 

22.   What  is  the  design  of  baptism  7 

Rom.  6  :  3  Know  ye  not  that  so  many  of  us  as  were  baptized 
into  Jesus  Christ,  were  baptized  into  his  death  ?  4  There- 
fore we  are  buried  with  him  by  baptism  into  death  :  that  like 
as  Christ  was  raised  up  from  the  dead  by  the  glory  of  the  Fa- 
ther, even  so  we  also  should  walk  in  newness  of  life.  5  For  if 
we  have  been  planted  together  in  the  likeness  of  his  death,  we 
shall  be  also  in  the  likeness  of  his  resurrection. 

1  Cor.  12 :  13  For  by  one  Spirit  are  we  all  baptized  into 
one  body,  whether  we  be  Jews  or  Gentiles,  whether  we  be  bond 
or  free,  and  have  been  all  made  to  drink  into  one  Spirit. 

Gal.  3  :  27  For  as  many  of  you  as  have  been  baptized  into 
Christ,  have  put  on  Christ. 

1  Pet.  3 :  20  Which  sometime  were  disobedient,  when  once 
the  long-suffering  of  God  waited  in  the  days  of  Noah,  while 
the  ark  was  a  preparing,  wherein  few,  that  is,  eight  souls,  were 
eaved  by  water.  21  The  like  figure  whereunto,  even  baptism, 
doth  also  now  save  us,  (not  the  putting  away  of  the  filth  of  the 
flesh,  but  the  answer  of  a  good  conscience  toward  God,)  by  the 
resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ. 

*  Having  never  given  a  very  critical  attention  to  the  controverted  subject  of  Bap- 
tism, I  applied  to  a  Baptist  clergyman,  and  also  to  a  Pedobaptist,  to  furnish  me  with 
an  argument  for  this  work,  thinking  to  prepare  one  out  of  the  two,  but  ou  reflection 
I  have  concluded  to  publish  both.

23.    Who  are  the  proper  administrators  ? 

Mat.  3 :  13  Then  cometh  Jesus  from  Galilee  to  Jordan  unto 
John,  to  be  baptized  of  him. 

28  :  19  Go  ye  therefore  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them 
in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost. 

Jn.  3 :  22  After  these  things  came  Jesus  and  his  disciples 
into  the  land  of  Judea ;  and  there  he  tarried  with  them,  and 
baptized. 

4 : 1  When  therefore  the  Lord  knew  how  the  Pharisees 
had  heard  that  Jesus  made  and  baptized  more  disciples  than 
John,  2  (Though  Jesus  himselfbaptized  not,  but  his  disciples.) 

24.    Who  are  the  proper  subjects  of  baptism? 

Mat.  3 : 7  But  when  he  saw  many  of  the  Pharisees  and  Sad- 
ducees  come  to  his  baptism,  he  said  unto  them,  O  generation 
of  vipers,  who  hath  warned  you  to  flee  from  the  wrath  to  come  ? 
8  Bring  forth  therefore  fruits  meet  for  repentance :  9  And 
think  not  to  say  within  yourselves,  We  have  Abraham  to  our 
father :  for  I  say  unto  you,  that  God  is  able  of  these  stones  to 
raise  up  children  unto  Abraham.  10  And  now  also  the  axe  is 
laid  unto  the  root  of  the  trees :  therefore  every  tree  which  bring- 
eth  not  forth  good  fruit  is  hewn  down,  and  cast  into  the  fire.  Ill 
indeed  baptize  you  with  water  unto  repentance :  but  he  that 
cometh  after  me  is  mightier  than  I,  whose  shoes  I  am  not 
worthy  to  bear  ;  he  shall  baptize  you  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and 
with  fire.

39  For  the  promise  is  unto  you,  and  to  your  children, 
and  to  all  that  are  afar  off,  even  as  many  as  the  Lord 
our  God  shall  call.  40  And  with  many  other  words  did 
he  testisfy  and  exhort,  saying,  Save  yourselves  from  this  unto- 
ward generation.  41  Then  they  that  gladly  received  his 
word,  were  baptized:  and  the  same  day  there  were  added 
unto  them  about  three  thousand  souls.  47  And  the  Lord  added 
to  the  church  daily  such  as  should  be  saved. 

Ac.  8 :  12  But  when  they  believed  Philip,  preaching  the 
things  concerning  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ,  they  were  baptized  both  men  and  women.

76.  General  opposition  to  ChrisVs  kingdom — a  temporary  tri- 
umph of  his  foes.

7  For  the  mystery 
of  iniquity  doth  already  work  :  only  he  who  now  letteth  will  let, 
until  he  be  taken  out  of  the  way.

2  For  men  shall  be  lovers  of  their  own 
selves,  covetous,  boasters,  proud,  blasphemers,  disobedient  to 
parents,  unthankful,  unholy,  3  Without  natural  affection, 
truce-br«akers,  false  accusers,  incontinent,  fierce,  despisers  of 
those  that  are  good,  4  Traitors,  heady,  high-minded,  lovers 
of  pleasures  more  than  lovers  of  God ;  5  Having  a  form  of 
godliness,  but  denying  the  power  thereof:  from  such  turn  away. 

2  Pet.  2 :  1  But  there  were  false  prophets  also  among  the 
people,  even  as  there  shall  be  false  teachers  among  you,  who 
privily  shall  bring  in  damnable  heresies,  even  denying  the 
Lord  that  bought  them,  and  brmg  upon  themselves  swift  de- 
struction. 2  And  many  shall  follow  their  pernicious  ways ;  by 
reason  of  whom  the  way  of  truth  shall  be  evil  spoken  of 

3  : 3  Knowing  this  first,  that  there  shall  come  in  the  last  days 
scoffers,  walking  after  their  own  lusts,  4  And  saying.  Where 
is  the  promise  of  his  commg  ?  for  since  the  fathers  fell  asleep, 
all  things  continue  as  theij  were  from  the  beginning  of  the 
creation. 

Jude  17  But,  beloved,  remember  ye  the  words  which  were 
spoken   before   of  the    apostles   of  our   Lord   Jesus    Christ ; 

18  How  that  they  told  you  there  should  be  mockers  in  the 
last   time,  who  should  walk    after  their    own   ungodly  lusts. 

19  These  be  they  who  separate  themselves,  sensual,  having 
not  the  Spirit. 

Rev.  3  :  10  Because  thou  hast  kept  the  word  of  my  patience 
I  also  will  keep  thee  from  the  hour  of  temptation,  which  shall 
come  upon  all  the  world,  to  try  them  that  dwell  upon  the 
earth.

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the  beast  that  ascendeth  out  of  the  bottomless  pit  shall  make 
war  against  them,  and  shall  overcome  them,  and  kill  them.

37:9  For  evil  doers  shall  be  cut  off:  but  those  that  wait 
upon  the  Lord,  they  shall  inherit  the  earth.     [10 — 13.] 

Is.  24 :  1  Behold,  the  Lord  maketh  the  earth  empty,  and 
maketh  it  waste,  and  turneth  it  upside  down,  and  scattereth 
abroad  the  inhabitants  thereof  3  The  land  shall  be  utterly 
emptied,  and  utterly  spoiled :  for  the  Lord  hath  spoken  this 
word.  4  The  earth  mourneth  mid  fadeth  away,  the  world 
languisheth  and  fadeth  away,  the  haughty  people  of  the  earth 
do  languish.  5  The  earth  also  is  defiled  under  the  inhabi- 
tants thereof;  because  they  have  transgressed  the  laws, 
changed    the    ordinance,   broken   the    everlasting    covenant. 
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6  Therefore  hath  the  curse  devoured  the  earth,  and  they  that 
dwell  therein  are  desolate :  therefore  the  inhabitants  of  the 
earth  are  burned,  and  few  men  left.  17  Fear,  and  the  pit, 
and  the  snare,  are  upon  thee,  O  inhabitant  of  the  earth.  18  And 
it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  he  who  fleeth  from  the  noise  of  the 
fear  shall  fall  into  the  pit ;  and  he  that  cometh  up  out  of  the 
midst  of  the  pit  shall  be  taken  in  the  snare :  for  the  windows 
from  on  high  are  open,  and  the  foundations  of  the  earth  do 
shake.  19  The  earth  is  utterly  broken  down,  the  earth  is  clean 
dissolved,  the  earth  is  moved  exceedingly.  20  The  earth  shall 
reel  to  and  fro  hke  a  drunkard,  and  shall  be  removed  hke  a  cot- 
tage ;  and  the  transgression  thereof  shall  be  heavy  upon  it; 
and  it  shall  fall,  and  not  rise  again.  23  Then  the  moon  shall 
be  confounded,  and  the  sun  ashamed,  when  the  Lord  of  hosts 
shall  reign  in  mount  Zion,  and  in  Jerusalem,  and  before  his 
ancients  gloriously. 

Is.  26:20  Come,  my  people,  enter  thou  into  thy  chambers,  and 
shut  thy  doors  about  thee  :  hide  thyself  as  it  were  for  a  Httle 
moment,  until  the  indignation  be  overpast.  21  For  behold, 
the  Lord  cometh  out  of  his  place  to  punish  the  inhabitants  of 
the  earth  for  their  iniquity :  the  earth  also  shall  disclose  her 
blood,  and  shall  no  more  cover  her  slain.

3  1  have  trodden  the  wine-press  alone ;  and  of  the  people 
there  was  none  with  me  :  for  I  will  tread  them  in  mine  anger, 
and  trample  them  in  my  fury,  and  their  blood  shall  be  sprinkled 
upon  my  garments,  and  I  will  stain  all  my  raiment.  4  For 
the  day  of  vengeance  is  in  mine  heart,  and  the  year  of  my  re- 
deemed is  come. 

66  :  15  For  behold,  the  Lord  will  come  with  fire,  and  with 
his  chariots  like  a  whirlwind,  to  render  his  anger  with  fury, 
and  his  rebuke  with  flames  of  fire.  ]  6  For  by  fire  and  by  his 
sword  will  the  Lord  plead  with  all  flesh :  and  the  slain  of  the 
Lord  shall  be  many. 

Ezk.  38  [An  account  of  the  general  gathering  of  the  na- 
tions under  Gog,  upon  the  mountains  of  Israel,  which  concludes 
thus.]  21  And  I  will  call  for  a  sword  against  him  throughout 
all  my  mountains,  saith  the  Lord  God  :  every  man's  sword 
shall  be  against  his  brother.  22  And  I  will  plead  against  him 
witli  pestilence  and  with  blood;  and  I  will  rain  upon  him, 
and  upon  his  bands,  and  upon  the  many  people  that  are  with 
him,  an  overflowing  rain,  and  great  hailstones,  fire,  and  brim- 
stone. 

39 : 1  Therefore,  thou  son  of  man.  prophesy  against  Gog, 
and  say.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Behold,  I  am  against  thee, 
O  Gog,  the  chief  prince  of  Meshech  and  Tubal :  2  And  I  will 
turn  thee  back,  and  leave  but  the  sixth  part  of  thee,  and  wiU 
cause  thee  to  come  up  from  the  north  parts,  and  will  bring 
thee  upon  the  mountains  of  Israel:  3  And  I  will  smite  thy 
bow  out  of  thy  left  hand,  and  will  cause  thine  arrows  to  fall 
out  of  thy  right  hand.  4  Thou  shalt  fall  upon  the  mountains 
of  Israel,  thou,  and  all  thy  bands,  and  the  people  that  is  with 
thee :  I  will  give  thee  unto  the  ravenous  birds  of  every  sort, 
and  to  the  beasts  of  the  field,  to  be  devoured.  5  Thou  shalt 
fall  upon  the  open  field :  for  I  have  spoken  lY,  saith  the  Lord 
GoD.  6  And  I  will  send  a  fire  on  Magog,  and  among  them 
that  dwell  carelessly  in  the  fcles  :  and  they  shall  know  that  I 
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am  the  Lord.  7  So  will  I  make  my  holy  name  known  in  the 
midst  of  my  people  Israel ;  and  I  will  not  let  them  pollute  my 
holy  name  any  more  :  and  the  heathen  shall  know  that  I  am 
the  Lord,  the  Holy  One  in  Israel.  8  Behold,  it  is  come,  and 
it  is  done,  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  this  is  the  day  whereof  I  have 
spoken.  9  And  they  that  dwell  in  the  cities  of  Israel  shall  go 
forth,  and  shall  set  on  fire  and  burn  the  weapons,  both  the  shieds, 
and  the  bucklers,  the  bows  and  the  arrows,  and  the  hand-staves, 
and  the  spears,  and  they  shall  burn  them  with  fire  seven  years:

17  And,  thou  son  of  man,  thus 
saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Speak  unto  every  feathered  fowl,  and  to 
every  beast  of  the  field,  Assemble  yourselves,  and  come ; 
gather  yourselves  on  every  side  to  my  sacrifice  that  I  do  sac- 
rifice for  you,  even  a  great  sacrifice  upon  the  mountains  of  Is- 
rael, that  ye  may  eat  flesh,  and  drink  blood. 

Dan.  12 : 1  And  at  that  time  shall  Michael  stand  up,  the 
great  prince  which  standeth  for  the  children  of  thy  people :

thy  people  shall  be  delivered,  every  one  that  shall  be  found 
written  in  the  book.

ripe :  come,  get  you  down  ;  for  the  press  is  full,  the  fats  over- 
flow; for  their  wickedness  ?s  great.  14  Multitudes,  multitudes 
in  the  valley  of  decision :  for  the  day  of  the  Lord  is  near  in 
the  valley  of  decision.  15  The  sun  and  the  moon  shall  be 
darkened,  and  the  stars  shall  withdraw  their  shining.  16  The 
Lord  also  shall  roar  out  of  Zion,  and  utter  his  voice  from  Je- 
rusalem ;  and  the  heavens  and  the  earth  shall  shake :  but  the 
IjORd  will  be  the  hope  of  his  people,  and  the  strength  of  the 
children  of  Israel.  17  So  shall  ye  know  that  I  am  the  Lord 
your  God  dwelling  in  Zion  my  holy  mountain :  then  shall  Je- 
rusalem be  holy,  and  there  shall  no  strangers  pass  through  her 
any  more.

1 : 1  Paul  and  Timotheus,  the  servants  of  Jesus  Christ, 
to  all  the  saints  in  Christ  Jesus  which  are  at  Philippi,  with  the 
bishops  and  deacons. 

90.  Had  any  apostolical  churches  a  plurality  of  elders? 

Ac.  14 :  23  And  when  they  had  ordained  them  elders  in  every 
church,  and  had  prayed  with  fasting,  they  commended  them 
to  the  Lord. 

20 :  17  And  from  Miletus  he  sent  to  Ephesus,  and  called  the 
elders  of  the  church. 

Tit.  1 :  5  For  this  cause  left  I  thee  in  Crete,  that  thou  shouldest 
Bet  in  order  the  things  that  are  wanting,  and  ordain  elders  in 
every  city,  as  1  had  appointed  thee. 

Jam.  5 :  14  Is  any  sick  among  you  ?  let  him  call  for  the  elders 
of  the  church. 

91.  An  early  ecclesiastical  convention. 

Ac.  15 : 1  And  certain  men  which  came  down  from  Judea, 
taught  the  brethren,  and  said,  Except  ye  be  circumcised  after 
the  manner  of  Moses,  ye  cannot  be  saved.  2  When  therefore 
Paul  and  Barnabas  had  no  small  dissension  and  disputation 
with  them,  they  determined  that  Paul  and  Barnabas,  and  cer- 
tain other  of  them,  should  go  up  to  Jerusalem  unto  the  apos- 
tles and  elders  about  this  question.  4  And  when  they  were 
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come  to  Jerusalem,  they  were  received  of  the  church,  and  of 
the  apostles  and  elders,  and  they  declared  all  things  that  God 
had  done  with  them.  5  But  there  rose  up  certain  of  the  sect 
of  the  Pharisees,  which  believed,  saying,  That  it  was  needful 
to  circumcise  them,  and  to  command  them  to  keep  the  law  of 
Moses.  6  And  the  apostles  and  elders  came  together  for  to 
consider  of  this  matter.  22  Then  pleased  it  the  apostles  and 
elders,  with  the  whole  church,  to  send  chosen  men  of  their  own 
company  to  Antioch,  with  Paul  and  Barnabas ;  namely,  Judas 
surnamed  Barsabas,  and  Silas,  chief  men  among  the  brethren: 

23  And  they  wrote  letters  by  them  after  this  manner ;  The 
apostles,  and  elders,  and  brethren,  sewcZ  greeting  unto  the  brethren 
which  are  of  the  Gentiles  in  Antioch,  and  Syria,  and  Cihcia. 

24  Forasmuch  as  we  have  heard,  that  certain  which  went  out 
from  us,  have  troubled  you  with  words,  subverting  your  souls, 
saying,  Ye  must  be  circumcised,  and  keep  the  law ;  to  whom  we 
gave  no  such  commandment :    25  It  seemed  good  unto  us,  be- 
ing assembled  with  one  accord,  to  send  chosen  men  unto  you 
with  our  beloved  Barnabas  and  Paul :   26  Men  that  have  haz- 
arded  their  hves   for  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
27  We  have  sent  therefore  Judas  and  Silas  who  shall  also  tell 
you  the  same  things  by  mouth.     28  For  it  seemed  good  to  the 
Holy  Ghost,  and  to  us,  to  lay  upon  you  no  greater  burden  than 
these  necessary  things ;    29  That  ye  abstain  from  meats  of- 
fered to  idols,  and  from  blood,  and  from  things  strangled,  and 
from  fornication :  from  which  if  ye  keep  yourselves,  ye  shall  do 
well.     Fare  ye  well. 

92.  Church  ordinances. 

Mat.  26 :  26  And  as  they  were  eating,  Jesus  took  bread,  and 
blessed  it,  and  brake  it  and  gave  it  to  the  disciples,  and  said, 
Take,  eat ;  this  is  my  body.  27  And  he  took  the  cup,  and 
gave  thanks,  and  gave  it  to  them,  saying.  Drink  ye  all  of  it : 
28  For  this  is  my  blood  of  the  new  testament,  which  is  shed 
for  many  for  the  remission  of  sins.  29  But  I  say  unto  you,  I 
will  not  drink  henceforth  of  this  fruit  of  the  vine,  until  that 
day  when  I  drink  it  new  with  you  in  my  Father's  kingdom. 
30  And  when  they  had  sung  a  hymn,  they  went  out  into  the 
mount  of  Olives.     Mk.  14  :  22—25.    Lk.  22 :  14—20. 

28 :  19  Go  ye  therefore  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them 
in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost.  ^ 
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Ac.  11 :  26  And  when  he  had  found  him,  he  brought  him 
unto  Antioch.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  a  whole  year  they 
assembled  themselves  with  the  church,  and  taught  much  people. 

1  Cor.  11 :  23  For  I  have  received  ol'  the  Lord,  that  which 
also  I  delivered  unto  you.  That  the  Lord  Jesus,  the  same  night 
in  which  he  was  betrayed,  took  bread  :  24  And  when  he  had 
given  thanks,  he  brake  it,  and  said.

this  do  ye,  as  oft  as  ye  drink  it,  in   remembrance  of  me. 

26  For  as  often  as  ye  eat  this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup,  ye  do 
shew  the  Lord's  death  till  he  come. 

93.  Preparation  required  of  partakers  at  the  hordes  Supper. 
1  Cor.  5 : 7  Purge  out  therefore  the  old  leaven,  that  ye  may 

be  a  new  lump,  as  ye  are  unleavened.  For  even  Christ  our 
passover  is  sacrificed  for  us :  8  Therefore  let  us  keep  the  feast, 
not  with  old  leaven,  neither  with  the  leaven  of  maUce  and 
wickedness ;  but  with  the  mileavened  bread  of  sincerity  and 
truth. 

1  Cor.  11 :  27  Wherefore,  whosoever  shall  eat  this  bread,  and 
drink  this  cup  of  the  Lord,  unworthily,  shall  be  guilty  of  the 
body  and  blood  of  the  Lord.  28  But  let  a  man  examine  him- 
self, and  so  let  him  eat  of  that  bread,  and  drink  of  that  cup. 

29  For  he  that  eateth  and  drinketh  unworthily,  eateth  and 
drinketh  damnation  to  himself,  not  discerning  the  Lord's  body. 

30  For  this  cause  many  are  weak  and  sickly  among  you,  and 
many  sleep. 

94.  Church  ordinances  a  privilege. 

Ps.  36 : 8  They  shall  be  abundantly  satisfied  with  the  fatness 
of  thy  house ;  and  thou  shalt  make  them  drink  of  the  river  of 
thy  pleasures.

11  But  now  I  have  written  unto  you  not  to  keep  company,  if 
any  man  that  is  called  a  brother  be  a  fornicator,  or  covetous, 
or  an  idolater,  or  a  railer,  or  a  drunkard,  or  an  extortioner: 
with  such  an  one  no  not  to  eat.  12  For  what  have  I  to  do  to 
judge  them  also  that  are  without?  do  not  ye  judge  them  that 
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are  within?     13  But  tliem  that  are  without   God  judgeth 
Therefore  put  away  from  among  yourselves  that  wicked  person 
Gal.  6:1  Brethren,  if  a  man  be  overtaken  in  a  fault  ye 
which  are  spiritual,  restore  such  an  one  in  the  spirit  of  meek- 
ness ;  considering  thyself,  lest  thou  also  be  tempted. 

2  Th.  3 :  6  Now  we  command  you,  brethren,  in  the  name  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  ye  withdraw  yourselves  from  every 
brother  that  walketh  disorderly,  and  not  after  the  tradition 
which  he  received  of  us.  14  And  if  any  man  obey  not  our 
word  by  this  epistle,  note  that  man,  and  have  no  company  with 
him,  that  he  may  be  ashamed.

97.  Directions  for  the  edification  of  churches. 

Rom.  12 : 4  For  as  we  have  many  members  in  one  body,  and 
all  members  have  not  the  same  office :  5  So  we,  being  many 
are  one  body  in  Christ,  and  every  one  members  one  of  another 
6  Havmg  then  gifts,  differing  according  to  the  grace  that  is 
given  to  us,  whether  prophecy,  let  us  prophesy  according  to  the 
proportion  of  faith ;  7  Or  ministry,  let  us  wait  on  our  minister- 
ing: or  he  that  teacheth,  on  teaching :  8  Or  he  that  exhorteth 
on  exhortation:  he  that  giveth,  let  him  do  it  with  simplicity' 
he  that  ruleth,  with  diligence ;  he  that  sheweth  mercy,  with 
cheerfulness.  9  Let  love  be  without  dissimulation.  Abhor 
that  which  is  evH ;  cleave  to  that  which  is  good.  10  Be  kindly 
a-ffectioned  one  to  another  with  brotherly  love ;  in  honor  pre- 
ferring one  another. 

14 :  19  Let  us  therefore  follow  after  the  things  which  make 
for  peace,  and  things  wherewith  one  may  edify  another. 

15: 1  We  then  that  are  strong  ought  to  bear  the  infirmities 
ot  ihe  weak,  and  not  to  please  ourselves.  2  Let  every  one  of 
us  please  his  neighbor  for  his  good  to  edification.  3  For  even 
Christ  pleased  not  himself. 
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Ep.  4 :  15  But  speaking  the  truth  in  love,  may  grow  up  into 
him  in  all  things,  which  is  the  head,  even  Christ :  16  From 
whom  the  whole  body  fitly  joined  together  and  compacted  by 
that  which  every  joint  supplieth,  according  to  the  effectual 
working  in  the  measure  of  every  part,  maketh  increase  of  the 
body  unto  the  edifying  of  itself  in  love.  29  Let  no  corrupt 
communication  proceed  out  of  your  mouth,  but  that  which  is 
good  to  the  use  of  edifying,  that  it  may  minister  grace  unto  the 
hearers. 

Col.  3 :  16  Let  the  word  of  Christ  dwell  in  you  richly  in  all 
wisdom;  teaching  and  admonishing  one  another  in  psalms, 
and  hymns,  and  spiritual  songs,  singing  with  grace  in  your 
hearts  to  the  Lord.     [Heb.  10  :  24,  25.] 

1  Th.  5 :  11  Wherefore,  comfort  yourselves  together,  and 
edify  one  another,  even  as  also  ye  do. 

Heb.  3 :  13  Exhort  one  another  daily,  while  it  is  called  To- 
day ;  lest  any  of  you  be  hardened  through  the  deceitfubiess 
of  sin. 

10 :  24  And  let  us  consider  one  another,  to  provoke  unto 
love,  and  to  good  works :  25  Not  forsaking  the  assembling  of 
ourselves  together,  as  the  manner  of  some  is;  but  exhorting 
one  another;  and  so  much  the  more,  as  ye  see  the  day  ap- 
proaching.    [See  355.] 

98.  The  church  of  Christ  one  body. 

1  Cor.  12 :  13  For  by  one  Spirit  are  we  all  baptized  into 
one  body,  whether  we  be  Jews  or  Gentiles,  whether  we  be  bond 
or  free  ;  and  have  been  all  made  to  drink  into  one  Spirit. 

Ep.  4:4  There  is  one  body,  and  one  Spirit,  even  as  ye  are 
called  in  one  hope  of  your  calling ;  5  One  Lord,  one  faith,  one 
baptism,  6  One  God  and  Father  of  all,  who  is  above  all,  and 
through  all,  and  in  you  all. 

99.  Brotherly  love,  fellowship,  and  unity  in  churches,  essential 
and  delightful  duties. 

Ps.  133 : 1  Behold,  how  good  and  how  pleasant  it  is  for 
brethren  to  dwell  together  in  unity  \  2  It  is  like  the  precious 
ointment  upon  the  head,  that  ran  down  upon  the  beard,  even 
Aaron's  beard :  that  went  down  to  the  skirts  of  his  garments. 

Is.  52 :  8  Thy  watchmen  shall  lift  up  the  voice ;  with  the 
voice  together  shall  they  sing :  for  they  shall  see  eye  to  eye, 
when  the  Lord  shall  bring  again  Zion. 
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Jn.  13:  34  A  new  commandment  I  give  unto  you,  That  ye 
love  one  another;  as  I  have  loved  you,  that  ye  also  love  one 
another.  35  By  this  shall  all  men  know  that  ye  are  my  dis- 
ciples, if  ye  have  love  one  to  another. 

15 :  12  This  is  my  commandment,  That  ye  love  one  another, 
as  I  have  loved  you. 

17:20  Neither  pray  1  for  these  alone;  but  for  them  also 
which  shall  believe  on  me  through  their  word :  21  That  they 
all  may  be  one  ;  as  thou.  Father,  art  in  me,  and  I  in  thee,  that 
they  also  may  be  one  in  us  :  that  the  world  may  beheve  that 
thou  hast  sent  me.  22  And  the  glory  which  thou  gavest  me, 
I  have  given  them ;  that  they  may  be  one,  even  as  we  are 
one. 

Ac.  4 :  32  And  the  multitude  of  them  that  believed  were  of 
one  heart,  and  of  one  soul. 

Rom.  12  :  10  Be  kindly  affectioned  one  to  another  with  broth- 
erly love  ;  in  honor  preferring  one  another. 

15  :  5  Now  the  God  of  patience  and  consolation  grant  you 
to  be  like-minded  one  toward  another  according  to  Christ 
Jesus  :  6  That  ye  may  with  one  mind  and  one  mouth  glorify 
God,  even  the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

2  Cor.  13 :  11  Be  perfect,  be  o  good  comfort,  be  of  one 
mind,  live  in  peace. 

Gal.  6  :  10  As  we  have  therefore  opportunity,  let  us  do  good 
unto  all  men,  especially  unto  them  who  are  of  the  household  of 
faith. 

Ep.  4 :  1  I  therefore,  the  prisoner  of  the  Lord,  beseech  you 
that  ye  walk  worthy  of  tne  vocation  wherewith  ye  are  called, 
2  With  all  lowliness  and  meekness,  with  long-suffering,  for- 
bearing one  another  in  love  ;  3  Endeavoring  to  keep  the  unity 
of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace. 

5 : 2  And  walk  in  love,  as  Christ  also  hath  loved  us,  and 
hath  given  himself  for  us  an  offering  and  a  sacrifice  to  God 
for  a  sweet-smelling  savor. 

Ph.  1 :  4  Always  in  every  prayer  of  mine  for  you  all  making 
request  with  joy,  5  For  your  fellowship  in  the  gospel.  27  Only 
let  your  conversation  be  as  it  becometh  the  gospel  of  Christ : 
that  whether  I  come  and  see  you,  or  else  be  absent,  I  may 
hear  of  your  affairs,  that  ye  stand  fast  in  one  spirit,  with  one 
mind  striving  together  for  the  faith  of  the  gospel. 

2 : 1  If  there  he  therefore  any  consolation  in  Christ,  if  any 
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comfort  of  love,  if  any  fellowship  of  the  Spirit,  if  any  bowels 
and  mercies,  2  Fulfil  ye  my  joy,  that  ye  be  like-minded,  hav- 
ing the  same  love,  being  of  one  accord,  of  one  mind. 

Ph.  3  :  16  Nevertheless,  whereto  we  have  already  attained,  let 
us  walk  by  the  same  rule,  let  us  mind  the  same  thing. 

1  Th.  4  :  9  But  as  touching  brotherly  love  ye  need  not  that 
I  write  unto  you :  for  ye  yourselves  are  taught  of  God  to  love 
one  another.  10  And  indeed  ye  do  it  toward  all  the  brethren 
which  are  in  all  Macedonia :  but  we  beseech  you,  brethren, 
that  ye  increase  more  and  more. 

Heb.  13  :  1  Let  brotherly  love  continue. 

1  Pet.  1  :  22  Seeing  ye  have  purified  your  souls  in  obeying 
the  truth  through  the  Spirit  unto  unfeigned  love  of  the 
brethren,  see  that  ye  love  one  another  with  a  pure  heart  fer- 
vently. 

2  :  17  Love  the  brotherhood. 

2  Pet.  1 : 5  And  besides  this,  giving  all  diligence,  add  to 
your  faith,  virtue ;  and  to  virtue,  knowledge ;  6  And  to  knowl- 
edge, temperance ;  and  to  temperance,  patience ;  and  to  pa- 
tience, godUness ;  7  And  to  godliness,  brotherly  kindness  ;  and 
to  brotherly  kindness,  charity. 

1  Jn.  2  :  10  He  that  loveth  his  brother  abideth  in  the  Hght, 
and  there  is  none  occasion  of  stumbling  in  him.  11  But  he 
that  hateth  his  brother  is  in  darkness,  and  walketh  in  darkness. 

3:11  For  this  is  the  message  that  ye  heard  from  the  begin- 
ning, that  we  should  love  one  another.  12  Not  as  Cain,  who 
was  of  that  wicked  one,  and  slew  his  brother.  14  We  know 
that  we  have  passed  from  death  unto  life,  because  we  love  the 
brethren.  He  that  loveth  not  his  brother,  abideth  in  death. 
15  Whosoever  hateth  his  brother,  is  a  murderer  :  and  ye  know 
that  no  murderer  hath  eternal  life  abiding  in  him.  16  Here- 
by perceive  we  the  love  of  God,  because  he  laid  down  his  life  for 
us:  and  we  ought  to  lay  down  our  lives  for  the  brethren. 
17  But  whoso  hath  this  world's  good,  and  seeth  his  brother 
have-need,  and  shutteth  up  his  bowels  of  compassion  from  him, 
how  dwelleth  the  love  of  God  in  him  ?  18  My  little  children, 
let  us  not  love  in  word,  neither  in  tongue,  but  in  deed  and  in 
truth.  19  And  hereby  we  know  that  we  are  of  the  truth,  and 
shall  assure  our  hearts  before  him.  23  And  this  is  his  command- 
ment ;  That  we  should  beheve  on  the  name  of  his  Son  Jesus 
Christ,  and  love  one  another,  as  he  gave  us  commandment. 
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4 : 7  Beloved,  let  us  love  one  another :  for  love  is  of  God ; 
and  every  one  that  loveth  is  born  of  God,  and  knoweth  God. 
8  He  that  loveth  not,  knoweth  not  God ;   for   God  is  love. 

10  Herein  is  love,  not  that  we  loved  God,  but  that  he  loved  us, 
and  sent  his  Son  to  he  the  propitiation  for  our  sins.  11  Beloved, 
if  God  so  loved  us,  we  ought  also  to  love  one  another.  20  If 
a  man  say,  I  love  God,  and  hateth  his  brother,  he  is  a  liar. 
For  he  that  loveth  not  his  brother,  whom  he  hath  seen,  how 
can  he  love  God,  whom  he  hath  not  seen  ?  21  And  this  com- 
mandment have  we  from  him,  That  he  who  loveth  God,  love 
his  brother  also. 

2  Jn.  5  And  now  I  beseech  thee,  lady,  not  as  though  I  wrote 
a  new  commandment  unto  thee,  but  that  which  we  had  from 
the  beginning,  that  we  love  one  anotlier. 

100.  Divisions  and  separations. 

Mat.  12  :  25  And  Jesus  knew  their  thoughts,  and  said  unto 
them,  Every  kingdom  divided  against  itself,  is  brought  to  deso- 
lation ;  and  every  city  or  house  divided  against  itself,  shall  not 
stand.  26  And  if  Satan  cast  out  Satan,  he  is  divided  asrainst 
himself;  how  shall  then  his  kingdom  stand  ? 

Rom.  16 :  17  Now  1  beseech  you,  brethren,  mark  them  which 
cause  divisions  and  offences,  contrary  to  the  doctrine  which 
ye  have  learned  ;  and  avoid  them.  18  For  they  that  are  such 
serve  not  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  but  their  own  belly ;  and  by 
good  words  and  fair  speeches  deceive  the  hearts  of  the  simple. 

1  Cor.  1 :  10  Now  I  beseech  you,  brethren,  by  the  name  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  ye  all  speak  the  same  thing,  and 
that  there  be  no  ^iivisions  among  you  ;  but  that  ye  be  perfectly 
joined  together  in  the  same  mind,  and  in  the  same  judgment. 

11  For  it  hath  been  declared  unto  me  of  you,  my  brethren,  by 
them  which  are  of  the  house  of  Chloe,  that  there  are  conten- 
tions among  you.  12  Now  this  I  say,  that  every  one  of  you 
saith,  I  am  o(  Paul ;  and  I  of  Apollos  ;  and  I  of  Cephas ;  and 
J  of  Christ.     13  Is  Christ  divided  ? 

3  :  3  For  ye  are  yet  carnal :  for  whereas  there  is  among  you 
envying,  and  strife,  and  divisions,  are  ye  not  carnal,  and  walk 
as  men '?  4  For  while  one  saith,  I  am  of  Paul ;  and  another, 
I  am  of  Apollos  ;  are  ye  not  carnal  ? 

12  :  24  For  our  comely  parts  have  no  need :  but  God  hath 
tempered  the  body  together,  having  given  more  abundant 
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honor  to  that  part  which  lacked :  25  That  there  should  be  no 
schism  in  the  body ;  but  that  the  members  should  have  the 
eame  care  one  for  another.  26  And  whether  one  member  suf- 
fer, all  the  members  suffer  with  it ;  or  one  member  be  hon- 
ored, all  the  members  rejoice  with  it.  27  Now  ye  are  the 
body  of  Christ,  and  members  in  particular. 

Gal.  5 :  15  But  if  ye  bite  and  devour  one  another,  take  heed 
that  ye  be  not  consumed  one  of  another. 

Jude  18  How  that  they  told  you  there  should  be  mockers  in 
the  last  time,  who  should  walk  after  their  own  ungodly  lusts. 
19  These  be  they  who  separate  themselves,  sensual,  having 
not  the  Spirit. 

101.  Unchristian  unions  forbidden. 

Lk.  12 :  51  Suppose  ye  that  I  am  come  to  give  peace  on 
earth  ?     I  tell  you.  Nay  ;  but  rather  division. 

2  Cor.  6  :14  Be  ye  not  unequally  yoked  together  with  un- 
believers: for  what  fellowship  hath  righteousness  with  un- 
righteousness ?  and  what  communion  hath  hght  with  darkness  ? 
15  And  what  concord  hath  Christ  with  Belial  ?  or  what  part 
hath  he  that  believeth  with  an  infidel  ?  16  And  what  agree- 
ment hath  the  temple  of  God  with  idols  ?  for  ye  are  the  temple 
of  the  living  God ;  as  God  hath  said,  I  Avill  dwell  in  them,  and 
walk  in  them  ;  and  I  will  be  their  God,  and  they  shall  be  my 
people.  17  Wherefore  come  out  from  among  them,  and  be  ye 
separate,  saith  the  Lord,  and  touch  not  the  unclean  thing  ;  and 
I  will  receive  you  ;  18  And  will  be  a  Father  unto  you,  and  ye 
shall  be  my  sons  and  daughters,  saith  the  Lord  Almighty. 

Rev.  18  : 4  And  I  heard  another  voice  from  heaven,  saying, 
Come  out  of  her,  my  people,  that  ye  be  not  partakers  of  her 
sins,  and  that  ye  receive  not  of  her  plagues. 

102.  Limits  of  Christian  fellowship. 

Mat.  10 :  11  And  into  whatsoever  city  or  town  ye  shall  en- 
ter, inquire  who  in  it  is  worthy ;  and  there  abide  till  ye  o-o 
thence.  12  And  when  ye  come  into  an  house,  salute  it. 
13  And  if  the  house  be  worthy,  let  your  peace  come  upon  it: 
but  if  it  be  not  worthy,  let  your  peace  return  to  you.  14  And 
whosoever  shall  not  receive  you,  nor  hear  your  words,  when 
ye  depart  out  of  that  house,  or  city,  shake  off  the  dust  of  your 
feet. 

1  Cor.  5:91  wrote  unto  you  in  an  epistle,  not  to  company

with  fornicators :  10  Yet  not  altogether  with  the  fornicators 
of  this  world,  or  with  the  covetous,  or  extortioners,  or  with 
idolaters  :  for  then  must  ye  needs  go  out  of  the  world.  11  But 
now  I  have  written  unto  you  not  to  keep  company,  if  any  man 
that  is  called  a  brother  be  a  fornicator,  or  covetous,  or  an  idol- 
ater, or  a  railer,  or  a  drunkard,  or  an  extortioner :  with  such  a 
one  no  not  to  eat. 

10 :  20  I  would  not  that  ye  should  have  fellowship  with 
devils. 

Ep.  5  :  11  And  have  no  fellowship  with  the  unfruitful  works 
of  darkness,  but  rather  reprove  them. 

2  Th.  3 : 6  Now  we  command  you,  brethren,  in  the  name 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  ye  withdraw  yourselves  from 
every  brother  that  walketh  disorderly,  and  not  after  the  tradi- 
tion which  he  received  of  us.  14  And  if  any  man  obey  not 
our  word  by  this  epistle,  note  that  man,  and  have  no  company 
with  him,  that  he  may  be  ashamed.  15  Yet  count  him  not  as 
an  enemy,  but  admonish  him  as  a  brother. 

2  Tim.  3 :  1  This  know  also,  that  in  the  last  days  perilous 
times  shall  come.  2  For  men  shall  he  lovers  of  their  own 
selves,  covetous,  boasters,  proud,  blasphemers,  disobedient  to 
parents,  unthankful,  unholy,  3  Without  natural  affection, 
truce-breakers,  false  accusers,  incontinent,  fierce,  despisers  of 
those  that  are  good,  4  Traitors,  heady,  high-minded,  lovers 
of  pleasures  more  than  lovers  of  God ;  5  Having  a  form  of 
godliness,  but  denying  the  power  thereof:  from  such  turn  away. 

2  Jn.  10  If  there  come  any  unto  you,  and  bring  not  this 
doctrine,  receive  him  not  into  your  house,  neither  bid  him  God 
speed :  11  For  he  that  biddeth  him  God  speed,  is  partaker  of 
his  evil  deeds.     [See  415.] 

103.  Christian  churches,  branches  of  the  Abrahamic  church. 

Rom.  11 :  16  For  if  the  first  fruit  be  holy,  the  lump  is  also 
holy:  and  if  the  root  be  holy,  so  are  the  branches.  17  And  if 
some  of  the  branches  be  broken  off,  and  thou,  being  a  wild 
olive-tree,  wert  graffed  in  among  them,  and  with  them  par- 
takest  of  the  root  and  fatness  of  the  olive-tree  j  18  Boast  not 
against  the  branches.  But  if  thou  boast,  thou  bearest  not  the 
root,  but  the  root  thee.  19  Thou  wilt  say  then,  The  branches 
were  broken  off,  that  I  might  be  graffed  in.  20  Well ;  because 
of  unbelief  they  were  broken  off,  and  thou  standest  by  faith. 
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Be  not  high-minded,  but  fear:  21  For  if  God  spared  not  the 
natural  branches,  take  heed  lest  he  also  spare  not  thee.  23  And 
they  also,  if  they  abide  not  still  in  unbeUef,  shall  be  graffed  in : 
for  God  is  able  to  grafF  them  in  again.  24  For  if  thou  wert 
cut  out  of  the  olive-tree  which  is  wild  by  nature,  and  wert 
graffed  contrary  to  nature  into  a  good  olive-tree ;  how  much 
more  shall  these,  which  be  the  natural  branches,  be  graffed  into 
their  own  olive-tree  ? 

Gal.  3  :  7  Know  ye  therefore,  that  they  which  are  of  faith, 
the  same  are  the  children  of  Abraham.  8  And  the  scripture, 
foreseeing  that  God  would  justify  the  heathen  through  faith, 
preached  before  the  gospel  unto  Abraham,  saying,  In  thee 
shall  all  nations  be  blessed.  9  So  then  they  which  be  of  faith 
are  blessed  with  faithful  Abraham.  [Rom.  4:11 — 25.  Ac. 
7 :  38.     Ep.  2 :  12.] 

104.  God's  covenant  with  the  Abrahamic  church. 

Gen.  17 : 7  And  I  will  establish  my  covenant  between  me 
and  thee,  and  thy  seed  after  thee,  in  their  generations,  for  an 
everlasting  covenant ;  to  be  a  God  unto  thee,  and  to  thy  seed 
after  thee. 

Ps.  103  :  17  But  the  mercy  of  the  Lord  is  from  everlasting 
to  everlasting  upon  them  that  fear  him,  and  his  righteousness 
unto  children's  children ;  18  To  such  as  keep  his  covenant, 
and  to  those  that  remember  his  commandments  to  do  tliem. 

Mic.  7 :  20  Thou  wilt  perform  the  truth  to  Jacob,  and  the 
mercy  to  Abraham,  which  thou  hast  sworn  unto  our  fathers 
from  the  days  of  old. 

Gal.  3:9  So  then  they  which  be  of  faith  are  blessed  with 
faithful  Abraham.  14  That  the  blessing  of  Abraham  migrht 
come  on  the  Gentiles  through  Jesus  Christ ;  that  we  might  re- 
ceive the  promise  of  the  Spirit  through  faith.  15  Brethren,  I 
speak  after  the  manner  of  men  ;  Though  it  be  but  a  man's 
covenant,  yet  if  it  be  confirmed,  no  man  disannulleth  or  addeth 
thereto.  16  Now  to  Abraham  and  his  seed  were  the  promises 
made.  He  saith  not,  And  to  seeds,  as  of  many  ;  but  as  of  one, 
And  to  thy  seed,  which  is  Christ.  17  And  this  I  say,  That  the 
covenant  that  was  confirmed  before  of  God  in  Christ,  the  law, 
which  was  four  hundred  and  thirty  years  after,  cannot  disannul, 
that  it  should  make  the  promise  of  none  effect.  18  For  if  the 
inheritance  be  of  the  law,  it  is  no  more  of  promise :  but  God 
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gave  it  to  Abraham  by  promise.    29  And  if  ye  be  Christ's,  then 
are  ye  Abraham's  seed,  and  heirs  according  to  the  promise. 

105.  God's  covenant  with  the  Abrahamic  church  involves  true 
religion. 

Ex.  19 : 5  Now  therefore,  if  ye  will  obey  my  voice  indeed, 
and  keep  my  covenant,  then  ye  shall  be  a  peculiar  treasure 
unto  me  above  all  people. 

Lev.  26 :  41  If  then  their  uncircumcised  hearts  be  humbled, 
and  they  then  accept  of  the  punishment  of  their  iniquity : 
42  Then  will  I  remember  my  covenant  with  Jacob,  and  also 
my  covenant  with  Isaac,  and  also  my  covenant  with  Abraham 
will  I  remember  ;  and  I  will  remember  the  land. 

Dt.  30 :  6  And  the  Lord  thy  God  will  circumcise  thine  heart, 
and  the  heart  of  thy  seed,  to  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all 
thine  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  that  thou  mayest  live. 

1  K.  8 :  23  And  he  said,  Lord  God  of  Israel,  there  is  no 
God  hke  thee,  in  heaven  above,  or  on  earth  beneath,  who 
keepest  covenant  and  mercy  with  thy  servants  that  walk  be- 
fore thee  w4th  all  their  heart. 

Ps.  78 :  10  They  kept  not  the  covenant  of  God,  and  refused 
to  walk  in  his  law. 

Rom.  2 :  28  For  he  is  not  a  Jew,  which  is  one  outw^ardly ; 
neither  is  that  circumcision,  which  is  outward  in  the  flesh : 
29  But  he  is  a  Jew  which  is  one  inwardly ;  and  circumcision 
is  that  of  the  heart,  in  the  spirit,  and  not  in  the  letter  ;  whose 
praise  is  not  of  men,  but  of  God. 

Gal.  3:9  So  then  they  which  be  of  faith  are  blessed  with 
faithful  Abraham.  29  And  if  ye  be  Christ's,  then  are  ye  Abra- 
ham's seed,  and  heirs  according  to  the  promise. 

106.  Circumcision,  the  appointed  seal  of  the  Abrahamic  church. 

Gen.  17 :  10  This  is  my  covenant,  which  ye  shall  keep,  be- 
tween me  and  you,  and  thy  seed  after  thee  ;  Every  man-child 
among  you  shall  be  circumcised.

Jude  6  And  the  angels  which  kept  not  their  first  estate,  but 
left  their  own  habitation,  he  hath  reserved  in  everlasting  chains 
under  darkness  unto  the  judgment  of  the  great  day. 

Rev.  20  :  12  And  I  saw  the  dead,  small  and  great,  stand  be- 
fore God  :  and  the  books  were  opened :  and  another  book  was 
opened,  which  is  the  book  of  life  :  and  the  dead  were  judged 
out  of  those  things  which  were  written  m  the  books,  according 
to  their  works.  13  And  the  sea  gave  up  the  dead  which  were 
in  it ;  and  death  and  hell  delivered  up  the  dead  which  were 
in  them :  and  they  were  judged  every  man  according  to  their 
works.

2:5  But  after  thy  hardness  and  impenitent  heart, 
treasurest  up  unto  thyself  wrath  against  the  day  of  wrath,  and 
revelation  of  the  righteous  judgment  of  God. 

Jude  14  And  Enoch  also,  the  seventh  from  Adam,  proph- 
esied of  these,  saying.  Behold,  the  Lord  cometh  with  ten 
thousand  of  his  saints,  15  To  execute  judgment  upon  all,  and 
to  convince  all  that  are  ungodly  among  them  of  all  their  un- 
godly deeds  which  they  have  ungodly  committed,  and  of  all 
their  hard  speeches  which  ungodly  sinners  have  spoken  against 
him. 

142.  Judgment  will  come  upon  the  world  suddenly  and  unex- 
pectedly. 

Mat.  24 :  .37  But  as  the  days  of  Noe  were,  so  shall  also  the 
coming  of  the  Son  of  man  be.  38  For  as  in  the  days  that 
were  before  the  flood,  they  were  eating  and  drinking,  marry- 
ing and  giving  in  marriage,  until  the  day  that  Noe  entered  into 
the  ark,  39  And  knew  not  until  the  flood  came,  and  took 
them  all  away:  so  shall  also  the  coming  of  the  Son  of  man  be. 

25  :  13  Watch  therefore,  for  ye  know  neither  the  day  nor  the 
hour  wherein  the  Son  of  man  cometh. 

Mk.  13  :  32  But  of  that  day  and  tJiat  hour  knoweth  no  man, 
no,  not  the  angels  which  are  in  heaven,  neither  the  Son, 
but  the  Father.  33  Take  ye  heed,  watch  and  pray :  for  ye 
know  not  when  the  time  is.  35  Watch  ye  therefore :  for  ye 
know  not  when  the  master  of  the  house  cometh,  at  even,  or  at 
midnight,  or  at  the  cock-crowing,  or  in  the  morning :  36  Lest 
coming  suddenly,  he  find  you  sleeping.

11:9  Rejoice,  O  young  man,  in  thy  youth  :  and  let  thy 
heart  cheer  thee  in  the  days  of  thy  youth,  and  walk  in  the  ways 
of  thine  heart,  and  in  the  sight  of  thine  eyes  :  but  know  thou, 
that  for  all  these  things  God  will  bring  thee  into  judgment. 

12  :  14  For  God  shall  bring  every  work  into  judgment,  with 
every  secret  thing,  whether  it  he  good,  or  whether  it  he  evil. 

Mat.  12  :  36  But  I  say  unto  you,  That  every  idle  word  that 
men  shall  speak,  they  shall  give  account  thereof  in  the  day  of 
judgment. 

Lk.  12  :  2  For  there  is  nothing  covered,  that  shall  not  be  re- 
vealed ;  neither  hid,  that  shall  not  be  known.  3  Therefore, 
whatsoever  ye  have  spoken  in  darkness,  shall  be  heard  in  the 
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light :  and  that  which  ye  have  spoken  in  the  ear  in  closets, 
shall  be  proclaimed  upon  the  house-tops.

150.  Consequences  of  Adam^s  first  sin. 

Rom.  5 :  12  Wherefore  as  by  one  man  sin  entered  into  the 
world,  and  death  by  sin ;  and  so  death  passed  upon  all  men, 
for  that  all  have  sinned.  15  (But  not  as  the  offence,  so  also  is 
the  free  gift.  For  if  through  the  offence  of  one  many  be  dead, 
much  more  the  grace  of  God,  and  the  gift  by  grace,  which  is 
by  one  man,  Jesus  Christ,  hath  abounded  unto  many.

19  For  as  by  one  man's  disobedience 
many  were  made  sinners,  so  by  the  obedience  of  one  shall 
many  be  made  righteous. 

1  Cor.  15 :  22  As  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  Christ  shall 
all  be  made  alive. 

151.  Personal  guilt,  the  ground  of  punishment. 

Dt.  24 :  16  The  fathers  shall  not  be  put  to  death  for  the  chil- 
dren, neither  shall  the  children  be  put  to  death  for  the  fathers: 
every  man  shall  be  put  to  death  for  his  own  sin.     2  K.  14:  6. 

Ezk.  18:2  What  mean  ye,  that  ye  use  this  proverb  con- 
cerning the  land  of  Israel,  saying,  The  fathers  have  eaten  sour 
grapes,  and  the  children's  teeth  are  set  on  edge  ?

13  Their  throat  is  an  open  sep- 
ulchre ;  with  their  tongues  they  have  used  deceit ;  the  poison 
of  asps  is  under  their  lips :    14  Whose  mouth  is  full  of  cursing 
and  bitterness.    15  Their  feet  are  swift  to  shed  blood.    16  De- 
struction and  misery  are  in  their  ways :    17  And  the  way  of 
peace  have  they  not  known.    18  There  is  no  fear  of  God  be- 
fore their  eyes.    19  Now  we  know  that  what  things  soever  the 
law  saith,  it  saith  to  them  who  are  under  the  law :  that  every 
mouth  may  be  stopped,  and  all  the  world  may  become  guilty 
before  God.

15:13  And  not  many  days  after,  the  younger  son 
gathered  all  together,  and  took  his  journey  into  a  far  country, 
and  there  wasted  his  substance  with  riotous  living.  17  And 
when  he  came  to  himself,  he  said,  How  many  hired  servants 
6f  my  father's  have  bread  enough  and  to  spare,  and  I  perish 
with  hunger  !  18  I  will  arise  and  go  to  my  father,  and  will  say 
imto  him,*Father,  I  have  sinned  against  heaven,  and  before 
thee.    [See  Dress,  172.'] 

FAITH. 

ISO.  Nature  of  true  faith. 

Rom.  10 : 9  If  thou  shalt  confess  with  thy  month  the  Lord 
Jesus,  and  shalt  believe  in  thine  heart  that  God  hath  raised 
him  from  the  dead,  thou  shalt  be  saved.  10  For  with  the 
neart,  man  believeth  unto  righteousness ;  and  with  the  mouth, 
confession  is  made  unto  salvation.  11  For  the  scripture  saith, 
Whosoever  believeth  on  him  shall  not  be  ashamed. 

Heb.  11 : 1  Now  faith  is  the  substance  of  things  hoped  for, 
and  the  evidence  of  things  not  seen. 

181.  Faith  in  Christy  and  belief  of  the  truth,  necessary  to  sal- 
vation. 

Mk.  16 :  15  And  he  said  unto  them,  Go  ye  into  all  the  world, 
and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature.  16  He  that  believeth 
and  is  baptized,  shall  be  saved ;  but  he  that  believeth  not,  shall 
be  damned. 

Jn.  1 :  12  As  many  as  received  him,  to  them  gave  he  power 
to  become  the  sons  of  God,  even  to  them  that  believe  on  his

44  Ye  are  of  yowr  father  the  devil,  and  the  lusts  of  your 
father  ye  will  do  :  he  was  a  murderer  from  the  beginning,  and 
abode  not  in  the  truth:  because  there  is  no  truth  in  him. 
47  He  that  is  of  God,  heareth  God's  words :  ye  therefore  hear 
them  not,  because  ye  are  not  of  God. 

11 :  25  Jesus  said  unto  her,  I  am  the  resurrection,  and  the 
lifG, :  he  that  believeth  in  me,  though  he  were  dead,  yet  shall 
he  live  :  26  And  whosoever  liveth,  and  believeth  in  me,  shall 
never  die. 

Ac.  10  :  43  To  him  give  all  the  prophets  witness,  that  through 
his  name  whosoever  believeth  in  him  shall  receive  remission 
of  sins. 

16 :  31  Believe  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  thou  shalt  be 
saved,  and  thy  house. 

Rom.  4 :  5  But  to  him  that  worketh  not,  but  believeth  on 
him  that  justifieth  the  ungodly,  his  faith  is  counted  for  righte- 
ousness. 

10  :  4  For  Christ  is  the  end  of  the  law  for  righteousness  to 
every  one  that  believeth. 

Gal.  2  :  16  Knowing  that  a  man  is  not  justified  by  the  works 
of  the  law,  but  by  the  faith  of  Jesus  Christ,  even  we  have  be- 
lieved in  Jesus  Christ,  that  we  might  be  justified  by  the  faith 
of  Christ,  and  not  by  the  works  of  the  law :  for  by  the  works 
of  the  law  shall  no  flesh  be  justified. 

2  Th.  2  :  10  And  with  all  deceivableness  of  unrighteousness 
in  them  that  perish  ;  because  they  received  not  the  love  of  the 
truth,  that  they  might  be  saved.  11  And  for  this  cause  God 
shall  send  them  strong  delusion,  that  they  should  believe  a  lie  : 
12  That  they  all  might  be  damned  who  believed  not  the  truth, 
but  had  pleasure  in  unrighteousness. 

Heb.  11:6  Without  faith  it  is  impossible  to  please  him  :  for 
he  that  cometh  to  God  must  beheve  that  he  is,  and  that  he  is 
a  rewarder  of  them  that  dihgently  seek  him. 

1  Jn.  2 :  23  Whosoever  denieth  the  Son,  the  same  hath  not 
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the  Father :  {but  he  that  acknowledgeth  the  Son  hath  the  Fa- 
ther also.'] 

IJn.  5  :  10  He  that  believeth  on  the  Son  of  God  hath  the  wit- 
ness in  himself:  he  that  believeth  not  God,  hath  made  him  a 
liar,  because  he  believeth  not  the  record  that  God  gave  of  his 
Son.  11  And  this  is  the  record,  that  God  hath  given  to  us 
eternal  life :  and  this  hfe  is  in  his  Son.  12  He  that  hath  the 
Son,  hath  hfe ;  and  he  that  hath  not  the  Son  of  God,  hath  not 
hfe.  13  These  things  have  I  written  unto  you  that  beheve  on 
the  name  of  the  Son  of  God ;  that  ye  may  know  that  ye  have 
eternal  life  and  that  ye  may  beheve  on  the  name  of  the  Son 

of  God. 

2  Jn.  9  Whosoever  transgresseth,  and  abideth  not  in  the 
doctrine  of  Christ,  hath  not  God.  He  that  abideth  in  the  doc- 
trine of  Christ,  he  hath  both  the  Father  and  the  Son.  10  If 
there  come  any  unto  you,  and  bring  not  this  doctrine,  receive 
him  not  into  your  house,  neither  bid  him  God  speed:  11  For 
he  that  biddeth  him  God  speed,  is  partaker  of  his  evil  deeds. 

3  Jn.  4  I  have  no  greater  joy  than  to  hear  that  my  children 
walk  in  truth. 

182.  Examples,  effects,  and  evidence  of  faith. 

Rom.  4 :  20  He  [Abraham]  staggered  not  at  the  promise  of 
God  through  unbehef ;  but  was  strong  in  faith,  giving  glory  to 
God  ;  21  And  being  fully  persuaded,  that  what  he  had  prom- 
ised, he  was  able  also  to  perform. 

2  Cor.  5  :  7  (For  we  walk  by  faith,  not  by  sight :)  8  We  are 
confident,  I  say,  and  willing  rather  to  be  absent  from  the  body, 
and  to  be  present  with  the  Lord. 

Gal.  2  :  20  I  am  crucified  with  Christ :  nevertheless,  I  live ; 
yet  not  1,  but  Christ  liveth  in  me  :  and  the  hfe  which  I  now 
hve  in  the  flesh,  I  live  by  the  faith  of  the  Son  of  God,  who 
loved  me,  and  gave  himself  for  me. 

Heb.  11:7  By  faith  Noah,  being  warned  of  God  of  things 
not  seen  as  yet,  moved  with  fear,  prepared  an  ark  to  the  saving 
of  his  house  ;  by  the  which  he  condemned  the  world,  and  be- 
came heir  of  the  righteousness  which  is  by  faith.  8  By  faith 
Abraham,  when  he  was  called  to  go  out  into  a  place  which 
he  should  after  receive  for  an  inheritance,  obeyed ;  and  he  went 
out  not  knowing  whither  he  went.  9  By  faith  he  sojourned  in 
the  land  of  promise,  as  in  a  strange  country,  dwelling  in  tab- 
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ernacles  with  Isaac  and  Jacob,  the  heirs  with  him  of  the  same 
promise :  10  For  he  looked  for  a  city  which  hath  foundations, 
whose  builder  and  maker  is  God.  13  These  all  died  in  faith, 
not  having  received  the  promises,  but  having  seen  them  afar 
off,  and  were  persuaded  of  them,  and  embraced  them,  and  con- 
fessed that  they  were  strangers  and  pilgrims  on  the  earth. 

Effects. 
Heb.  11 :  32  And  what  shall  I  more  say  ?  for  the  time  would 
fail  me  to  tell  of  Gedeon,  and  o/" Barak,  and  q/"  Samson,  and  of 
Jephthae,  of  David  also,  and  Samuel,  and  of  the  prophets : 

33  Who  through  faith  subdued  kingdoms,  wrought  righte- 
ousness,  obtained    promises,    stopped    the   mouths   of   lions, 

34  Q,uenched  the  violence  of  fire,  escaped  the  edge  of  the 
sword,  out  of  weakness  were  made  strong,  waxed  valiant  in 
fight,  turned  to  flight  the  armies  of  the  aliens.  [See  the  whole 
chapter.] 

1  Pet.  1 : 8  Whom  having  not  seen,  ye  love  ;  in  whom, 
though  now  ye  see  him  not,  yet  believing,  ye  rejoice  with  joy 
unspeakable,  and  full  of  glory :  9  Receiving  the  end  of  your 
faith,  even  the  salvation  of  your  souls. 

1  Jn.  5 : 4  For  whatsoever  is  born  of  God,  overcometh  the 
world :  and  this  is  the  victory  that  overcometh  the  world,  even 
our  faith.  5  Who  is  he  that  overcometh  the  world,  but  he 
that  believeth  that  Jesus  is  the  Son  of  God  ? 

Evidence. 
Jam.  2  :  14  What  doth  it  profit,  my  brethren,  though  a  man 
Bay  he  hath  faith,  and  have  not  works  1  can  faith  save  him  ? 

15  If  a  brother  or  sister  be  naked,  and  destitute  of  daily  food, 

16  And  one  of  you  say  unto  them,  Depart  in  peace,  be  ye 
warmed  and  filled  notwithstanding  ye  give  them  not  those 
tilings  which  are  needful  to  the  body:    what  doth  it  profit? 

17  Even  so  faith,  if  it  hath  not  works,  is  dead,  being  alone. 

18  Yea,  a  man  may  say,  Thou  hast  faith,  and  1  have  works : 
shew  me  thy  faith  without  thy  works,  and  I  will  shew  thee 
my  faith  by  my  works. 

183.  Strength  of  faith  and  stability  required. 

1  Cor.  15  :  58  Therefore,  my  beloved  brethren,  be  ye  stead- 
fast, unmovable,  always  abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord, 
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forasmuch  as  ye  know  that  your  labor  is  not  in  vain  in  the 
Lord. 

1  Cor.  16  :  13  Watch  ye,  stand  fast  in  the  faith,  quit  you  like 
men,  be  strong. 

Ep.  6  :  10  Finally,  my  brethren,  be  strong  in  the  Lord,  and 
in  the  power  of  his  might.  11  Put  on  the  whole  armor  of  God, 
that  ye  may  be  able  to  stand  against  the  wiles  of  the  devil. 

12  For  we  wrestle  not  against  flesh  and  blood,  but  against 
principalities,  against  powers,  against  the  rulers  of  the  dark- 
ness of  this  world,  against  spiritual  wickedness  in  high  places. 

13  Wherefore  take  unto  you  the  whole  armor  of  God,  that 
ye  may  be  able  to  withstand  in  the  evil  day,  and  having  done 
all,  to  stand. 

Ph.  1 :  27  Only  let  your  conversation  be  as  it  becometh  the 
gospel  of  Christ :  that  whether  I  come  and  see  you.  or  else  be 
absent,  I  may  hear  of  your  affairs,  that  ye  stand  fast  in  one 
spirit,  with  one  mind  striving  together  for  the  faith  of  the 
gospel :  28  And  in  nothing  terrified  by  your  adversaries. 

Col.  1 :  21  And  you,  that  were  sometime  ahenated  and  ene- 
mies in  your  mind  by  wicked  works,  yet  now  hath  he  recon- 
ciled, 22  In  the  body  of  his  flesh  through  death,  to  present 
you  holy,  and  unblamable,  and  unreprovable,  in  his  sight : 
23  If  ye  continue  in  the  faith  grounded  and  settled,  and  be  not 
moved  away  from  the  hope  of  the  gospel. 

2 : 5  For  though  I  be  absent  in  the  flesh,  yet  am  I  with 
you  in  the  spirit,  joying  and  beholding  your  order,  and  the 
steadfastness  of  your  faith  in  Christ.  6  As  ye  have  therefore 
received  Christ  Jesus  the  Lord,  so  walk  ye  in  him :  7  Rooted 
and  built  up  in  him,  and  stabhshed  in  the  faith,  as  ye  have  been 
taught,  abounding  therein  with  thanksgiving. 

2  Tim.  1 :  13  Hold  fast  the  form  of  sound  words,  which  thou 
hast  heard  of  me,  in  faith  and  love  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus. 

Heb.  10 :  23  Let  us  hold  fast  the  profession  of  owr  faith  with- 
out wavering  ;  for  he  is  faithful  that  promised. 

1  Pet.  5 :  8  Be  sober,  be  vigilant ;  because  your  adversary 
the  devil,  as  a  roaring  lion,  walketh  about,  seeking  whom  he 
may  devour :  9  Whom  resist  steadfast  in  the  faith,  knowing 
that  the  same  afflictions  are  accomplished  in  your  brethren 
that  are  in  the  world.

184.  Contending  for  the  faith. 

Ph.  1 :  27  Stand  fast  in  one  spirit,  with  one  mind  striving 
together  for  the  faith  of  the  gospel, 

Jude  3  Earnestly  contend  for  the  faith  which  was  once 
delivered  unto  the  saints. 

185.  Faith  of  miracles^  and  the  peculiar  promises  to  it. 
Mat.  14 :  29   And  when  Peter  was  come  down  out  of  the 

ship,  he  walked  on  the  water,  to  go  to  Jesus.  30  But  when 
he  saw  the  wind  boisterous,  he  was  afraid ;  and  beginning  to 
sink,  he  cried,  saying.  Lord,  save  me.  31  And  immediately 
Jesus  stretched  forth  his  hand,  and  caught  him,  and  said  unto 
him,  O  thou  of  little  faith,  wherefore  didst  thou  doubt? 

21 :  20  And  when  the  disciples  saw  zY,  they  marvelled,  say- 
ing, How  soon  is  the  fig-tree  withered  away !  21  Jesus  an- 
swered and  said  unto  them,  Verily,  I  say  unto  you.  If  ye  have 
faith,  and  doubt  not,  ye  shall  not  only  do  this  which  is  done  to 
the  fig-tree,  but  also,  if  ye  shall  say  unto  this  mountain,  Be  thou 
removed,  and  be  thou  cast  into  the  sea;  it  shall  be  done. 
22  And  all  things  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  in  prayer,  behev- 
ing,  ye  shall  receive. 

11 :  23  For  verily  I  say  unto  you,  That  whosoever  shall 
say  unto  this  mountain,  Be  thou  removed,  and  be  thou  cast  into 
the  sea ;  and  shall  not  doubt  in  his  heart,  but  shall  believe 
that  those  things  which  he  saith  shall  come  to  pass  -,  he  shall 
have  whatsoever  he  saith.  24  Therefore  I  say  unto  you, 
What  things  soever  ye  desire  when  ye  pray,  believe  that  ye 
receive  theyn,  and  ye  shall  have  them. 

16 :  17  And  these  signs  shall  follow  them  that  believe :  In 
my  name  shall  they  cast  out  devils  ;  they  shall  speak  with 
new  tongues :  18  They  shall  take  up  serpents ;  and  if  they 
drink  any  deadly  thing,  it  shall  not  hurt  them ;  they  shall  lay 
hands  on  the  sick,  and  they  shall  recover. 

Jn.  14  :  12  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you.  He  that  believeth 
on  me,  the  works  that  I  do  shaU  he  do  also ;   and   greater 
works  than  these  shall  he  do  ;  because  I  go  unto  my  Father.

7 :  22  Many  will  say  to  me  in  that  day,  Lord,  Lord, 
have  we  not  prophesied  in  thy  name  ?  and  in  thy  name  have 
cast  out  devils  ?  and  in  thy  name  done  many  wonderful  works? 
23  And  then  will  I  profess  unto  them,  I  never  knew  you :  de- 
part from  me,  ye  that  work  iniquity.

Ac.  8  :  13  Then  Simon  himself  believed  also  :  and  when  he 
was  baptized,  he  continued  with  Philip,  and  wondered,  behold- 
ing the  miracles  and  signs  which  were  done.  21  Thou  hast 
neither  part  nor  lot  in  this  matter :  for  thy  heart  is  not  right 
in  the  sight  of  God.  37  If  thou  believest  with  all  thy  heart, 
thou  mayest. 

1  Cor.  7: 19  Circumcision  is  nothing,  and  uncircumcision  is 
nothing,  but  the  keeping  of  the  commandments  of  God. 

Gal.  5  : 6  For  in  Jesus  Christ  neither  circumcision  availeth 
any  thing,  nor  uncircumcision ;  but  faith  which  worketh  by  love.

FASTING. 

188.  Directions  for  fasting. 

Is.  58 : 4  Behold,  ye  fast  for  strife  and  debate,  and  to  smite 
with  the  fist  of  wickedness  :  ye  shall  not  fast  as  ye  do  this  day, 
to  make  your  voice  to  be  heard  on  high.  5  Is  it  such  a  fast 
that  I  have  chosen  ?  a  day  for  a  man  to  afflict  his  soul  ?  is  it 
to  bow  down  his  head  as  a  bulrush,  and  to  spread  sackcloth 
and  ashes  under  him  7  wilt  thou  call  this  a  fast,  and  an  accept- 
able day  to  the  Lord  ?  6  /s  not  this  the  fast  that  I  have  cho- 
sen? to  loose  the  bands  of  wickedness,  to  undo  the  hea\'y  bur- 
dens, and  to  let  the  oppressed  go  free,  and  that  ye  break  every 
yoke  ?  1  Is  it  not  to  deal  thy  bread  to  the  hungry,  and  that 
thou  bring  the  poor  that  are  cast  out  to  thy  house  ?  when  thou 
seest  the  naked,  that  thou  cover  him  ;  and  that  thou  hide  not 
thyself  from  thine  own  flesh  ? 

Mat.  6 :  16  Moreover,  when  ye  fast,  be  not  as  the  hypocrites, 
of  a  sad  countenance :  for  they  disfigure  their  faces,  that  they 
may  appear  unto  men  to  fast.  Verily,  I  say  unto  you.  They 
have  their  reward.  17  But  thou,  when  thou  fastest,  anoint 
thine  head,  and  wash  thy  face  ;  18  That  thou  appear  not  unto 
men,  to  fast,  but  unto  thy  Father,  which  is  in  secret :  and  thy 
Father,  which  seeth  in  secret,  shall  reward  thee  openly. 

9 :  15  And  Jesus  said  unto  them.  Can  the  children  of  the 
bride-chamber  mourn,  as  long  as  the  bridegroom  is  with  them  ? 
but  the  days  will  come,  when  the  bride-groom  shall  be  taken 
from  them,  and  then  shall  they  fast. 

189.  Fasting  exemplified. 

Ezra  8 :  21  Then  I  proclaimed  a  fast  there,  at  the  river  of 
Ahava,  that  we  might  afflict  ourselves  before  our  God,  to  seek 
of  him  a  right  way  for  us,  and  for  our  little  ones,  and  for  all 
our  substance.  22  For  I  was  ashamed  to  require  of  the  king 
a  band  of  soldiers  and  horsemen  to  help  us  against  the  enemy 
in  the  way :  because  we  had  spoken  unto  the  king,  saying, 
The  hand  of  our  God  is  upon  all  them  for  good  that  seek  him ; 
but  his  power  and  his  wrath  is  against  all  them  that  forsake 
him.  23  So  we  fasted  and  besought  our  God  for  this :  and  he 
was  entreated  of  us. 

Dan.  9 :  3  And  I  set  my  face  unto  the  Lord  God,  to  seek  by 
prayer  and  suppUcations,  with  fasting,  and  sackcloth,  and  ashes. 

Jonah  3 :  5  So  the  people  of  Nineveh  believed  God,  andpro- 
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claimed  a  fast,  and  put  on  sackcloth,  from  the  greatest  of  them 
even  to  the  least  of  them.  6  For  word  came  nnto  the  king  of 
Nineveh,  and  he  arose  from  his  throne,  and  he  laid  his  robe 
from  him,  and  covered  him  with  sackcloth,  a  ad  sat  in  ashes. 
7  And  he  caused  it  to  be  proclaimed  and  published  through 
Nineveh  by  the  decree  of  the  king  and  his  nobles,  saying,  Let 
neither  man  nor  beast,  herd  nor  flock,  taste  any  thing  :  let  them 
not  feed,  nor  drink  water :  8  But  let  man  and  beast  be  covered 
with  sackcloth,  and  cry  mightily  unto  God :  yea,  let  them  turn 
every  one  from  his  evil  way,  and  from  the  violence  that  is  in 
their  hands.  9  Who  can  tell  if  God  will  turn  and  repent,  and 
turn  away  from  his  fierce  anger,  that  we  perish  not  ?  10  And 
God  saw  their  works,  that  they  turned  from  their  evil  way ; 
and  God  repented  of  the  evil  that  he  had  said  that  he  would 
do  unto  them  ;  and  he  did  it  not. 

Mat.  4 : 1  Then  was  Jesus  led  up  of  the  Spirit  into  the  wil- 
derness, to  be  tempted  of  the  devil.  2  And  when  he  had 
fasted  forty  days  and  forty  nights,  he  was  afterwards  an  hun- 
gered. 

Lk.  2 :  37  She  was  a  widow  of  about  four  score  and  four 
years,  which  departed  not  from  the  temple,  but  served  God 
with  fastings  and  prayers  night  and  day. 

Ac.  10 :  30  And  Cornelius  said,  Four  days  ago  I  was  fasting 
unto  this  hour ;  and  at  the  ninth  hour  I  prayed  in  my  house, 
and  behold,  a  man  stood  before  me  in  bright  clothing,  31  And 
said,  Cornelius,  thy  prayer  is  heard. 

~  13 : 2  As  they  ministered  to  the  Lord,  and  fasted,  the  Holy 
Ghost  said,  Separate  me  Barnabas  and  Saul,  for  the  work 
whereunto  I  have  called  them.  3  And  when  they  had  fasted 
and  prayed,  and  laid  their  hands  on  them,  they  sent  them  away. 

14:23  And  when  they  had  ordained  them  elders  in  every 
church,  and  had  prayed  with  fasting,  they  commended  them 
to  the  Lord. 

2  Cor.  6 :  5  In  labors,  in  watchings,  in  fastings. 

11 :  27  In  weariness  and  painfulness,  in  watchings  often,  in 
hunger  and  thirst,  in  fastings  often. 

FEMALES. 

190.  Female  industry  and  enterprise. 

Pr.  31 :  13  She  eeeketh  wool,  and  flax,  and  worketh  willingly 
with  her  hands.     14  She  is  like  the  merchants'  ships ;   she 
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bringeth  her  food  from  afar.  15  She  riseth  also  while  it  is  yet 
night,  and  giveth  meat  to  her  household,  and  a  portion  to  her 
maidens.  16  She  considereth  a  field,  and  buyeth  it :  with  the 
fruit  of  her  hands  she  planteth  a  vineyard.  17  She  girdeth 
her  loins  with  strength,  and  strengtheneth  her  arms.  18  She 
perceiveth  that  her  merchandise  is  good :  her  candle  goeth  not 
out  by  night.  19  She  layeth  her  hands  to  the  spindle,  and 
her  hands  hold  the  distaff.  21  She  is  not  afraid  of  the  snow 
for  her  household :  for  all  her  household  are  clothed  with  scar- 
let. 22  She  maketh  herself  coverings  of  tapestry ;  her  cloth- 
ing is  silk  and  purple.  23  Her  husband  is  known  in  the  gates, 
when  he  sitteth  among  the  elders  of  the  land.  24  She  maketh 
fine  linen,  and  selleth  it;  and  deUvereth  girdles  unto  the  mer- 
chant. 25  Strength  and  honor  are  her  clothmg;  and  she 
shall  rejoice  in  time  to  come. 

191.  Female  piety,  sympathy,  and  kindness. 

Pr.  31 :  20  She  stretcheth  out  her  hand  to  tlie  poor ;  yea,  she 
reacheth  forth  her  hands  to  the  needy.  26  She  openeth  her 
mouth  with  wisdom  ;  and  in  her  tongue  is  the  law  of  kindness. 
27  She  looketh  well  to  the  ways  of  her  household,  and  eateth 
not  the  bread  of  idleness.  28  Her  children  arise  up,  and  caU 
her  blessed  ;  her  husband  also,  and  he  praiseth  her. 

Mat.  27  :  55  And  many  women  were  there  (beholding  afar 
off)  which  followed  Jesus  from  Galilee,  ministering  unto  him : 
56  Among  which  was  Mary  Magdalene,  and  Mary  the  mother 
of  James  and  Joses,  and  the  mother  of  Zebedee's  children. 

Mk.  12 :  43  And  he  called  unto  him  his  disciples,  and  saith 
unto  them.  Verily,  I  say  unto  you,  That  this  poor  widow  hath 
cast  more  in,  than  all  they  which  have  cast  into  the  treasury. 
44  For  all  they  did  cast  in  of  their  abundance  :  but  she  of  her 
want  did  cast  in  all  that  she  had,  even  all  her  living. 

Lk.  24 : 1  Now  upon  the  first  day  of  the  week,  very  early  in 
the  morning,  they  came  unto  the  sepulchre,  bringing  the  spices 
which  they  had  prepared,  and  certain  others  with  them.  10  It 
was  Mary  Magdalene,  and  Joanna,  and  Mary  the  mother  of 
James,  and  other  women  that  were  with  them. 

192.  Female  subordination. 

Gen.  3 :  16  And  thy  desire  .shall  he  to  thy  husband,  and  he 
shall  rule  over  thee. 

Num.  30 :  13  Every  vow,  and  every  binding  oath  to  afflict 
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the  soul,  her  husband  may  establish  it,  or  her  husband  may 
make  it  void. 

1  Cor.  11 :  3  But  I  would  have  you  know,  that  the  head  of 
every  man  is  Christ ;  and  the  head  of  the  woman  is  the  man ; 
and  the  head  of  Christ  is  God.  4  Every  man  praying  or 
prophesying,  having  his  head  covered,  dishonoreth  his  head. 
5  But  every  woman  that  prayeth  or  prophesieth  with  Jier  head 
uncovered,  dishonoreth  her  head :  for  that  is  even  all  one  as 
if  she  were  shaven.  6  For  if  the  woman  be  not  covered,  let 
her  also  be  shorn  :  but  if  it  be  a  shame  for  a  woman  to  be 
shorn  or  shaven,  let  her  be  covered.  7  For  a  man  indeed 
ought  not  to  cover  his  head,  forasmuch  as  he  is  the  image  and 
glory  of  God  :  but  the  woman  is  the  glory  of  the  man.  8  For 
the  man  is  not  of  the  woman,  but  the  woman  of  the  man. 
9  Neither  was  the  man  created  for  the  woman,  but  the  woman 
for  the  man.  13  Judge  in  yourselves :  Is  it  comely  that  a 
woman  pray  unto  God  uncovered  ?  14  Doth  not  even  nature 
itself  teach  you,  that  if  a  man  have  long  hair,  it  is  a  shame 
unto  him  ?  15  But  if  a  woman  have  long  hair,  it  is  a  glory  to 
her :  for  her  hair  is  given  her  for  a  covering. 

14  :  34  Let  your  women  keep  silence  in  the  churches  ;  for  it 
is  not  permitted  unto  them  to  speak  :  but  they  are  commanded 
to  be  under  obedience,  as  also  saith  the  law.  35  And  if  they 
will  learn  any  thing,  let  them  ask  their  husbands  at  home  ;  for 
it  is  a  shame  for  women  to  speak  in  the  church. 

Ep.  5  :  22  Wives,  submit  yourselves  unto  your  own  husband's, 
as  unto  the  Lord.  23  For  the  husband  is  the  head  of  the  wife, 
even  as  Christ  is  the  head  of  the  church  :  and  he  is  the  Sa- 
vior of  the  body.  24  Therefore  as  the  church  is  subject  unto 
Christ,  so  let  the  wives  be  to  their  own  husbands  in  every  thing. 

Col.  3 :  18  Wives,  submit  yourselves  unto  your  own  hus- 
bands, as  it  is  fit  in  the  Lord. 

1  Tim.  2:11  Let  the  woman  learn  in  silence  with  all  subjec- 
tion. 12  But  I  suffer  not  a  woman  to  teach,  nor  to  usurp  au- 
thority over  the  man,  but  to  be  in  silence.  13  For  Adam  was 
first  formed,  then  Eve. 

1  Pet.  3 : 1  Likewise,  ye  wives,  be  in  subjection  to  your  own 
husbands ;  that,  if  any  obey  not  the  word,  they  also  may  with- 
out the  word  be  won  by  the  conversation  of  the  wives ; 
2  While  they  behold  your  chaste  conversation  coupled  with 
fear.  6  Even  as  Sarah  obeyed  Abraham,  calling  him  lord : 
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whose  daughters  ye  are,  as  long  as  ye  do  well,  and  are  not 
afraid  with  any  amazement.  7  Likewise,  ye  husbands,  dwell 
with  them  according  to  knowledge,  giving  honor  unto  the  wife, 
as  unto  the  weaker  vessel,  and  as  being  heirs  together  of  the 
grace  of  hfe ;  that  your  prayers  be  not  hindered. 

FLATTERY. 
193.  Flattery  a  common  and  dangerous  sin. 

Job  17 :  5  He  that  speaketh  flattery  to  his  friends,  even  the 
eyes  of  his  children  shall  fail. 

32:21  Let  me  not,  I  pray  you,  accept  any  man's  person, 
neither  let  me  give  flattering  titles  unto  man.  22  For  I  know 
not  to  give  flattering  titles ;  in  so  doing  my  Maker  would  soon 
Jake  me  away. 

Ps.  5  :  9  For  tJiere  is  no  faithfulness  in  their  mouth ;  their  in- 
ward part  is  very  wickedness ;  their  throat  is  an  open  sepul- 
chre ;  they  flatter  with  their  tongue. 

12  :  2  They  speak  vanity  every  one  with  his  neighbor  :  with 
flattering  lips  and  with  a  double  heart  do  they  speak.  3  The 
Lord  shall  cut  off"  all  flattering  lips,  and  the  tongue  that  speak- 
eth proud  things. 

Pr.  7 :  21  With  the  flattering  of  her  lips  she  forced  him. 

20 :  19  He  that  goeth  about  as  a  tale-bearer  revealeth  se- 
crets :  therefore  meddle  not  with  him  that  flattereth  with  his 
lips. 

24 :  24  He  that  saith  unto  the  wicked,  Thou  art  righteous  ; 
him  shall  the  people  curse,  nations  shall  abhor  him. 

26 :  28  A  lying  tongue  hateth  those  that  are  afflicted  by  it ; 
and  a  flattering  mouth  worketh  ruin. 

28  :  23  He  that  rebuketh  a  man,  afterwards  shall  find  more 
favor  than  he  that  flattereth  with  the  tono-ue. 

29  :  5  A  man  that  flattereth  his  neighbor  spreadeth  a  net  for 
his  feet. 

Ezk.  13  :  10  They  have  seduced  my  people,  saying,  Peace  ; 
and  there  was  no  peace.  18  And  say.  Thus  saith  the  Lord 
God  ;  Wo  to  the  women  that  sew  pillows  to  all  arm-holes,  and 
make  kerchiefs  upon  the  head  of  every  stature  to  hunt  souls ! 
22  Because  with  lies  ye  have  made  the  heart  of  the  righteous 
sad,  whom  I  have  not  made  sad ;  and  strengthened  the  hands 
of  the  wicked,  that  he  should  not  return  from  his  wicked  way, 
by  promising  him  life.

Dan.  11:21  And  in  his  estate  shall  stand  up  a  vile  person, 
to  whom  they  shall  not  give  the  honor  of  the  kingdom  :  but  he 
shall  come  in  peaceably,  and  obtain  the  kingdom  by  flatteries. 
32  And  such  as  do  wickedly  against  the  covenant  shall  he  cor- 
rupt by  flatteries  :  but  the  people  that  do  know  their  God  shall 
be  strong,  and  do  exploits. 

FOOD. 

194.  Instructions  respecting  food — gluttony  reproved. 

Gen.  1 :  29  And  God  said,  Behold,  I  have  given  you  every 
herb  bearing  seed,  which  is  upon  the  face  of  all  the  earth,  and 
every  tree,  in  the  which  is  the  fruit  of  a  tree  yielding  seed  ;  to 
you  it  shall  be  for  meat. 

9 :  3  Every  moving  thing  that  liveth  shall  be  meat  for  you ; 
even  as  the  green  herb  have  I  given  you  all  things.     4  But* 
flesh  with  the  life  thereof,  which  is  the  blood  thereof,  shall  ye 
not  eat. 

Dt.  21 :  20  And  they  shall  say  unto  the  elders  of  his  city, 
This  our  son  is  stubborn  and  rebellious,  he  will  not  obey  our 
voice  ;  he  is  a  glutton,  and  a  drunkard.  21  And  all  the  men 
of  his  city  shall  stone  him  with  stones,  that  he  die  :  so  shalt 
thou  put  evil  away  from  among  you,  and  all  Israel  shall  hear, 
and  fear. 

Ps.  141 :  4  Incline  not  my  heart  to  any  evil  thing,  to  prac- 
tice wicked  works  with  men  that  work  iniquity :  and  let  me 
not  eat  of  their  dainties. 

Pr.  23  : 1  When  thou  sittest  to  eat  with  a  ruler,  consider  dil- 
igently what  is  before  thee  :  2  And  put  a  knife  to  thy  throat, 
if  thou  be  a  man  given  to  appetite.  3  Be  not  desirous  of  his 
dainties :  for  they  are  deceitful  meat.  20  Be  not  among  wine- 
bibbers  ;  among  riotous  eaters  of  flesh  :  21  For  the  drunkard 
and  the  glutton  shall  come  to  poverty :  and  drowsiness  shall 
clothe  a  man  with  rags. 

Dan.  1 :  12  Prove  thy  servants,  I  beseech  thee,  ten  days ; 
and  let  them  give  us  pulse  to  eat,  and  water  to  drink.  15  And 
at  the  end  of  ten  days  their  countenances  appeared  fairer  and 
fatter  in  flesh  than  all  the  children  which  did  eat  the  portion 
of  the  king's  meat. 

Mat.  6:  31  Therefore  take  no  thought,  saying.  What  shall 
we  eat?  or,  what  shall  we  drink?  or.  Wherewithal  shall  we 
be  clothed?    32  (For  after  all  these  things  do  the  Gentilea 
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seek)  for  your  heavenly  Father  knoweth  that  ye  have  need  of 
all  these  things.  33  But  seek  ye  first  the  kingdom  of  God,  and 
his  righteousness,  and  all  these  things  shall  be  added  unto  you. 

Lk.  10 :  38  And  a  certain  woman,  named  Martha,  received 
him  into  her  house.  39  And  she  had  a  sister  called  Mary, 
which  also  sat  at  Jesus'  feet,  and  heard  his  word.  40  But 
Martha  was  cumbered  about  much  serving,  and  came  to  him, 
and  said,  Lord,  dost  thou  not  care  that  my  sister  hath  left  me 
to  serve  alone  ?  bid  her  therefore  that  she  help  me.  41  And 
Jesus  answered,  and  said  unto  her,  Martha,  Martha,  thou  art 
careful,  and  troubled  about  many  things :  42  But  one  thing 
is  needful;  and  Mary  hath  chosen  that  good  part,  which  shall 
not  be  taken  away  from  her. 

16 :  19  There  was  a  certain  rich  man,  which  was  clothed  in 
purple  and  fine  linen  and  fared  sumptuously  every  day: 
25  But  Abraham  said.  Son,  remember  that  thou  in  thy  life- 
time receivedst  thy  good  things,  and  likewise  Lazarus  evil 
things :  but  now  he  is  comforted,  and  thou  art  tormented. 

21 :  34  And  take  heed  to  yourselves,  lest  at  any  time  your 
hearts  be  overcharged  with  surfeiting  and  drunkenness,  and 
cares  of  this  life,  and  so  that  day  come  upon  you  unawares. 

Rom.  14 : 1  Him  that  is  weak  in  the  faith  receive  ye,  but  not 
to  doubtful  disputations.  2  For  one  believeth  that  he  may  eat 
all  things ;  anotlier,  who  is  weak,  eateth  herbs.  3  Let  not  him 
that  eateth,  despise  him  that  eateth  not ;  and  let  not  him  which 
eateth  not,  judge  him  that  eateth :  for  God  hath  received  him. 
20  For  meat  destroy  not  the  work  of  God.  All  things  indeed  are 
pure  ;  but  it  is  evil  for  that  man  who  eateth  with  offence.  21  It 
is  good  neither  to  eat  flesh,  nor  to  drink  wine,  nor  any  thing 
whereby  thy  brother  stumbleth,  or  is  offended,  or  is  made  weak. 

1  Cor.  8 :  13  Wherefore,  if  meat  make  my  brother  to  offend, 
I  will  eat  no  flesh  while  the  world  standeth,  lest  I  make  my 
brother  to  offend. 

1  Tim.  4 :  3  Forbidding  to  marry,  and  commanding  to  ab- 
stain from  meats,  which  God  hath  created  to  be  received  with 
thanksgiving  of  them  which  believe  and  know  the  truth. 

FOOLS. 

195.  Description  and  reproof  of  fools. 
Ps.  14  : 1  The  fool  hath  said  in  his  heart.  There  is  no  God. 
74  :  18  The  foolish  people  have  blasphemed  thy  name. 
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Ps.  94 :  6  They  slay  the  widow  and  the  stranger,  and  murder 
the  fatherless.  7  Yet  they  say,  The  Lord  shall  not  see,  nei- 
ther shall  the  God  of  Jacob  regard  it.  8  Understand,  ye 
brutish  among  the  people :  and  ye  fools,  when  will  ye  be  wise  ? 

Pr.  1:7  Fools  despise  wisdom  and  instruction. 

10 :  18  He  that  hideth  hatred  with  lying  lips,  and  he  that 
uttereth  a  slander,  is  a  fool.  23  It  is  as  sport  to  a  fool  to  do 
mischief. 

12  :  15  The  way  of  a  fool  is  right  in  his  own  eyes:  but  he 
that  hearkeneth  unto  counsel  is  wise.  16  A  fool's  wrath  is 
presently  known :  but  a  prudent  man  covereth  shame. 

13 :  19  Iti^  abomination  to  fools  to  depart  from  evil. 

14 : 9  Fools  make  a  mock  at  sin.  16  The  fool  rageth  and 
is  confident.  ' 

15 : 5  A  fool  despiseth  his  father's  instruction.  14  The 
mouth  of  fools  feedeth  on  foolishness. 

18 : 2  A  fool  hath  no  dehght  in  understanding,  but  that  his 
heart  may  discover  itself  6  A  fool's  lips  enter  into  conten- 
tion, and  his  mouth  calleth  for  strokes.  7  A  fool's  mouth  is 
his  destruction,  and  his  lips  are  the  snare  of  his  soul. 

20:2  It  is  an  honor  for  a  man  to  cease  from  strife :  but  every 
fool  will  be  meddlino-. 

26 :  11  As  a  dog  returneth  to  his  vomit,  so  a  fool  returneth 
to  his  folly.  12  Seest  thou  a  man  wise  in  his  own  conceit? 
there  is  more  hope  of  a  fool  than  of  him.  16  The  sluggard  is 
wiser  in  his  own  conceit  than  seven  men  that  can  render  a 
reason. 

27  : 3  A  stone  is  heavy,  and  the  sand  weighty ;  but  a  fool's 
wrath  is  heavier  than  them  both. 

28 :  26  He  that  trusteth  in  his  own  heart  is  a  fool. 

29  :  11  A  fool  uttereth  all  his  mind  :  but  a  wise  man  keep- 
eth  it  in  till  afterwards. 

Ec.  5  : 3  A  fool's  voice  is  known  by  multitude  of  words. 

7  :  4  The  heart  of  fools  is  in  the  house  of  mirth.  9  Anger 
resteth  in  the  bosom  of  fools. 

10  :  12  The  words  of  a  wise  man's  mouth  are  gracious ;  but 
the  lips  of  a  fool  will  swallow  up  himself  13  The  beginnino- 
of  the  words  of  his  mouth  is  foolishness :  and  the  end  of  hi*^ 
talk  is  mischievous  madness.     14  A  fool  also  is  full  of  words. 

Jer.  17:11  ^s  the  partridge  sitteth  on  eggs,  and  hatcheth 
them  not ;  so  he  that  getteth  riches,  and  not  by  right,  shall 
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leave  them  in  the  midst  of  his  days,  and  at  his  end  shall  be  a 
fool. 

Lk.  12  :  19  And  I  will  say  to  my  soul,  Soul,  thou  hast  much 
goods  laid  up  for  many  years  ;  take  thine  ease,  eat,  drink,  aiid 
be  merry.  20  But  God  said  unto  him,  Thou  fool,  this  night 
thy  soul  shall  be  required  of  thee :  then  whose  shall  those 
things  be  which  thou  hast  provided  ?  21  So  is  he  that  layeth 
up  treasure  for  himself,  and  is  not  rich  toward  God. 

FORBEARANCE. 

196.  Forbearance  required. 

Pr.  19 :  11  The  discretion  of  a  man  deferreth  his  anger ;  and 
it  is  his  glory  to  pass  over  a  transgression. 

1  Cor.  13 : 4  Charity  suffereth  long,  aiid  is  kind ;  charity 
envieth  not;  charity  vaunteth  not  itself,  is  not  puffed  up, 
5  Doth  not  behave  itself  unseemly,  seeketh  not  her  own,  is 
not  easily  provoked,  thinketh  no  evil :  7  Beareth  all  things, 
believeth  all  things,  hopeth  all  things,  endureth  all  things. 

Ep.  4:11  therefore,  the  prisoner  of  the  Lord,  beseech  you 
that  ye  walk  worthy  of  the  vocation  wherewith  ye  are  called, 
2  With  all  lowliness  and  meekness,  with  long-suffering,  for- 
bearing one  another  in  love. 

1  Pet.  2 :  18  Servants,  be  subject  to  your  masters  with  all 
fear ;  not  only  to  the  good  and  gentle,  but  also  to  the  froward. 
19  For  this  is  thank-worthy,  if  a  man  for  conscience  toward 
God  endure  grief,  suffering  wrongfully.  20  For  what  glory 
is  it,  if,  when  ye  be  buffeted  for  your  faults,  ye  shall  take  it  pa- 
tiently ?  but  if,  when  ye  do  well,  and  sufferer  it,  ye  take  it 
patiently,  this  is  acceptable  with  God.  21  For  even  hereunto 
were  ye  called:  because  Christ  also  suffered  for  us,  leaving  us 
an  example,  that  ye  should  follow  his  steps.

10  And  all  people  of  the  earth  shall  see  that  thou  art  called  by 
the  name  of  the  Lord  ;    and  they  shall  be  afraid  of  thee. 

11  And  the  Lord  shall  make  thee  plenteous  in  goods,  in  the 
fruit  of  thy  body,  and  in  the  fruit  of  thy  cattle,  and  in  the  fruit 
of  thy  ground,  in  the  land  which  the  Lord  sware  unto  thy 
fathers  to  give  thee.  12  The  Lord  shall  open  unto  thee  his 
good  treasure,  the  heaven  to  give  the  rain  unto  thy  land  in  his 
season,  and  to  bless  all  the  work  of  thine  hand  :  and  thou  shalt 
lend  unto  many  nations,  and  thou  shalt  not  borrow.  ]3  And 
the  Lord  shall  make  thee  the  head,  and  not  the  tail ;  and  thou 
shalt  be  above  only,  and  thou  shalt  not  be  beneath ;  if  that 
thou  hearken  unto  the  commandments  of  the  Lord  thy  God, 
which  I  command  thee  this  day,  to  observe  and  to  do  them. 
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Dt.  32  :  46  And  he  said  unto  them,  Set  your  hearts  unto  all  the 
words  which  I  testify  among  you  this  day,  which  ye  shall 
command  your  children  to  observe  to  do,  all  the  words  of  this 
law.    47  For  it  is  not  a  vain  thing  for  you :  because  it  is  your 

hfe. 

Ps.  25 :  10  All  the  paths  of  the  Lord  are  mercy  and  truth 
unto  such  as  keep  his  covenant  and  his  testimonies. 

81:13  Oh  that  my  people  had  hearkened  unto  me,  and 
Israel  had  walked  in  my  ways !  14  I  should  soon  have  sub- 
dued their  enemies,  and  turned  my  hand  against  their  adver- 
saries. 15  The  haters  of  the  Lord  should  have  submitted 
themselves  unto  him  :  but  their  time  should  have  endured  for 
ever.  16  He  should  have  fed  them  also  with  the  finest  of  the 
wheat :  and  with  honey  out  of  the  rock  should  1  have  satisfied 

thee. 

103  :  17  But  the  mercy  of  the  Lord  is  from  everlastmg  to 
everlasting  upon  them  that  fear  him,  and  his  righteousness 
unto  children's  children  ;  13  To  such  as  keep  his  covenant,  and 
to  those  that  remember  his  commandments  to  do  them. 

Pr.  3 : 1  My  son,  forget  not  my  law ;  but  let  thine  heart 
keep  my  commandments :  2  For  length  of  days,  and  long  life, 
and  peace  shall  they  add  to  thee. 

Is.  1 :  19  If  ye  be  willing  and  obedient,  ye  shall  eat  the  good 
of  the  land:  20  But  if  ye  refuse  and  rebel,  ye  shall  be  devoured 
with  the  sword:  for  the  mouth  of  the  Lord  hath  spoken  it. 

Ezk.  18 :  5  But  if  a  man  be  just,  and  do  that  which  is  lawful 
and  right,  9  Hath  walked  in  my  statutes,  and  hath  kept  my 
judgments,  to  deal  truly ;  he  is  just,  he  shall  surely  live,  saith 

the  Lord  God. 

20: 13  But  the  house  of  Israel  rebelled  against  me  m  the 
wilderness  :  they  walked  not  in  my  statutes,  and  they  despised 
my  judgments,  which  z/a  man  do,  he  shall  even  live  in  them. 

Mat.°7  :  21  Not  every  one  that  saith  unto  me.  Lord,  Lord, 
shall  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven,  but  he  that  doeth  the 
will  of  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven.  24  Therefore,  whoso- 
ever heareth  these  sayings  of  mine,  and  doeth  them,  I  will  liken 
him  unto  a  wise  man,  which  built  his  house  upon  a  rock: 
25  And  the  rain  descended,  and  the  floods  came,  and  the  winds 
blew,  and  beat  upon  that  house ;  and  it  fell  not :  for  it  was 
founded  upon  a  rock. 

19  •  17  And  he  said  unto  him.  Why  callest  thou  me  good  i 
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there  is  none  good  but  one,  that  is,  God  :  but  if  thou  wilt  enter 
into  life,  keep  the  commandments. 

Lk.  10 :  27  And  he  answering  said,  Thou  shalt  love  the 
Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and 
with  all  thy  strength,  and  with  all  thy  mind ;  and  thy  neighbor 
as  thyself  28  And  he  said  unto  him.  Thou  hast  answered 
right :  this  do,  and  thou  shalt  live. 

Jn.  12 :  26  If  any  man  serve  me,  let  him  follow  me,  and 
where  I  am,  there  shall  also  my  servant  be ;  if  any  man  serve 
me,  hinj  will  my  Father  honor. 

Rev.  22 :  14  Blessed  are  they  that  do  his  commandments, 
that  they  may  have  right  to  the  tree  of  hfe,  and  may  enter  in 
through  the  gates  into  the  city.     [See  577.] 

276.  Punishment  of  the  disobedient. 

Dt.  4  :  25  When  thou  shalt  beget  children,  and  children's 
children,  and  ye  shall  have  remained  long  in  the  land,  and 
shall  corrupt  yourselves,  and  make  a  graven  image,  or  the  Hke- 
ness  of  any  thing,  and  shall  do  evil  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord 
thy  God,  to  provoke  him  to  anger,  26  I  call  heaven  and  earth 
to  witness  against  you  this  day,  that  ye  shall  soon  utterly  per- 
ish from  off  the  land  whereunto  ye  go  over  Jordan  to  possess 
it :  ye  shall  not  prolong  your  days  upon  it,  but  shall  utterly  be 
destroyed.  27  And  the  Lord  shall  scatter  you  among  the  na- 
tions, and  ye  shall  be  left  few  in  number  among  the  heathen, 
whither  the  Lord  shall  lead  vou. 

28  :  15  But  it  shall  come  to  pass,  if  thou  wilt  not  hearken 
unto  the  voice  of  the  Lord  thy  God,  to  observe  to  do  all  his 
commandments  and  his  statutes  which  I  command  thee  this 
day  :  that  all  these  curses  shall  come  upon  thee,  and  overtake 
thee  :  16  Cursed  shalt  thou  be  in  the  city,  and  cursed  shalt 
thou  be  in  the  field.  17  Cursed  shall  be  thy  basket  and  thy 
store.  18  Cursed  shall  be  the  fruit  of  thy  body,  and  the  fruit 
of  thy  land,  the  increase  of  thy  kine,  and  the  flocks  of  thy 
sheep.  19  Cursed  shalt  thou  be  when  thou  comest  in,  and 
cursed  shalt  thou  be  when  thou  goest  out.  20  The  Lord  shall 
send  upon  thee  cursing,  vexation,  and  rebuke,  in  all  that  thou 
settest  thine  hand  unto  for  to  do,  until  thou  be  destroyed,  and 
until  thou  perish  quickly :  because  of  the  wickedness  of  thy 
doings  whereby  thou  hast  forsaken  me.  23  And  thy  heaven 
that  is  over  thy  head  shall  be  brass,  and  the  earth  that  is  under 
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thee  shall  be  iron.  24  The  Lord  shall  make  the  rain  of  thy 
land  powder  and  dust :  from  heaven  shall  it  come  down  upon 
thee,  until  thou  be  destroyed.  25  The  Lord  shall  cause  thee 
to  be  smitten  before  thine  enemies :  thou  shalt  go  out  one  way 
against  them,  and  flee  seven  ways  before  them ;  and  shalt  be 
removed  into  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  earth.  45  Moreover,  all 
these  curses  shall  come  upon  thee,  and  shall  pursue  thee,  and 
overtake  thee,  till  thou  be  destroyed :  because  thou  hearken- 
edst  not  unto  the  voice  of  the  Lord  thy  God,  to  keep  his  com- 
mandments and  his  statutes  which  he  commanded  thee. 
46  And  they  shall  be  upon  thee  for  a  sign  and  for  a  wonder, 
and  upon  thy  seed  for  ever.  47  Because  thou  servedst  not  the 
Lord  thy  God  with  joyfulness  and  with  gladness  of  heart,  for 
the  abundance  of  all  things ;  48  Therefore  shalt  thou  serve 
thine  enemies  which  the  Lord  shall  send  against  thee,  in  hun- 
ger, and  in  thirst,  and  in  nakedness,  and  in  want  of  all  things : 
and  he  shall  put  a  yoke  of  iron  upon  thy  neck,  until  he  have 
destroyed  thee.  58  If  thou  wilt  not  observe  to  do  all  the 
words  of  this  law  that  are  written  in  this  book,  that  thou  may- 
est  fear  this  glorious  and  fearful  name,  THE  LORD  THY 
GOD  ;  59  Then  the  Lord  will  make  thy  plagues  wonderful, 
and  the  plagues  of  thy  seed,  even  great  plagues,  and  of  long 
continuance,  and  sore  sicknesses,  and  of  long  continuance. 

66  And  thy  life  shall  hang  in  doubt  before  thee  :  and  thou  shalt 
fear  day  and  night,  and  shalt  have  none  assurance  of  thy  life : 

67  In  the  morning  thou  shalt  say,  Would  God  it  were  even  ! 
and  at  even  thou  shalt  say.  Would  God  it  were  morning  !  for 
the  fear  of  thine  heart  wherewith  thou  shalt  fear,  and  for  the 
sight  of  thine  eyes  which  thou  shalt  see. 

Ezk.  39  :  23  And  the  heathen  shall  know  that  the  house  of 
Israel  went  into  captivity  for  their  iniquity :  because  they  tres- 
passed against  me,  therefore  hid  I  my  face  from  them,  and 
gave  them  into  the  hand  of  their  enemies :  so  fell  they  all  by 
the  sword. 

Mat.  5 :  19  Whosoever  therefore  shall  break  one  of  these 
least  commandments,  and  shall  teach  men  so,  he  shall  be  called 
the  least  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven  :  but  whosoever  shall  do, 
and  teach  them,  the  same  shall  be  called  great  in  the  kingdom 
of  heaven. 

7  :  26  And  every  one  that  heareth  these  sayings  of  mine, 
and  doeth  them  not,  shall  be  Ukened  unto  a  foohsh  man,  which 
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built  his  house  upon  the  sand :  27  And  the  rain  descended, 
and  the  floods  came,  and  the  winds  blew,  and  beat  upon  that 
house ;  and  it  fell :  and  great  was  the  fall  of  it. 

Gal.  3  :  10  For  as  many  as  are  of  the  works  of  the  law,  are 
under  the  curse :  for  it  is  written.  Cursed  is  every  one  that  con- 
tinueth  not  in  all  things  which  are  written  in  the  book  of  the 
law  to  do  them.     [See  276,  349,  595.] 

GOSPEL,  OR  PLAN  OF  REDEMPTION. 
277.  Its  origin  in  God's  eternal  purpose. 

Rom.  1 : 1  Paul,  a  servant  of  Jesus  Christ,  called  to  he  an 
apostle,  separated  unto  the  gospel  of  God. 

Ep.  1 :  3  Blessed  be  the  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  who  hath  blessed  us  with  all  spiritual  blessings  in 
heavenly  plcwes  in  Christ :  4  According  as  he  hath  chosen  us 
in  him,  before  the  foundation  of  the  world,  that  we  should  be 
holy  and  without  blame  before  him  in  love. 

3:11  According  to  the  eternal  purpose  which  he  purposed 
in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord. 

1  Pet.  1 :  19  But  with  the  precious  blood  of  Christ,  as  of  a 
lamb  without  blemish  and  without  spot :  20  Who  verily  was 
fore-ordained  before  the  foundation  of  the  world,  but  was 
manifest  in  these  last  times  for  you. 

278.  Gospel  a  scheme  of  grace. 

Ac.  20  :  24  But  none  of  these  things  move  me,  neither  count 
I  my  life  dear  unto  myself,  sq  that  I  might  finish  my  course 
with  joy,  and  the  ministry  which  I  have  received  of  the  Lord 
Jesus,  to  testify  the  gospel  of  the  grace  of  God. 

Rom.  5  :  21  That  as  sin  hath  reigned  unto  death,  even  so 
might  grace  reign  through  righteousness  unto  eternal  life,  by 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.     [See  492.] 

279.  Its  terms,  as  distinguished  from  those  of  the  law. 

Mk.  16  :  15  And  he  said  unto  them.  Go  ye  into  all  the  world, 
a,nd  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature.  16  He  that  be- 
heveth  and  is  baptized,  shall  be  saved;  but  he  that  believeth 
not,  shall  be  damned. 

Ac.  2 :  38  Then  Peter  said  unto  them,  Repent,  and  be  bap- 
tized every  one  of  you  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ,  for  the  re- 
mission of  sins,  and  ye  shall  receive  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
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39  For  the  promise  is  unto  you,  and  to  your  children,  and  to  all 
that  are  afar  off,  even  as  many  as  the  Lord  our  God  shall  call. 
Gal.  3 :  10  For  as  many  as  are  of  the  works  of  the  law,  are 
under  the  curse :  for  it  is  written,  Cursed  is  every  one  that 
continueth  not  in  all  things  which  are  written  in  the  book  of 
the  law  to  do  them.  11  But  that  no  man  is  justified  by  the 
law  in  the  sight  of  God,  it  is  evident :  for.  The  just  shall  live 
by  faith.  12  And  the  law  is  not  of  faith :  but,  The  man  that 
doeth  them  shall  live  in  them. 
280.  Its  plan  all  comprehensive. 

Ep.  1 :  9  Having  made  known  unto  us  the  mystery  of  his 
will,  according  to  his  good  pleasure,  which  he  hath  purposed 
in  himself:  10  That  in  the  dispensation  of  the  fulness  of  times 
he  might  gather  together  in  one  all  things  in  Christ,  both 
which  are  in  heaven,  and  which  are  on  earth  ;  even  in  him : 
11  In  whom  also  we  have  obtained  an  inheritance,  being  pre- 
destinated according  to  the  purpose  of  him  who  worketh  all 
things  after  the  counsel  of  his  own  will :  12  That  we  should 
be  to  the  praise  of  his  glory,  who  first  trusted  in  Christ. 

3  :  8  Unto  me,  who  am  less  than  the  least  of  all  saints,  is  this 
grace  given,  that  I  should  preach  among  the  Gentiles  the  un- 
searchable riches  of  Christ ;  9  And  to  make  all  men  see  what 
is  the  fellowship  of  the  mystery,  which  from  the  beginning  of 
the  world  hath  been  hid  in  God,  who  created  all  things  by 
Jesus  Christ :  10  To  the  intent  that  now  unto  the  principalities 
and  powers  in  heavenly  places  might  be  known  by  the  church 
the  manifold  wisdom  of  God,  11  According  to  the  eternal  pur- 
pose which  he  purposed  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord  :  12  In  whom 
we  have  boldness  and  access  with  confidence  by  the  faith  ot 
him.    [See  235.] 

281.  Its  signification  and  provisions. 

Is.  52  :  7  How  beautiful  upon  the  mountains  are  the  feet  of 
him  that  bringeth  good  tidings,  that  publisheth  peace;  that 
bringeth  good  tidings  of  good,  that  pubhsheth  salvation :  that 
saith  unto  Zion,  Thy  God  reigneth  ! 

Mat  22 : 2  The  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  certain 
king  which  made  a  marriage  for  his  son,  3  And  sent  forth  his 
servants  to  call  them  that  were  bidden  to  the  wedding :  and 
they  would  not  come.  4  Again,  he  sent  forth  other  servants, 
saying.  Tell  them  which  are  bidden.  Behold,  I  have  prepared 
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my  dinner :  my  oxen  and  my  fatlings  are  killed,  and  all  things 
are  ready. 

25 :  34  Then  shall  the  King  say  unto  them  on  his  right  hand, 
Come,  ye  blessed  of  my  Father,  inherit  the  kingdom  prepared 
for  you  from  the  foundation  of  the  world. 

Lk.  2 :  10  And  the  angel  said  unto  them,  Fear  not :  for  be- 
hold, I  bring  you  good  tidings  of  great  joy,  which  shall  be  to 
all  people.  14  Glory  to  God  in  the  highest,  and  on  earth  peace, 
good  will  toward  men. 

Jn.  3  :  14  And  as  Moses  lifted  up  the  serpent  in  the  wilder- 
ness, even  so  must  the  Son  of  man  be  lifted  up.  15  That  who- 
soever beheveth  in  him  should  not  perish,  but  have  eternal  life. 
16  For  God  so  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave  his  only-begot- 
ten Son,  that  whosoever  believeth  in  him,  should  not  perish,  but 
have  everlasting  life.  17  For  God  sent  not  his  Son  into  the 
world  to  condemn  the  world,  but  that  the  world  through  him 
might  be  saved. 

14 :  2  In  my  Father's  house  are  many  mansions :  if  it  were 
not  so,  I  would  have  told  you.  I  go  to  prepare  a  place  for  you. 
3  And  if  I  go  and  prepare  a  place  for  you,  I  will  come  again 
and  receive  you  unto  myself  j  that  where  I  am,  there  ye  may 
be  also. 

Rom.  8  :  32  He  that  spared  not  his  own  Son,  but  delivered 
him  up  for  us  all,  how  shall  he  not  with  him  also  freely  give  us 
all  things  ? 

10 :  15  And  how  shall  they  preach,  except  they  be  sent  ?  as 
it  is  written,  How  beautiful  are  the  feet  of  them  that  preach 
the  gospel  of  peace,  and  bring  glad  tidings  of  good  things  ! 

1  Cor.  2 :  9  But  as  it  is  written.  Eye  hath  not  seen,  nor  ear 
heard,  neither  have  entered  into  the  heart  of  man,  the  things 
which  God  hath  prepared  for  them  that  love  him.     [See  290.] 

282.  Does  the  gospel  require  as  high  degree  of  moral  perfec- 
tion as  the  law  ? 

Mat.  5 :  48  Be  ye  therefore  perfect,  even  as  your  Father 
which  is  in  heaven  is  perfect. 

Rom.  6 :  15  What  then  ?  shall  we  sin,  because  we  are  not 
under  the  law,  but  under  grace  ?     God  forbid. 

283.  Gospel  everlasting  in  its  effects. 

Is.  45 :  17  But  Israel  shall  be  saved  in  the  Lord  with  an 
everlasting  salvation. 
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Mat.  25  :  46  And  these  shall  go  away  into  everlasting  pun- 
ishment :  but  the  righteous  into  life  eternal. 

Heb.  5 : 9  And  being  made  perfect,  he  became  the  author 
of  eternal  salvation  unto  all  them  that  obey  him. 

Rev.  14 :  6  And  I  saw  another  angel  fly  in  the  midst  of 
heaven,  having  the  everlasting  gospel  to  preach  unto  them 
that  dwell  on  the  earth. 

284.  Sinners  opposed  to  the  gospel. 

Mat.  20 :  10  But  when  the  first  came,  they  supposed  that 
they  should  have  received  more ;  and  they  likewise  received 
every  man  a  penny.  1 1  And  when  they  had  received  it,  they 
murmured  against  the  good  man  of  the  house,  12  Saying, 
These  last  have  wrought  but  one  hour,  and  thou  hast  made 
them  equal  unto  us,  which  have  borne  the  burden  and  heat  of 
the  day.  13  But  he  answered  one  of  them,  and  said,  Friend, 
I  do  thee  no  wrong:  didst  thou  not  agree  with  me  for  a  penny? 
14  Take  that  thine  is,  and  go  thy  w^ay :  I  wiU  give  unto  this 
last,  even  as  unto  thee.  15  Is  it  not  lawful  for  me  to  do  what 
I  will  with  mine  own  ?  is  thine  eye  evil  because  I  am  good  ? 
16  So  the  last  shall  be  first,  and  the  first  last:  for  many  be 
called,  but  few  chosen. 

Lk.  15 :  28  And  he  was  angry,  and  would  not  go  in  ;  there- 
fore came  his  father  out,  and  entreated  him.  29  And  he  an- 
swering, said  to  his  father,  Lo,  these  many  years  do  I  serve 
thee,  neither  transgressed  I  at  any  time  thy  commandment ; 
and  yet  thou  never  gavest  me  a  kid,  that  I  might  make  merry 
with  my  friends :  30  But  as  soon  as  this  thy  son  was  come, 
which  hath  devoured  thy  living  with  harlots,  thou  hast  killed 
for  him  the  fatted  calf. 

Rom.  10 : 3  For  they,  being  ignorant  of  God's  righteous- 
ness, and  going  about  to  establish  their  own  righteousness, 
have  not  submitted  themselves  unto   the   righteousness   of 

God. 

1  Cor.  1 :  18  The  preaching  of  the  cross  is  to  them  that  per- 
ish, foolishness.  23  We  preach  Christ  crucified,  unto  the  Jews 
a  stumbling-block,  and  unto  the  Greeks  foolishness. 

Gal.  1 :  10  For  do  I  now  persuade  men,  or  God  ?  or  do  I 
seek  to  please  men  ?  for  if  I  yet  pleased  men,  I  should  not  be 
the  servant  of  Christ. 
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Penalty  of  resisting— Sinners  Invited. 


285.  Fearful  penalty  of  the  gospel,  or  consequences  of  resist- 
ing its  light  and  claims. 

Mat.  11 :  20  Then  began  he  to  upbraid  the  cities  wherein 
most  of  his  mighty  works  were  done,  because  they  repented 
not.  21  Wo  unto  thee,  Chorazin  !  wo  unto  thee,  Bethsaida ! 
for  if  the  mighty  works  which  were  done  in  you,  had  been 
done  in  Tyre  and  Sidon,  they  would  have  repented  long  ago 
in  sackcloth  and  ashes.  22  But  I  say  unto  you,  It  shall  be 
more  tolerable  for  Tyre  and  Sidon  at  the  day  of  judgment, 
than  for  you.  23  And  thou,  Capernaum,  which  art  exalted 
unto  heaven,  shalt  be  brought  down  to  hell :  for  if  the  mighty 
works  which  have  been  done  in  thee,  had  been  done  in  Sodom, 
it  would  have  remained  until  this  day.  24  But  I  say  unto 
you.  That  it  shall  be  more  tolerable  for  the  land  of  Sodom,  in 
the  day  of  judgment,  than  for  thee. 

12  :  41  The  men  of  Nineveh  shall  rise  in  judgment  with  this 
generation,  and  shall  condemn  it :  because  they  repented  at 
the  preaching  of  Jonas ;  and  behold,  a  greater  than  Jonas  is 
here.     Lk.  11:31,  32. 

Heb.  10 :  26  For  if  we  sin  wilfully  after  that  we  have  re- 
ceived the  knowledge  of  the  truth,  there  remaineth  no  more 
sacrifice  for  sins,  27  But  a  certain  fearful  looking  for  of 
judgment  and  fiery  indignation,  which  shall  devour  the  adver- 
saries. 28  He  that  despised  Moses'  law,  died  without  mercy 
under  two  or  three  witnesses  :  29  Of  how  much  sorer  punish- 
ment, suppose  ye,  shall  he  be  thought  worthy,  who  hath  trodden 
under  foot  the  Son  of  God,  and  hath  coimted  the  blood  of  the 
covenant,  wherewith  he  was  sanctified,  an  unholy  thing,  and 
hath  done  despite  unto  the  Spirit  of  grace  ? 

GOSPEL  INVITATIONS. 

286.  Sinners  invited. 

Is.  45 :  22  Look  unto  me,  and  be  ye  saved,  all  the  ends  of 
the  earth  :  for  I  am  God,  and  there  is  none  else. 

55 : 1  Ho,  every  one  that  thirsteth,  come  ye  to  the  waters, 
and  he  that  hath  no  money;  come  ye,  buy,  and  eat;  yea, 
come,  buy  wine  and  milk  without  money  and  without  price. 
2  Wherefore  do  ye  spend  money  for  that  which  is  not  bread  ? 
and  your  labor  for  that  which  satisfieth  not  ?  hearken  diligently 
unto  me,  and  eat  ye  that  which  is  good,  and  let  your  soul  de- 
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light  itself  in  fatness.  3  Incline  your  ear,  and  come  unto  me' 
hear,  and  your  soul  shall  live  :  and  I  will  make  an  everlasting 
covenant  with  you,  even  the  sure  mercies  of  David.

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behold,  if  the  witness  he  a  false  witness,  and  hath  testified 
falsely  against  his  brother  ;  19  Then  shall  ye  do  unto  him,  as 
he  had  thought  to  have  done  unto  his  brother :  so  shalt  thou 
put  the  evil  away  from  among  you.  20  And  those  which  re- 
main shall  hear,  and  fear,  and  shall  henceforth  commit  no  more 
any  such  evil  among  you. 

2  Ch.  9 : 8  Blessed  be  the  Lord  thy  God,  which  delighted 
in  thee  to  set  thee  on  his  throne,  to  he  king  for  the  Lord  thy 
God:  because  thy  God  loved  Israel,  to  establish  them  for  ever, 
therefore  made  he  thee  [Solomon]  king  over  them,  to  do  judg- 
ment and  justice. 

Pr.  20 : 8  A  king  that  sitteth  in  the  throne  of  judgment, 
scattereth  away  all  evil  with  his  eyes.  26  A  wise  king  scat- 
tereth  the  wicked,  and  bringeth  the  wheel  over  them. 

29 : 2  When  the  righteous  are  in  authority,  the  people  re- 
joice :  but  when  the  wicked  beareth  rule,  the  people  mourn. 

Ec.  10 :  16  Wo  to  thee,  O  land,  when  thy  king-  is  a  child, 
and  thy  princes  eat  in  the  morning  !  17  Blessed  art  thou,  O 
land,  when  thy  king  is  the  son  of  nobles,  and  thy  princes  eat 
in  due  season,  for  strength,  and  not  for  drunkenness ! 

Is.  1 :  26  And  I  will  restore  thy  judges  as  at  the  first,  and 
thy  counsellors  as  at  the  beginning :  afterward  thou  shalt  be 
called,  The  city  of  righteousness,  the  faithful  city. 

1  Tim.  1 :  8  But  we  know  that  the  law  is  good,  if  a  man  use 
it  lawfully ;  9  Knowing  this,  that  the  law  is  not  made  for  a 
righteous  man,  but  for  the  lawless  and  disobedient,  for  the  un- 
godly and  for  sinners,  for  unholy  and  profane,  for  murderers  of 
fathers,  and  murderers  of  mothers,  for  manslayers,  10  For 
whoremongers,  for  them  that  defile  themselves  with  mankind, 
for  menstealers,  for  liars,  for  perjured  persons,  and  if  there  be 
any  other  thing  that  is  contrary  to  sound  doctrine. 

Pr.  26  :  3,  and  20  :  30.     [See  423,  424.] 

Duty  of  maintaining  it. 

Ex.  18  :  25  And  Moses  chose  able  men  out  of  all  Israel,  and 
made  them  heads  over  the  people,  i-ulers  of  thousands,  rulers 
of  hundreds,  rulers  of  fifties,  and  rulers  of  tens.  26  And  they 
judged  the  people  at  all  seasons  :  the  hard  causes  they  brought 
unto  Moses,  but  every  small  matter  they  judged  themselves. 

Num.  11:11  And  Moses  said  unto  the  Lord,  Wherefore 
hast  thou  afflicted  thy  servant?  and  wherefore  have  I  not 
found  favor  in  thy  sight,  that  thou  layest  the  burden  of  all  this 
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people  upon  me  1  16  And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  Gather 
unto  me  seventy  men  of  the  elders  of  Israel,  whom  thou  know- 
est  to  be  the  elders  of  the  people,  and  officers  over  them  ;  and 
bring  them  unto  the  tabernacle  of  the  congregation,  that  they 
may  stand  there  with  thee.  17  And  I  will  come  down  and 
talk  with  thee  there ;  and  I  will  take  of  the  spirit  which  is 
upon  thee,  and  will  put  it  upon  them :  and  they  shall  bear  the 
burden  of  the  people  with  thee,  that  thou  bear  it  not  thyself 
alone.    [Dt.  1:9—18.] 

Num.  27  :  15  And  Moses  spake  unto  the  Lord,  saying,  16  Let 
the  Lord,  the  God  of  the  spirits  of  all  flesh,  set  a  man  over  the 
congregation,  17  Which  may  go  out  before  them,  and  which 
may  go  in  before  them,  and  which  may  lead  them  out,  and 
which  may  bring  them  in ;  that  the  congregation  of  the  Lord 
be  not  as  sheep  which  have  no  shepherd.  18  And  the  Lord 
said  unto  Moses,  Take  thee  Joshua  the  son  of  Nun,  a  man  in 
whom  is  the  spirit,  and  lay  thine  hand  upon  him  ;  19  And  set 
him  before  Eleazar  the  priest,  and  before  all  the  congregation  : 
and  give  him  a  charge  in  their  sight.  20  And  thou  shalt  put 
some  of  thine  honor  upon  him,  that  all  the  congregation  of  the 
children  of  Israel  may  be  obedient. 

Dt.  16 :  18  Judges  and  officers  shalt  thou  make  thee  in  all 
thy  gates,  which  the  Lord  thy  God  giveth  thee,  throughout 
thy  tribes  :  and  they  shall  judge  the  people  with  just  judgment. 
19  Thou  shalt  not  wrest  judgment;  thou  shalt  not  respect 
persons,  neither  take  a  gift :  for  a  gift  doth  blind  the  eyes  of  the 
wise,  and  pervert  the  words  of  the  righteous. 

Pr.  8  :  12  I  wisdom  dwell  with  prudence.  15  By  me  kings 
reign,  and  princes  decree  justice.  16  By  me  princes  rule,  and 
nobles,  even  all  the  judges  of  the  earth. 

Ac.  13 :  20  And  after  that,  he  gave  unto  them  judges,  about 
the  space  of  four  hundred  and  fifty  years,  until  Samuel  the 
prophet. 

Rom.  13 :  3  For  rulers  are  not  a  terror  to  good  works,  but 
to  the  evil.  Wilt  thou  then  not  be  afraid  of  the  power  ?  do 
that  which  is  good,  and  thou  shalt  have  praise  of  the  same : 
4  For  he  is  the  minister  of  God  to  thee  for  good.  But  if  thou 
do  that  which  is  evil,  be  afraid  ;  for  he  beareth  not  the  sword 
in  vain :  for  he  is  the  minister  of  God,  a  revenger  to  execute 
wrath  upon  him  that  doeth  evil.  5  Wherefore  ye  must  needs 
be  subject,  not  only  for  wrath,  but  also  for  conscience'  sake. 
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6  For,  for  this  cause  pay  ye  tribute  also :  for  they  are  God's 
ministers,  attending  continually  upon  this  very  thing. 

293.  Qualifications  of  rulers. 

Ex.  18 :  21  Thou  shalt  provide  out  of  all  the  people,  able 
men,  such  as  fear  God,  men  of  truth,  hating  covetousness ;  and 
place  such  over  them  to  be  rulers. 

Dt  1 :  13  Take  you  wise  men,  and  understanding,  and 
known  among  your  tribes,  and  I  will  make  them  rulers  over 
you.  15  So  I  took  the  chief  of  your  tribes,  wise  men,  and 
known,  and  made  them  heads  over  you,  captains  over  thou- 
sands, and  captains  over  hundreds,  and  captains  over  fifties,  and 
captains  over  tens,  and  officers  among  your  tribes. 

2  S.  23  :  3  The  God  of  Israel  said,  the  Rock  of  Israel  spake 
to  me,  He  that  ruleth  over  men  must  be  just,  ruhng  in  the  fear 
of  God. 

294.  Duties  of  rulers. 

Dt.  1 :  16  And  I  charged  your  judges  at  that  time,  saying. 
Hear  the  causes  between  your  brethren,  and  judge  righteously 
between  every  man  and  his  brother,  and  the  stranger  that  is 
with  him.  17  Ye  shall  not  respect  persons  in  judgment ;  but 
ye  shall  hear  the  small  as  well  as  the  great ;  ye  shall  not  be 
afraid  of  the  face  of  man  ;  for  the  judgment  is  God's. 

[Dt.  16 :  19.] 

17  :  15  Thou  shalt  in  any  wise  set  him  king  over  thee  whom 
the  Lord  thy  God  shall  choose :  one  from  among  thy  brethren 
ehalt  thou  set  king  over  thee  :  thou  mayest  not  set  a  stranger 
over  thee,  which  is  not  thy  brother.  18  And  it  shall  be  when 
he  sitteth  upon  the  throne  of  his  kingdom,  that  he  shall  write 
him  a  copy  of  this  law  in  a  book  out  of  that  which  is  before  the 
priests  the  Levites.  19  And  it  shall  be  with  him,  and  he  shall 
read  therein  all  the  days  of  his  life  :  that  he  may  learn  to  fear 
the  Lord  his  God,  to  keep  all  the  words  of  this  law  and  these 
statutes,  to  do  them  :  20  That  his  heart  be  not  lifted  up  above 
his  brethren,  and  that  he  turn  not  aside  from  the  command- 
ment to  the  right  hand  or  to  the  left. 

19  1 18  And  the  judges  shall  make  dihgent  inquisition :  and 

behold,  if  the  witness  be  a  false  witness,  and  hath  testified 

falsely  against  his  brother ;  19  Then  shall  ye  do  unto  him,  as 

he  had  thought  to  have  done  unto  his  brother. 

25  : 1  If  there  be  a  controversy  between  men,  and  they  come 
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unto  judgment,  that  the  judges  may  judge  them ;  then  they 
shall  justify  the  righteous,  and  condemn  the  wicked.  2  And 
it  shall  be,  if  the  wicked  man  he  worthy  to  be  beaten,  that  the 
judge  shall  cause  him  to  lie  down,  and  to  be  beaten  before  his 
face,  according  to  his  fault. 

Ps.  82  :  2  How  long  will  ye  judge  unjustly,  and  accept  the 
persons  of  the  wicked  ?  3  Defend  the  poor  and  fatherless :  do 
justice  to  the  afflicted  and  needy.

16  -.12  It  is  an  abomination  to  kings  to  «ommit  wicked- 
ness :  for  the  throne  is  established  by  righteousness. 

20 :  28  Mercy  and  truth  preserve  the  king :  and  his  throne  is 
upholden  by  mercy. 

29 :  14  The  king  that  faithfully  judgeth  the  poor,  his  throne 
shall  be  established  for  ever. 

31:4  It  is  not  for  kings,  O  Lemuel,  it  is  not  for  kings  to 
drink  wine  ;  nor  for  princes  strong  drink :  5  Lest  they  drink, 
and  forget  the  law,  and  pervert  the  judgment  of  any  of  the  af- 
flicted. 

Jer.  22  :  2  And  say,  Hear  the  word  of  the  Lord,  O  king  of 
Judah,  that  sittest  upon  the  throne  of  David,  thou,  and  thy  ser- 
vants, and  thy  people  that  enter  in  by  these  gates :  3  Thus 
saith  the  Lord  ;  Execute  ye  judgment  and  righteousness,  and 
deliver  the  spoiled  out  of  the  hand  of  the  oppressor  :  and  do  no 
wrong,  do  no  violence  to  the  stranger,  the  fatherless,  nor  the 
widow,  neither  shed  innocent  blood  in  this  place.  15  Shalt 
thou  reign,  because  thou  closest  thyself  in  cedar  ?  did  not  thy 
father  eat  and  drink,  and  do  judgment  and  justice,  and  then  it 
was  well  with  him  ?  16  He  judged  the  cause  of  the  poor  and 
needy  ;  then  it  was  well  with  him:  was  not  this  to  know  me  1 
saith  the  Lord. 

Ezk.  45  :  9  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Let  it  suffice  you,  O 
princes  of  Israel :  remove  violence  and  spoil,  and  execute  judg- 
ment and  justice,  take  away  your  exactions  from  my  people, 
saith  the  Lord  God.  10  Ye  shall  have  just  balances,  and  a 
just  ephah,  and  a  just  bath. 

46 :  18  Moreover,  the  prince  shall  not  take  of  the  people's  in- 
heritance by  oppression,  to  thrust  them  out  of  their  possession  ; 
but  he  shall  give  his  sons  inheritance  out  of  his  own  posses- 
sion :  that  my  people  be  not  scattered  every  man  from  his  pos- 
session.

17  :  9  And  thou  shalt  come  unto  the  priests  tlie  Levites, 
and  unto  the  judge  that  shall  be  in  those  days,  and  inquire ; 
and  they  shall  shew  thee  the  sentence  of  judgment :  10  And 
thou  shalt  do  according  to  the  sentence,  which  they  of  that 
place  which  the  Lord  shall  choose  shall  shew  thee  ;  and  thou 
shalt  observe  to  do  according  to  all  that  they  inform  thee : 
11  According  to  the  sentence  of  the  law  which  they  shall  teach 
thee,  and  according  to  the  judgment  which  they  shall  tell  thee, 
thou  shalt  do :  thou  shalt  not  decline  from  the  sentence  which 
they  shall  shew  thee,  to  the  right  hand,  nor  to  the  left. 

Ec.  8:21  counsel  thee  to  keep  the  king's  commandment, 
and  that  in  regard  of  the  oath  of  God. 

Mat.  17  :  24  And  when  they  were  come  to  Capernaum,  they 
that  received  tribute-money,  came  to  Peter,  and  said,  Doth  not 
your  Master  pay  tribute  ?  25  He  saith.  Yes.  And  when  he 
was  come  into  the  house,  Jesus  prevented  him,  saying.  What 
thinkest  thou,  Simon  ?  of  whom  do  the  kings  of  the  earth  take 
custom  or  tribute?  of  their  own  children,  or  of  strangers? 
26  Peter  saith  unto  him.  Of  strangers.  Jesus  saith  unto  him. 
Then  are  the  children  free.  27  Notwithstanding,  lest  we 
should  offend  them,  go  thou  to  the  sea,  and  cast  an  hook,  and 
take  up  the  fish  that  first  cometh  up :  and  when  thou  hast 
opened  his  mouth,  thou  shalt  find  a  piece  of  money  :  that  take, 
and  give  unto  them  for  me  and  thee. 

22 :  20  And  he  saith  unto  them.  Whose  is  tnis  image,  and 
superscription  ?  21  They  say  unto  him,  Cesar's.  Then  saith 
he  unto  them,  Render  therefore  unto  Cesar,  the  things  which 
are  Cesar's  ;  and  unto  God,  the  things  that  are  God's. 

Rom.  13  : 1  Let  every  soul  be  subject  unto  the  higher  pow- 
ers. For  there  is  no  power  but  of  God  :  the  powers  that  be, 
are  ordained  of  God.  2  Whosoever  therefore  resisteth  the 
power,  resisteth  the  ordinance  of  God :  and  they  that  resist 
shall  receive  to  themselves  damnation.  5  Wherefore  ye  must 
needs  be  subject,  not  only  for  wrath,  but  also  for  conscience' 
sake.  6  For,  for  this  cause  pay  ye  tribute  also :  for  they  are 
God's  ministers,  attending  continually  upon  this  very  thing. 
7  Render  therefore  to  all  their  dues :  tribute  to  whom  tribute 
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is  due  ;  custom  to  whom  custom  ;  fear  to  whom  fear  ;  honor  to 
whom  honor. 

1  Tim.  2:11  exhort  therefore,  that,  first  of  all,  supphcations, 
prayers,  intercessions,  and  giving  of  thanks  be  made  for  all 
men  :  2  For  kings,  and /or  all  that  are  in  authority  ;  that  we 
may  lead  a  quiet  and  peaceable  Hfe  in  all  godliness  and 
honesty.  3  For  this  is  good  and  acceptable  in  the  sight  of 
God  our  Savior. 

Tit.  3 : 1  Put  them  in  mind  to  be  subject  to  principalities 
and  powers,  to  obey  magistrates,  to  be  ready  to  every  good 
work. 

1  Pet.  2  :  13  Submit  yourselves  to  every  ordinance  of  man 
for  the  Lord's  sake  :  whether  it  be  to  the  king,  as  supreme ; 
14  Or  unto  governors,  as  unto  them  that  are  sent  by  him  for 
the  punishment  of  evil-doers,  and  for  the  praise  of  them  that 
do  well.  15  For  so  is  the  will  of  God,  that  with  well-doing 
ye  may  put  to  silence  the  ignorance  of  foohsh  men :  16  As  free, 
and  not  using  your  liberty  for  a  cloak  of  mahciousness,  but  as 
the  servants  of  God.

14  But  if  a  man  come  presump- 
tuously upon  his  neighbor,  to  slay  him  with  guile ;  thou  shalt 
take  him  from  mine  altar,  that  he  may  die.  15  And  he  that 
smiteth  his  father,  or  his  mother,  shall  be  surely  put  to  death. 
16  And  he  that  stealeth  a  man,  and  selleth  him,  or  if  he  be 
found  in  his  hand,  he  shall  surely  be  put  to  death.  17  And  he 
that  curseth  his  father  or  his  mother,  shall  surely  be  put  to 
death. 

Num.  35  :  30  Whoso  killeth  any  person,  the  murderer  shall  be 
put  to  death  by  the  mouth  of  witnesses  :  but  one  witness  shall 
not  testify  against  any  person  to  cause  him  to  die.  31  Moreover, 
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ye  shall  take  no  satisfaction  for  the  life  of  a  murderer,  which 
is  guilty  of  death :  but  he  shall  be  surely  put  to  death.  32  And 
ye  shall  take  no  satisfaction  for  him  that  is  fled  to  the  city  of 
his  refuge,  that  he  should  come  again  to  dwell  in  the  land,  un- 
til the  death  of  the  priest.  33  So  ye  shall  not  pollute  the  land 
wherein  ye  are :  for  blood  it  defileth  the  land :  and  the  land 
cannot  be  cleansed  of  the  blood  that  is  shed  therein,  but  by  the 
blood  of  him  that  shed  it.  34  Defile  not  therefore  the  land 
which  ye  shall  inhabit,  wherein  I  dwell :  for  I  the  Lord  dwell 
among  the  children  of  Israel. 

Dt.  19  :  18  And  behold,  if  the  witness  be  a  false  witness,  and 
hath  testified  falsely  against  his  brother ;  19  Then  shall  ye  do 
unto  him,  as  he  had  thought  to  have  done  unto  his  brother. 

25 : 1  If  there  be  a  controversy  between  men,  and  they 
come  unto  judgment,  that  the  judges  may  judge  them;  then 
they  shall  justify  the  righteous,  and  condemn   the  wicked. 

2  And  it  shall  be,  if  the  wicked  man  be  worthy  to  be  beaten, 
that  the  judge  shall  cause  him  to  He  down,  and  to  be  beaten 
before  his  face,  according  to  his  fault,  by  a  certain  number. 

3  Forty  stripes  he  may  give  him,  and  not  exceed  :  lest  if  he 
should  exceed,  and  beat  him  above  these  with  many  stripes, 
then  thy  brother  should  seem  vile  unto  thee.

25 :  10  Then  said  Paul,  I  stand  at  Cesar's  judgment- 
seat,  where  I  ought  to  be  judged :  to  the  Jews  have  I  done  no 
wrong,  as  thou  very  well  knowest.  11  For  if  I  bean  offender, 
or  have  committed  any  thing  worthy  of  death,  I  refuse  not  to 
die  :  but  if  there  be  none  of  these  things  whereof  these  ac- 
cuse me,  no  man  may  dehver  me  unto  them.  I  appeal  unto 
Cesar. 

Rom.  13  :  4  For  he  is  the  minister  of  God  to  thee  for  good. 
But  if  thou  do  that  which  is  evil,  be  afraid  ;  for  he  beareth  not 
the  sword  in  vain :  for  he  is  the  minister  of  God,  a  revenger 
to  execute  wrath  upon  him  that  doeth  evil.

4.  Idolatry.— Ex.  22 :  20  He  that  sacrificeth  unto  any  god,  save 
unto  the  Lord  only,  he  shall  be  utterly  destroyed.     Dt.  17  :  2. 

5.  Enticement  to  Idolatry.— T>t.  13 :  6  If  thy  brother en- 
tice thee  secretly,  saying,  Let  us  go  and  serve  other  gods : 
9  Thou  shalt  surely  kill  him. 

6.  Adultery.— J^ev.  20 :  10  The  adulterer  and  the  adulteress 
shall  surely  be  put  to  death.

Take  you  censers,  Korah,  and  all  his  company;  7  And  put 
fire  therein,  and  put  incense  in  them  before  the  Lord  to-mor- 
row :  an-d  it  shall  be  that  the  man  whom  the  Lord  doth  choose, 
he  shall  he  holy ;  ye  take  too  much  upon  you.  ye  sons  of  Levi. 
32  And  the  earth  opened  her  mouth,  and  swallowed  them  up, 
and  their  houses,  and  all  the  men  that  appertained  unto  Korah, 
and  all  their  goods. 

Dt.  17 :  12  And  the  man  that  will  do  presumptuously,  and 
will  not  hearken  unto  the  priest  that  standeth  to  minister  there 
before  the  Lord  thy  God,  or  unto  the  judge,  even  that  man 
shall  die :  and  thou  shaltput  away  the  evil  from  Israel.

45  And  the  people  said 
unto  Saul,  Shall  Jonathan  die,  who  hath  wrought  this  great 
salvation  in  Israel  ?  God  forbid :  as  the  Lord  liveth,  there 
shall  not  one  hair  of  his  head  fall  to  the  ground  ;  for  he  hath 
wrought  with  God  this  day.

Job  31 :  32  The  stranger  did  not  lodge  in  the  street :  hut  I 
opened  my  doors  to  the  traveller.

10 :  15  And  the  children  of  Israel  said  unto  the  Lord, 
We  have  sinned :  do  thou  unto  us  whatsoever  seemeth  good 
unto  thee  ;  deliver  us  only,  we  pray  thee,  this  day. 

2  S.  24 :  17  And  David  spake  unto  the  Lord  when  he  saw 
the  angel  that  smote  the  people,  and  said,  Lo,  I  have  sinned, 
and  I  have  done  wickedly:  but  these  sheep,  what  have  they 
done?  Let  thy  hand,  I  pray  thee,  be  against  me,  and  against 
my  father's  house. 

Job  2:10  But  he  said  unto  her.  Thou  speakest  as  one  of 
the  foolish  women  speaketh.  What !  shall  we  receive  good  at 
the  hand  of  God,  and  shall  we  not  receive  evil  ?

Ezk  16  :  49  Behold,  this  was  the  iniquity  of  thy  sister  Sodom, 
pride,  fulness  of  bread,  and  abundance  of  idleness  was  in  her 
and  in  her  daughters,  neither  did  she  strengthen  the  hand  of 
the  poor  and  needy.

Punished.

breakers,  without  natural  affection,  implacable,  unmerciful.

10  And  that  ye  may  put  difleremce  between  holy  and  unholy, 
and  between  unclean  and  clean  ;  11  And  that  ye  may  teach 
the  children  of  Israel  all  the  statutes  which  the  Lord  hath 
spoken  unto  them  by  the  hand  of  Moses. 

Num.  6  : 1  And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,

4  All  the  days  of  his  separation  shall  he  eat  nothing 
that  is  made  of  the  vine-tree,  from  the  kernels  even  to  the  husk. 
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Pr.  31:4  It  w  not  for  kings,  O  Lemuel,  it  is  not  for  kings  to 
drink  wine ;  nor  for  princes  strong  drink :  5  Lest  they  drink, 
and  forget  the  law,  and  pervert  the  judgment  of  any  of  the 
afflicted.

342.  Ironical  language  sometimes  used  in  the  Bible. 
Jud.  10  :  14  Go  and  cry  unto  the  gods  which  ye  have  chosen ; 
let  them  deliver  you  in  the  time  of  your  tribulation. 

1  K.  18  :  27  And  it  came  to  pass  at  noon,  that  Elijah  mock- 
ed them,  and  said,  Cry  aloud:  for  he  is  a  god:  either  he  is 
talking,  or  he  is  pursuing,  or  he  is  in  a  journey,  or  peradven- 
ture  he  sleepeth,  and  must  be  awaked. 

Job  12 : 1  And  Job  answered  and  said,  2  No  doubt  but  ye 
are  the  people,  and  wisdom  shall  die  with  you.

344.  Extent  of  their  territory^  and  nature  of  the  grant  to  them. 
Gen.  15:18  In  that  same  day  the  Lord  made  a  covenant 
with  Abram,  saying.  Unto  thy  seed  have  I  given  this  land, 
from  the  river  of  Egypt  unto  the  great  river,  the  river  Eu- 
phrates. 

17  :  8  And  I  will  give  unto  thee,  and  to  thy  seed  after  thee,  the 
land  wherein  thou  art  a  stranger,  all  the  land  of  Canaan,  for 
an  everlasting  possession  ;  and  1  will  be  their  God.

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345.  Their  dispersion. 

Dt.  28 :  36  The  Lord  shall  bring  thee,  and  thy  king  which 
thou  shalt  set  over  thee,  unto  a  nation  which  neither  thou  nor 
thy  fathers  have  known  ;  and  there  shalt  thou  serve  other 
gods,  wood  and  stone.  37  And  thou  shalt  become  an  aston- 
ishment, a  proverb,  and  a  by-word,  among  all  nations  whither 
the  Lord  shall  lead  thee.  41  Thou  shalt  beget  sons  and 
daughters,  but  thou  shalt  not  enjoy  them :  for  they  shall  go 
into  captivity.  63  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  as  the  Lord 
rejoiced  over  you  to  do  you  good,  and  to  multiply  you ;  so  the 
Lord  will  rejoice  over  you  to  destroy  you  and  to  bring  you  to 
nought ;  and  ye  shall  be  plucked  from  off  the  land  whither  thou 
goest  to  possess  it.

2  K.  17 :  6  In  the  ninth  year  of  Hoshea  the  king  of  Assyria 
took  Samaria,  and  carried  Israel  away  into  Assyria,  and  placed 
them  in  Halah  and  in  Habor  by  the  river  of  Gozan,  and  in  the 
cities  of  the  Medes.  18  Therefore  the  Lord  was  very  angry 
with  Israel,  and  removed  them  out  of  his  sight :  there  was 
none  left  but  the  tribe  of  Judah  only.  19  Also  Judah  kept 
not  the  commandments  of  the  Lord  their  God,  but  walked  in 
the  statutes  of  Israel  which  they  made.

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and  from  Shinar.  and  from  Hamath,  and  from  the  islands  of 
the  sea.  12  And  he  shall  set  up  an  ensign  for  the  nations, 
and  shall  assemble  the  outcasts  of  Israel,  and  gather  together 
the  dispersed  of  Judah  from  the  four  corners  of  the  earth. 
13  The  envy  also  of  Ephraim  shall  depart,  and  the  adversa- 
ries of  Judah  shall  be  cut  off:  Ephraim  shall  not  envy  Judah, 
and  Judah  shall  not  vex  Ephraim.  16  And  there  shall  be  an 
highway  for  the  remnant  of  his  people,  which  shall  be  left, 
from  Assyria ;  like  as  it  was  to  Israel  in  the  day  that  he  came 
up  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt. 

Is.  27 : 6  He  shall  cause  them  that  come  of  Jacob  to  take 
root ;  Israel  shall  blossom  and  bud,  and  fill  the  face  of  the  world 
with  fruit,  13  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  thai  the 
great  trumpet  shall  be  blown,  and  they  shall  come  which  were 
ready  to  perish  in  the  land  of  Assyria,  and  the  outcasts  in  the 
land  of  Egypt,  and  shall  worship  the  Lord  in  the  holy  mount 
at  Jerusalem. 

49 :  22  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God,  Behold,  I  will  lift  up  my 
hand  to  the  Gentiles,  and  set  up  my  standard  to  the  people :

shall  be  carried  upon  their  shoulders.  23  And  kings  shall  be 
thy  nursing  fathers,  and  their  queens  thy  nursing  mothers:

18  In 
those  days  the  house  of  Judah  shall  walk  with  the  house  of 
Israel,  and  they  shall  come  together  out  of  the  land  of  the 
north  to  the  land  that  I  have  given  for  an  inheritance  unto 
your  fathers. 

16 :  14  Therefore  behold,  the  days  come,  saith  the  Lord, 
that  it  shall  no  more  be  said,  The  Lord  liveth,  that  brought  up 
the  children  of  Israel  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt.  15  But,  The 
Lord  liveth,  that  brought  up  the  children  of  Israel  from  the 
land  of  the  north,  and  from  all  the  lands  whither  he  had  driven 
them  :  and  I  will  bring  them  again  into  their  land  that  I  gave 
unto  their  fathers.

20 :  40  For  in  my  holy  mountain,  in  the  mountain  of  the 
height  of  Israel,  saith  the  Lord  God,  there  shall  all  the  house 
of  Israel,  all  of  them  in  the  land,  serve  me :  there  will  I  accept 
them,  and  there  will  I  require  your  offerings,  and  the  first 
fruits  of  your  oblations,  with  all  your  holy  things.  41  I  will 
accept  you  with  your  sweet  savor,  when  I  bring  you  out  from 
the  people,  and  gatlier  you  out  of  the  countries  wherein  ye 
have  been  scattered  ;  and  I  will  be  sanctified  in  you  before  the 
heathen.  42  And  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord,  when  I 
shall  bring  you  into  the  land  of  Israel,  into  the  country/or  the 
which  I  lifted  up  my  hand  to  give  it  to  your  fathers.  43  And 
there  shall  ye  remember  your  ways,  and  all  your  doings  where- 
in ye  have  been  defiled  ;  and  ye  shall  loathe  yourselves  in  your 
own  sigjit ;  for  all  your  evils  that  ye  have  committed.  44  And 
ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord,  when  I  have  wrought  with 
you  for  my  name's  sake,  not  according  to  your  wicked  ways, 
nor  according  to  your  corrupt  doings,  O  ye  house  of  Israel, 
saith  the  Lord  God. 

34 :  13  And  I  will  bring   them  out   from  the   people,  and 
gather  them  from  the  countries,  and  will  bring  them  to  their 
own  land,  and  feed  them  upon  the  mountains  of  Israel  by  the 
rivers,  and  in  all  the  inhabited  places  of  the  country.     23  And 
I  will  set  up  one  Shepherd  over  them,  and  he  shall  feed  them, 
even  my  servant  David ;  he  shall  feed  them,  and  he  shall  be 
their  shepherd.     24  And  I  the  Lord  will  be  their  God,  and 
my  servant  David  a  prince  among  them ;  I  the  Lord  have 
spoken  it.     25  And  I  will  make  with  them  a  covenant  of 
peace,  and  will  cause  the  evil  beasts  to  cease  out  of  the  land  :

36 : 1  Also,  thou  son  of  man,  prophesy  unto  the  mountains 
of  Israel,  and  say,  Ye  mountains  of  Israel,  hear  the  word  of 
the  Lord  :  2  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Because  the  enemy 
hath  said  against  you.  Aha,  even  the  ancient  high  places  are 
ours  in  possession :  3  Therefore,prophesy  and  say,  Thus  saith 
the  Lord  Goo ;  Because  they  have  made  you  desolate,  and 
swallowed  you  up  on  every  side,  that  ye  might  be  a  possession 
unto  the  residue  of  the  heathen,  and  ye  are  taken  up  in  the 
lips  of  talkers,  and  are  an  infamy  of  the  people :  4  Therefore, 
ye  mountains  of  Israel,  hear  the  word  of  the  Lord  God  ;  Thus 
saith  the  Lord  God  to  the  mountains,  and  to  the  hills,  to  the 
rivers,  and  to  the  valleys,  to  the  desolate  wastes,  and  to  the 
cities  that  are  forsaken,  which  became  a  prey  and  derision  to 
the  residue  of  the  heathen  that  are  round  about ;  5  Therefore 
thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Surely  in  the  fire  of  my  jealousy 
have  I  spoken  against  the  residue  of  the  heathen,  and  against 
all  Idumea,  which  have  appointed  my  land  into  their  posses- 
sion with  the  joy  of  all  their  heart,  with  despiteful  minds,  to 
cast  it  out  for  a  prey.  6  Prophesy  therefore  concerning  the 
land  of  Israel,  and  say  unto  the  mountains,  and  to  the  hills,  to 
the  rivers,  and  to  the  valleys.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;.  Be- 
hold, I  have  spoken  in  my  jealousy  and  in  my  fury,  because 
ye  have  borne  the  shame  of  the  heathen :  7  Therefore  thus 
saith  the  Lord  God  ;  I  have  lifted  up  mine  hand  :  Surely  the 
heathen  that  are  about  you,  they  shall  bear  their  shame. 
8  But  ye,  O  mountains  of  Israel,  ye  shall  shoot  forth  your 
branches,  and  yield  your  fruit  to  my  people  of  Israel ;  for  they 
are  at  hand  to  come.  9  For  behold,  I  am  for  you,  and  I  will 
turn  unto  you,  and  ye  shall  be  tilled  and  sown :  10  And  I  will 
multiply  men  upon  you,  all  the  house  of  Israel,  even  all  of  it : 
and  the  cities  shall  be  inhabited,  and  the  wastes  shall  be 
builded:  11  And  I  will  multiply  upon  you  man  and  beast; 
and  they  shall  increase  and  bring  fruit :  and  I  v/ill  settle  you 
after  your  old  estates,  and  will  do  better  unto  you  than  at  your 
beginnings  :  and  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord.  12  Yea, 
1  will  cause  men  to  walk  upon  you,  even  my  people  Israel ;  and 
they  shall  possess  thee,  and  thou  shalt  be  their  inheritance, 
and  thou  shalt  no  more  henceforth  bereave  them  of  men. 
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13  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Because  they  say  unto  you, 
Thou  land  devourest  up  men,  and  hast  bereaved  thy  nations ; 

14  Therefore,  thou  shalt  devour  men  no  more,  neither  bereave 
thy  nations  any  more,  saith  the  Lord  God.  15  Neither  will  I 
cause  men  to  hear  in  thee  the  shame  of  the  heathen  any  more, 
neither  shalt  thou  bear  the  reproach  of  the  people  any  more, 
neither  shalt  thou  cause  thy  nations  to  fall  any  more,  saith  the 
Lord  God.  33  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  In  the  day  that  I 
shall  have  cleansed  you  from  all  your  iniquities  I  will  also 
cause  you  to  dwell  in  the  cities,  and  the  wastes  shall  be  builded. 
34  And  the  desolate  land  shall  be  tilled,  whereas  it  lay  deso- 
late in  the  sight  of  all  that  passed  by.  35  And  they  shall  say, 
This  land  that  was  desolate  is  become  like  the  garden  of  Eden ; 
and  the  waste  and  desolate  and  ruined  cities  are  become  ienced, 
and  are  inhabited.  36  Then  the  heathen  that  are  left  round 
about  you  shall  know  that  I  the  Lord  build  the  ruined  places, 
and  plant  that  that  was  desolate  :  I  the  Lord  have  spoken  xY, 
and  I  will  do  it. 

37 : 1  The  hand  of  the  Lord  was  upon  me,  and  carried  me 
out  in  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord,  and  set  me  down  in  the  midst  of 
the  valley  which  u^os  full  of  bones,  2  And  caused  me  to  pass 
by  them  round  about :  and  behold,  there  were  very  many  in  the 
open  valley  ;  and  lo,  they  were  very  dry.  3  And  he  said  unto 
me,  Son  of  man,  can  these  bones  live?  and  I  answered, 
O  Lord  God,  thou  knowest.  11  Then  he  said  unto  me,  Son 
of  man,  these  bones  are  the  whole  house  of  Israel :  behold,  they 
say.  Our  bones  are  dried,  and  our  hope  is  lost :  we  are  cut  off 
for  our  parts.  12  Therefore  prophesy  and  say  unto  them. 
Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Behold,  O  my  people,  I  will  open 
your  graves,  and  cause  you  to  come  up  out  of  your  graves, 
and  bring  you  into  the  land  of  Israel.  13  And  ye  shall  know 
that  I  am  the  Lord,  when  I  have  opened  your  graves,  O  my 
people,  and  brought  you  up  out  of  your  graves,  14  And  shall 
put  my  Spirit  in  you,  and  ye  shall  Kve,  and  I  shall  place  you 
in  your  own  land :  then  shall  ye  know  that  I  the  Lord  have 
spoken  it,  and  performed  it,  saith  the  Lord.  16  Moreover, 
thou  son  of  man,  take  thee  one  stick,  and  write  upon  it.  For 
Judah,  and  for  the  children  of  Israel  his  companions :  then 
take  another  stick,  and  write  upon  it,  For  Joseph,  the  stick  of 
Ephraim,  and  for  all  the  house  of  Israel  his  companions : 
17  And  join  them  one  to  another  into  one  stick ;  and  they  shall 
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become  one  in  thy  hand.  18  And  when  the  children  of  thy 
people  shall  speak  unto  thee,  saying,  Wilt  thou  not  shew  us 
what  thou  meanest  by  these  ?  19  Say  unto  them,  Thus  saith 
the  Lord  God  ;  Behold,  I  will  take  the  stick  of  Joseph,  which 
is  in  the  hand  of  Ephraim,  and  the  tribes  of  Israel  his  fellows, 
and  will  put  them  with  him,  even  with  the  stick  of  Judah,  and 
make  them  one  stick,  and  they  shall  be  one  in  my  hand.  20  And 
the  sticks  whereon  thou  writest  shall  be  in  thy  hand  before 
their  eyes.  21  And  say  unto  them.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ; 
Behold,  I  will  take  the  children  of  Israel  from  amonor  the 
heathen,  whither  they  be  gone,  and  will  gather  them  on  every 
side,  and  bring  them  into  their  own  land:  22  And  I  will  make 
them  one  nation  in  the  land  upon  the  mountains  of  Israel ;  and 
one  king  shall  be  king  to  them  all :  and  they  shall  be  no  more 
two  nations,  neither  shall  they  be  divided  into  two  kingdoms 
any  more  at  all :  23  Neither  shall  they  defile  themselves  any 
more  with  their  idols,  nor  with  their  detestable  things,  nor  with 
any  of  their  transgressions :  but  I  will  save  them  out  of  all 
their  dwelling-places,  wherein  they  have  sinned,  and  will 
cleanse  them :  so  shall  they  be  my  people,  and  I  will  be  their 
God.  25  And  they  shall  dwell  in  the  land  that  I  have  given 
unto  Jacob  my  servant,  wherein  your  fathers  have  dwelt,  and 
they  shall  dwell  therein,  even  they,  and  their  children,  and 
their  children's  children  for  ever  :  and  my  servant  David  shall 
he  their  prince  for  ever.  26  Moreover  I  will  make  a  covenant 
of  peace  with  them  ;  it  shall  be  an  everlasting  covenant  with 
them :  and  I  will  place  them,  and  multiply  them,  and  will  set 
my  sanctuary  in  the  midst  of  them  for  evermore.  27  My 
tabernacle  also  shall  be  with  them :  yea,  I  will  be  their  God, 
and  they  shall  be  my  people.  28  And  the  heathen  shall  know 
that  I  the  Lord  do  sanctify  Israel,  when  my  sanctuary  shall  be 
in  the  midst  of  them  for  evermore. 

Ezk.  39  :  24  According  to  their  uncleanness  and  according  to 
their  transgressions  have  I  done  unto  them,  and  hid  my  face 
from  them.  25  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Now  will 
I  bring  again  the  captivity  of  Jacob,  and  have  mercy  upon  the 
whole  house  of  Israel,  and  will  be  jealous  for  my  holy  name ;

27  :  7  Hath  he  smitten  him,  as  he  smote  those  that  smote 
him  ?  or  is  he  slain  according  to  the  slaughter  of  them  that  are 
slain  by  him  ?  9  By  this  therefore  shall  the  iniquity  of  Jacob 
be  purged  ;  and  this  is  all  the  fruit  to  take  away  his  sin  ;  when 
he  maketh  all  the  stones  of  the  altar  as  chalk-stones  that  are 
beaten  in  sunder,  the  groves  and  images  shall  not  stand  up. 

Jer.  31 : 1  At  the  same  time,  saith  the  Lord,  will  I  be  the 
God  of  all  the  families  of  Israel,  and  they  shall  be  my  people. 
18  1  have  surely  heard  Ephraim  bemoaning  himself  thus ; 
Thou  hast  chastised  me,  and  I  was  chastised,  as  a  bullock  un- 
accustomed to  the  yoke :  turn  thou  me,  and  I  shall  be  turned  ; 

19  Surely  after  that  I  was 
turned,  I  repented ;  and  after  that  I  was  instructed,  I  smote 
upon  my  thigh :  I  was  ashamed,  yea,  even  confounded,  because 
I  did  bear  the  reproach  of  my  youth.     20  Is  Ephraim  my  dear 
son  1  is  he  2.  pleasant  child  ?  for  since  I  spake  against  him,  I 
do  earnestly  remember  him  still :    therefore  my  bowels  are 
troubled  for  him  ;  I  will  surely  have  mercy  upon  him,  saith  the 
Lord.     31  Behold,  the  days  come,  saith  the  Lord,  that  I  will 
make  a  new  covenant  with  the  house  of  Israel,  and  with  the 
house  of  Judah  :  32  Not  according  to  the  covenant  that  I  made 
with  their  fathers,  in  the  day  that  I  took  them  by  the  hand  to 
bring  them  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt ;  which  my  covenant  they 
brake,  although  I  was  a  husband  unto  them,  saith  the  Lord  : 
33  But  this  shall  he  the  covenant  that  I  will  make  with  the 
house  of  Israel ;  After  those  days,  saith  the  Lord,  I  will  put 
my  law  in  their  inward  parts,  and  write  it  in  their  hearts  ;  and 
will  be  their  God,  and  they  shall  be  my  people.     34  And  they 
shall  teach  no  more  every  man  his  neighbor,  and  every  man 
his  brother,  saying,  Know  the  Lord  :  for  they  shall  all  know 
me,  from  the  least  of  them  unto  the  greatest  of  them,  saith  the 
Lord  :  for  I  will  forgive  their  iniquity,  and  I  will  remember 

their  sin  no  more. 

33  :  8  And  I  will  cleanse  them  from  all  their  iniquity,  where- 
by they  have  sinned  against  me ;  and  I  will  pardon  all  their 
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iniquities,  whereby  they  have  sinned,  and  whereby  they  have 
transgressed  against  me. 

Ez.36 :  21  But,  I  had  pity  for  mine  holy  name,  which  the  house 
of  Israel  had  profaned  among  the  heathen,  whither  they  went. 
22   Therefore,  say  unto  the  house  of  Israel,  Thus  saith  the 
Lord  God  ;  I  do  not  iJm  for  your  sakes,  O  house  of  Israel,  but 
for  mine  holy  name's  sake,  which  ye  have  profaned  among  the 
heathen,  whither  ye  went.     23  And  I  will  sanctify  my  great 
name,  which  was  profaned  among  the  heathen,  which  ye  have 
profaned  in  the  midst  of  them  ;  and  the  heathen  shall  know 
that  I  am  the  Lord,  saith  the  Lord  God,  when  I  shall  be  sanc- 
tified in  you  before  their  eyes.     24  For  I  will  take  you  from 
among  the  heathen,  and  gather  you  out  of  all  countries,  and 
will  bring  you  into  your  own  land.     25  Then  will  I  sprinkle 
clean  water  upon  you,  and  ye  shall  be  clean:  from  all  your 
filthiness,  and  from  all  your  idols,  will  I  cleanse  you.     26  A 
new  heart  also  will  I  give  you,  and  a  new  spirit  will  1  put  with- 
in you  :  and  I  will  take  away  the  stony  heart  out  of  your  flesh, 
and  I  will  give  you  an  heart  of  flesh.     27  And  I  will  put  my 
Spirit  within  you,  and  cause  you  to  walk  in  my  statutes,  and 
ye  shall  keep  my  judgments,  and  do  them.    28  And  ye  shall 
dwell  in  the  land  that  I  gave  to  your  fathers ;  and  ye  shall  be 
my  people,  and  I  will  be  your  God.     31  Then  shall  ye  remem- 
ber your  own  evil  ways,  and  your  doings  that  were  not  good, 
and  shall  loathe  yourselves  in  your  own  sight  for  your  iniqui- 
ties, and  for  your  abominations.     32  Not  for  your  sakes  do  I 
this,  saith  the  Lord  God,  be  it  known  unto  you :  be  ashamed 
and  confounded  for  your  own  ways,  O  house  of  Israel. 

4 : 2  And  many  nations  shall  come,  and  say,  Come,  and 
let  us  go  up  to  the  mountain  of  the  Lord,  and  to  the  house  of 
the  God  of  Jacob ;  and  he  will  teach  us  of  his  ways,  and  we 
will  walk  in  his  paths  :  for  the  law  shall  go  forth  of  Zion.  and 
the  word  of  the  Lord  from  Jerusalem.  6  In  that  day,  saith 
the  Lord,  will  I  assemble  her  that  halteth,  and  I  will  gather 
her  that  is  driven  out,  and  her  that  I  have  afflicted ;  7  And  I 
will  make  her  that  halted  a  remnant,  and  her  that  was  cast  far 
off  a  strong  nation :  and  the  Lord  shall  reign  over  them  in 
mount  Zion  from  henceforth,  even  for  ever. 

Zee.  12 :  10  And  I  will  pour  upon  the  house  of  David,  and 
upon  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem,  the  spirit  of  grace  and  of 
supplications :  and  they  shaU  look  upon  me  whom  they  have 
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pierced,  and  they  shall  mourn  for  him,  as  one  mourneth  for  his 
only  507Z,  and  shall  be  in  bitterness  for  him,  as  one  that  is  in 
bitterness  for  his  first-born.  11  In  that  day  shall  there  be  a 
great  mourning  in  Jerusalem,  as  the  mourning  of  Hadadrim- 
mon  in  the  valley  of  Megiddon. 

Rom.  11 :  15  For  if  the  casting  away  of  them  be  the  recon- 
ciling of  the  world,  what  shall  the  receiving  of  them  be,  but  life 
from  the  dead  ?  16  For  if  the  first  fruit  be  holy,  the  lump  is 
also  holy :  and  if  the  root  be  holy,  so  are  the  branches.  24  For 
if  thou  wert  cut  out  of  the  olive-tree  which  is  wild  by  nature, 
and  wert  graffed  contrary  to  nature  into  a  good  olive-tree ; 
how  much  more  shall  these,  which  be  the  natural  branches,  be 
graffed  into  their  own  olive-tree  ?  25  For  I  would  not,  breth- 
ren, that  ye  should  be  ignorant  of  this  mystery,  (lest  ye  should 
be  wise  in  your  own  conceits)  that  blindness  in  part  is  hap- 
pened to  Israel,  until  the  fulness  of  the  Gentiles  be  come  in. 
26  And  so  all  Israel  shall  be  saved  :  as  it  is  written,  There 
shall  come  out  of  Sion  the  Deliverer,  and  shall  turn  away  un- 
godliness from  Jacob  :  27  For  this  is  my  covenant  unto  them, 
when  I  shall  take  away  their  sins. 

2  Cor.  3:15  But  even  unto  this  day,  when  Moses  is  read, 
the  vail  is  upon  their  heart.  16  Nevertheless,  when  it  shall 
turn  to  the  Lord,  the  vail  shall  be  taken  away.

351.  Time  knowledge  required  and  encouraged  as  an  in- 
valuable treasure. 

Pr.  4 : 7  Wisdom  is  the  principal  thing ;  therefore  get  wis- 
dom :  and  with  all  thy  getting  get  understanding.  8  Exalt 
her,  and  she  shall  promote  thee  :  she  shall  bring  thee  to  honor, 
when  thou  dost  embrace  her.  9  She  shall  give  to  thine  head 
an  ornament  of  grace :  a  crown  of  glory  shall  she  deliver  to 
thee.

9  Lest  thou  give  thine  honor  unto  others,  and  thy  years  unto 
the  cruel :  10  Lest  strangers  be  filled  with  thy  wealth ;  and 
thy  labors  be  in  the  house  of  a  stranger ;  11  And  thou  mourn 
at  the  last,  when  thy  flesh  and  thy  body  are  consumed, 
12  And  say,  How  have  I  hated  instruction,  and  my  heart 
despised  reproof.

Mai.  3 :  5  And  I  will  come  near  to  you  to  judgment :  and  I 
will  be  a  swift  witness  against  the  sorcerers,  and  against  the 
adulterers,  and  against  false  swearers,  and  against  those  that 
oppress  the  hireling  in  his  wages,  the  widow,  and  the  father- 
less, and  that  turn  aside  the  stranger /rom  his  right,  and  fear 
not  me,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts. 

1  Cor.  5:11  But  now  I  have  written  unto  you  not  to  keep 
company,  if  any  man  that  is  called  a  brother  be  a  fornicator, 
or  covetous,  or  an  idolater,  or  a  railer,  or  a  drunkard,  or  an 
extortioner :  with  such  an  one  no  not  to  eat. 

6 : 9  Know  ye  not  that  the  unrighteous  shall  not  inherit  the 
kingdom  of  God  ?    Be  not  deceived ;  neither  fornicators,  nor 
idolaters,  nor  adulterers,  nor  effeminate,  nor  abusers  of  them-. 
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selves  with  mankind,  10  Nor  thieves,  nor  covetous,  nor  drunk- 
ards, nor  revilers,  nor  extortioners,  shall  inherit  the  kingdom 
of  God. 

10 : 8  Neither  let  us  commit  fornication,  as  some  of  them 
committed,  and  fell  in  one  day  three  and  twenty  thousand. 
[See  Numbers  25 : 1—9.] 

Gal.  5  :  19  Now  the  works  of  the  flesh  are  manifest,  which 
are  these^  Adultery,  fornication,  uncleanness,  lasciviousness, 
20  Idolatry,  witchcraft,  hatred,  variance,  emulations,  wrath,

2  Give  a  portion  to  seven,  and  also 
to  eight ;  for  thou  knowest  not  what  evil  shall  be  upon  the 
earth. 

Mat.  10 : 8  Freely  ye  have  received,  freely  give. 
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Lk.  3  :  11  He  answereth  and  saith  unto  them,  He  that  hath 
two  coats,  let  him  impart  to  him  that  hath  none  ;  and  he  that 
hath  meat,  let  him  do  likewise. 

12 :  33  Sell  that  ye  have,  and  give  alms :  provide  yourselves 
bags  which  wax  not  old,  a  treasure  in  the  heavens  that  faileth 
not,  where  no  thief  approacheth,  neither  moth  corrupteth. 
34  For  where  your  treasure  is,  there  will  your  heart  be 
also. 

16  :  9  And  I  say  unto  you,  Make  to  yourselves  friends  of  the 
mammon  of  unrighteousness  ;  that  when  ye  fail,  they  may  re- 
ceive you  into  everlasting  habitations.  11  If  therefore  ye 
have  not  been  faithful  in  the  unrighteous  mammon,  who  will 
commit  to  your  trust  the  true  riches  ?  13  Ye  cannot  serve 
God  and  mammon.

59 :  3  For  your  hands  are  defiled  with  blood,  and  your 
fingers  with  iniquity ;  your  lips  have  spoken  hes,  your  tongue 
hath  muttered  perverseness.  4  None  calleth  for  justice,  nor 
any  pleadeth  for  truth :  they  trust  in  vanity,  and  speak  lies  ; 
they  conceive  mischief,  and  bring  forth  iniquity.  13  In  trans- 
gressing and  lying  against  the  Lord,  and  departing  away  from 
our  God,  speaking  oppression  and  revolt,  conceiving  and  utter- 
ing from  the  heart  words  of  falsehood.  14  And  judgment  is 
turned  away  backward,  and  justice  standeth  afar  off:  for  truth 
is  fallen  in  the  street,  and  equity  cannot  enter. 

Jer.  9 :  2  Oh  that  I  had  in  the  wilderness  a  lodging-place 
of  way-faring  men  ;  that  I  might  leave  my  people,  and  go  from 
them !  for  they  be  all  adulterers,  an  assembly  of  treacherous 
men.  3  And  they  bend  their  tongues  like  their  bow/or  lies : 
but  they  are  not  valiant  for  the  truth  upon  the  earth  ;  for  they 
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proceed  from  evil  to  evil,  and  they  know  not  me,  saith  the  Lord. 
4  Take  ye  heed  every  one  of  his  neighbor,  and  trust  ye  not  in 
any  brother  :  for  every  brother  will  utterly  supplant,  and  every 
neighbor  will  walk  with  slanders.  5  And  they  will  deceive 
every  one  his  neighbor,  and  will  not  speak  the  truth  :  they  have 
taught  their  tongue  to  speak  lies,  and  weary  themselves  to 
commit  iniquity.  6  Thine  habitation  is  in  the  midst  of  deceit ; 
through  deceit  they  refuse  to  know  me,  saith  the  Lord.  8  Their 
tongue  is  as  an  arrow  shot  out ;  it  speaketh  deceit :  one  speak- 
eth  peaceably  to  his  neighbor  with  his  mouth,  but  in  heart  he 
layeth  his  wait. 

Hos.  4:  1  Hear  the  word  of  the  Lord,  ye  children  of  Israel: 
for  the  Lord  hath  a  controversy  with  the  inhabitants  of  the 
land,  because  there  is  no  truth,  nor  mercy,  nor  knowledge  of  • 
God  in  the  land.  2  Py  swearing,  and  lying,  and  killing,  and 
stealing,  and  comnntting  adultery,  they  break  out,  and  blood 
toucheth  blood- 

Mic.  6  : 1-  For  the  rich  men  thereof  are  full  of  violence,  and 
the  inhabitants  thereof  have  spoken  lies,  and  their  tongue  is 
deceitful  in  their  mouth. 

Jn.  8 ;  44  Ye  are  of  your  father  the  devil,  and  the  lusts  of 
your  father  ye  will  do  :  he  was  a  murderer  from  the  beginning, 
and  abode  not  in  the  truth ;  because  there  is  no  truth  in  him. 
When  he  speaketh  a  lie,  he  speaketh  of  his  own :  for  he  is  a 
liar,  and  the  father  of  it. 

371.  Lying  forbidden — Punishment  of, 

Ex.  20 :  16  Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  witness  against  thy 
neighbor. 

Lev.  19: 11  Ye  shall  not  steal,  neither  deal  falsely,  neither 
lie  one  to  another.

Job  32  :  8  But  there  is  a  spirit  in  man :  and  the  inspiration 
of  the  Almighty  giveth  them  understanding. 

Is.  43  : 8  Bring  forth  the  bhnd  people  that  have  eyes,  and 
the  deaf  that  have  ears. 

Ezk.  12  :  2  Son  of  man,  thou  dwellest  in  the  midst  of  a  re- 
bellious house,  which  have  eyes  to  see,  and  see  not ;  they  have 
ears  to  hear,  and  hear  not :  for  they  are  a  rebellious  house.

1 :  20  For  the  invisible  things  of  him  from  the  creation 
of  the  world  are  clearly  seen,  being  understood  by  tlie  things 
that  are  made,  even  his  eternal  power  and  Godhead ;  so  that 
they  are  without  excuse. 

5  :  12  For  when  for  the  time  ye  ought  to  be  teachers, 
ye  have  need  that  one  teach  you  again  which  he  the  first  prin- 
ciples of  the  oracles  of  God ;  and  are  become  such  as  have 
need  of  milk,  and  not  of  strong  meat.  13  For  every  one  that 
useth  milk,  is  unskilful  in  the  Avord  of  righteousness :  for  he  is 
a  babe.  14  But  strong  meat  belongeth  to  them  that  are  of  full 
age,  even  those  who  by  reason  of  use  have  their  senses  exer- 
cised to  discern  both  good  and  evil. 

6 : 1  Therefore  leaving  the  principles  o^  the  doctrine  of 
Christ,  let  us  go  on  unto  perfection. 

4.  Man's  immortality. 

Ec.  3 :  21  Who  knoweth  the  spirit  of  man  that  goeth  up- 
ward, and  the  spirit  of  the  beast  that  goeth  downward  to  the 
earth  1 

12  : 7  Then  shall  the  dust  return  to  the  earth  as  it  was :  and 
the  spirit  shall  return  unto  God  who  gave  it 
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Mat.  10 :  28  And  fear  not  them  which  kill  the  body,  but  are 
not  able  to  kill  the  soul :  but  rather  fear  him  which  is  able  to 
destroy  both  soul  and  body  in  hell.

21  And  the  Lord  God  caused  a  deep  sleep  to  fall  upon  Adam, 
and  he  slept ;  and  he  took  one  of  his  ribs,  and  closed  up  the 
flesh  instead  thereof:  22  And  the  rib,  which  the  Lord  God 
had  taken  from  man,  made  he  a  woman,  and  brought  her  unto 
the  man. 

Pr.  18 :  22  Whoso  findeth  a  wife,  findeth  a  good  thing,  and 
obtaineth  favor  of  the  Lord. 

Ep.  5 :  31  For  this  cause  shall  a  man  leave  his  father  and 
mother,  and  shall  be  joined  unto  his  wife,  and  they  two  shall 
be  one  flesh. 

1  Tim.  4 : 1  Now  the  Spirit  speaketh  expressly,  that  in  the 
latter  times  some  shall  depart  from  the  faith,  giving  heed  to 
seducing  spirits,  and  doctrines  of  devils ;  2  Speaking  lies  in 
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hypocrisy,  having  their  conscience  seared  with  a  hot  iron ; 
3  Forbidding  to  marry,  and  commanding  to  abstain  from 
meats,  which  God  hath  created  to  be  received  with  thanksgiv- 
mg  of  them  which  beheve  and  know  the  truth. 

1  Tim.  3 :  2  A  bishop  then  must  be  blameless,  the  husband 
of  one  wife,  vigilant,  sober,  of  good  behavior,  given  to  hospi- 
tality, apt  to  teach. 

5 :  14  I  will  therefore  that  the  younger  women  marry,  bear 
children,  guide  the  house,  give  none  occasion  to  the  adversary 
to  speak  reproachfully.  15  For  some  are  already  turned  aside 
after  Satan. 

Heb.  13  :  4  Marriage  is  honorable  in"  all,  and  the  bed  unde- 
filed :  but  whoremongers  and  adulterers  God  will  judge.  Ps. 
68 :  6 ;  and  107  :  41,  42.     1  Cor.  7  :  2. 

374.  Requisites  for  a  happy  marriage. 

Gen.  6  : 2  That  the  sons  of  God  saw  the  daughters  of  men 
that  they  were  fair ;  and  they  took  them  wives  of  all  which 
they  chose.  3  And  the  Lord  said,  My  Spirit  shall  not  always 
strive  with  man,  for  that  he  also  is  flesh:  yet  his  days  shall  be 
an  hundred  and  twenty  years. 

Dt.  7 :  3  Neither  shalt  thou  make  marriages  with  them :  thy 
daughter  thou  shalt  not  give  unto  his  son,  nor  his  daughter 
shalt  thou  take  unto  thy  son.  4  For  they  v/ill  turn  away  thy 
son  from  following  me,  that  they  may  serve  other  gods :  so  will 
the  anger  of  the  Lord  be  kindled  against  you,  and  destroy 
thee  suddenly. 

Am.  3  :  3  Can  two  walk  together,  except  they  be  agreed  ? 

1  Cor.  7  :  39  The  wife  is  bound  by  the  law  as  long  as  her 
husband  liveth  ;  but  if  her  husband  be  dead,  she  is  at  hberty 
to  be  married  to  whom  she  will ;  only  in  the  Lord. 

2  Cor.  6 :  14  Be  ye  not  unequally  yoked  together  with  un- 
believers: for  what  fellowship  hath  righteousness  with  un- 
righteousness? and  what  communion  hath  light  with  darkness? 

375.  Mutual  duties  of  husbands  and  wives. 

Ep.  5:21  Submitting  yourselves  one  to  another  in  the  fear 
of  God.  22  Wives,  submit  yourselves  unto  your  own  hus- 
bands, as  unto  the  Lord.  23  For  the  husband  is  the  head  of 
the  wife,  even  as  Christ  is  the  head  of  the  church :  and  he  is 
the  Savior  of  the  body.  24  Therefore  as  the  church  is  sub- 
ject unto  Christ,  so  let  the  wives  be  to  their  own  husbands  in 
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every  thing.  25  Husbands,  love  your  wives,  even  as  Christ 
also  loved  the  church,  and  gave  himself  for  it ;  28  So  ought 
men  to  love  their  vi^ives,  as  their  own  bodies.  He  that  loveth 
his  wife  loveth  himself.  33  Nevertheless,  let  every  one  of  you 
in  particular  so  love  his  wife  even  as  himself:  and  the  wife  see 
that  she  reverence  her  husband. 

Tit.  2  :  4  That  they  may  teach  the  young  women  to  be  so- 
ber, to  love  their  husbands,  to  love  their  children,  5  To  Ife  dis- 
creet, chaste,  keepers  at  home,  good,  obedient  to  their  own 
husbands,  that  the  word  of  God  be  not  blasphemed.

376.  Polygamy, 

Dt.  17 :  15  Thou  shalt  in  any  wise  set  him  king  over  thee 
whom  the  Lord  thy  God  shall  choose :  one  from  among  thy 
brethren  shalt  thou  set  king  over  thee :  thou  mayest  not  set  a 
stranger  over  thee,  which  is  not  thy  brother.  17  Neither  shall 
he  multiply  wives  to  himself,  that  his  heart  turn  not  away: 
neither  shall  he  greatly  multiply  to  himself  silver  and  gold. 

1  K.  11 : 1  But  king  Solomon  loved  many  strange  women. 
3  And  he  had  seven  hundred  wives,  princesses,  and  three 
hundred  concubines :  and  his  wives  turned  away  his  heart. 

Mai.  2: 15  And  did  not  he  make  one?  Yet  had  he  the 
residue  of  the  Spirit.  And  wherefore  one  ?  That  he  might 
seek  a  godly  seed.  Therefore  take  heed  to  your  spirit,  and  let 
none  deal  treacherously  against  the  wife  of  his  youth. 

Mat.  19:9  And  I  say  unto  you,  Whosoever  shall  put  away 
his  wife,  except  it  be  for  fornication,  and  shall  marry  another, 
committeth  adultery :  and  whoso  marrieth  her  which  is  put 
away,  doth  commit  adultery. 

Mk.  10:11  And  he  saith  unto  them.  Whosoever  shall  put 
away  his  wife,  and  marry  another,  committeth  adultery  against 
her.  12  And  if  a  woman  shall  put  away  her  husband,  and  be 
married  to  another,  she  committeth  adultery. 

1  Tim.  3 :  2  A  bishop  then  must  be  blameless,  the  husband 
of  one  wife.     12  Let  the  deacons  be  the  husbands  of  one 
wife,  ruling  their  children  and  their  own  houses  well. 
377.  Divorce. 

Mai.  2 :  15  And  did  not  he  make  one  ?  Yet  had  he  the 
residue  of  the  Spirit.  And  wherefore  one  ?  That  he  might 
seek  a  godly  seed.    Therefore  take  heed  to  your  spirit,  and  let

the  Lord,  the  God  of  Israel,  saith,  that  he  hateth  putting 
away :  for  one  covereth  violence  with  his  garment,  saith  the 
Lord  of  hosts  :  therefore  take  heed  to  your  spirit,  that  ye  deal 
not  treacherously. 

Mat.  19 :  4  And  he  answered  and  said  unto  them,  Have  ye 
not  read,  that  he  which  made  them  at  the  beginning,  made 
them  male  and  female,  5  And  said,  For  this  cause  shall  a  man 
leave  father  and  mother,  and  shall  cleave  to  his  wife :  and 
they  twain  shall  be  one  flesh  ?  6  Wherefore  they  are  no  more 
twain,  but  one  flesh.  What  therefore  God  hath  joined  to- 
gether, let  not  man  put  asunder.  8  He  saith  unto  them, 
Moses,  because  of  the  hardness  of  your  hearts,  suffered  you  to 
put  away  your  wives  :  but  from  the  beginning  it  was  not  so. 
9  And  I  say  unto  you.  Whosoever  shall  put  away  his  wife,  ex- 
cept it  be  for  fornication,  and  shall  marry  another,  committeth 
adultery :  and  whoso  marrieth  her  which  is  put  away,  doth 
commit  adultery.     Mk.  10  :  2—12. 

Lk.  16  :  18  Whosoever  putteth  away  his  wife,  and  marrieth 
another,  committeth  adultery  ;  and  whosoever  marrieth  her 
that  is  put  away  from  her  husband,  committeth  adultery. 

Rom.  7 : 2  For  the  woman  which  hath  an  husband,  is 
bound  by  the  law  to  her  husband  so  long  as  he  hveth ;  but  if 
the  husband  be  dead,  she  is  loosed  from  the  law  of  her  hus- 
band. 3  So  then,  if  while  her  husband  liveth,  she  be  married 
to  another  man,  she  shall  be  called  an  adulteress :  but  if  her 
husband  be  dead,  she  is  free  from  that  law ;  so  that  she  is  no 
adulteress,  though  she  be  married  to  another  man. 

1  Cor.  7 :  10  And  unto  the  married  I  command,  yet  not  I, 
but  the  Lord,  Let  not  the  wife  depart  from  her  husband: 
11  But  and  if  she  depart,  let  her  remain  unmarried,  or  be  rec- 
onciled to  her  husband :  and  let  not  the  husband  put  away  his 
wife. 

MEANS  OF  GRACE. 
378.  Means  of  grace  appointed. 

Pr.  6 :  23  For  the  commandment  is  a  lamp ;  and  the  law  is 
light ;  and  reproofs  of  instruction  are  the  way  of  life.

3  :  8  Now  he  that  planteth  and  he  that  watereth  are 
one :  and  every  man  shall  receive  his  own  reward,  according 
to  his  own  labor.    9  For  we  are  laborers  together  with  God.

379.  Means  of  grace  necessary. 

Ezk.  33 : 8  When  I  say  unto  the  wicked,  O  wicked  man^ 
thou  Shalt  surely  die ;  if  thou  dost  not  speak  to  warn  the  wicked 
from  his  way,  that  wicked  Tnan  shall  die  in  his  iniquity ;  but 
his  blood  will  I  require  at  thy  hand. 

36 :  37  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  I  will  yet  far  this  be  in- 
quired of  by  the  house  of  Israel,  to  do  it  for  them ;  I  will  in- 
crease them  with  men  hke  a  flock.

29  Is  not  my  word  like  as  a  fire  ?  saith  the  Lord  ;  and  like  a 
hammer  that  breaketh  the  rock  in  pieces  ? 

Lk.  16 :  31  And  he  said  unto  him,  If  they  hear  not  Moses 
and  the  prophets,  neither  will  they  be  persuaded,  though  one 
rose  from  the  dead.

20 :  28  Take  heed  therefore  unto  yourselves,  and  to  all  the 
flock  over  the  which  the  Holy  Ghost  hath  made  you  overseers, 
to  feed  the  church  of  God,  which  he  hath  purchased  with  his 
own  blood.  29  For  I  know  this,  that  after  my  departing  shall 
grievous  wolves  enter  in  among  you,  not  sparing  the  flock. 
30  Also  of  your  own  selves  shall  men  arise,  speaking  per- 
verse things,  to  draw  away  disciples  after  them.  31  Therefore 
watch,  and  remember,  that  by  the  space  of  three  years  I  ceased 
not  to  warn  every  one  night  and  day  with  tears. 

Rom.  2  :  21  Thou  therefore  which  teachest  another,  teachest 
thou  not  thyself?  thou  that  preachest,  a  man  should  not  steal, 
dost  thou  steal  ? 

1  Cor.  9 :  25  And  every  man  that  striveth  for  the  mastery 
is  temperate  in  all  things.  Now  they  do  it  to  obtain  a  corrupt- 
ible crown ;  but  we  an  incorruptible.  26  I  therefore  so  run, 
not  as  uncertainly ;  so  fight  I,  not  as  one  that  beateth  the  air : 
27  But  I  keep  under  my  body,  and  bring  it  into  subjection : 
lest  that  by  any  means  when  I  have  preached  to  others,  I  my- 
self should  be  a  cast-away. 

1  Th.  2 :  10  Ye  are  witnesses,  and  God  also^  how  holily, 
and  justly,  and  unblamably  we  behaved  ourselves  among  you 
that  believe. 

1  Tim.  4:12  Let  no  man  despise  thy  youth  ;  but  be  thou  an 
example  of  the  believers,  in  word,  in  conversation,  in  charity, 
in  spirit,  in  faith,  in  purity.  13  Till  I  come,  give  attendance  to 
reading,  to  exhortation,  to  doctrine.  14  Neglect  not  the  gift 
that  is  in  thee,  which  was  given  thee  by  prophecy,  with  the 
laying  on  of  the  hands  of  the  presbytery.  15  Meditate  upon 
these  things  ;  give  thyself  wholly  to  them  ;  that  thy  profiting 
may  appear  to  all.  16  Take  heed  unto  thyself,  and  unto  the 
doctrine ;  continue  in  them :  for  in  doing  this  thou  shalt  both 
save  thyself,  and  them  that  hear  thee. 

6  :  20  O  Timothy,  keep  that  which  is  committed  to  thy  trust, 
avoiding  profane  and  vain  babblings,  and  oppositions  of  sci- 
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ence  falsely  so  called :  21  Which  some  professing,  have  erred 
concerning  ihe  faith. 

2  Tim.  1:13  Hold  fast  the  form  of  sound  words,  which  thou 
hast  heard  of  me,  in  faith  and  love  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus. 

2  : 3  Thou  therefore  endure  hardness,  as  a  good  soldier  of 
Jesus  Christ.  4  No  man  that  warreth  entangleth  himself  with 
the  affairs  of  this  life ;  that  he  may  please  him  who  hath 
chosen  him  to  be  a  soldier.  22  Flee  also  youthful  lusts :  but 
follow  righteousness,  faith,  charity,  peace,  with  them  that  call 
on  the  Lord  out  of  a  pure  heart.  23  But  foolish  and  un- 
learned questions  avoid,  knowing  tliat  they  do  gender  strifes. 

2  Tim.  4  :  5  But  watch  thou  in  all  things,  endure  afflictions, 
do  the  work  of  an  evangelist,  make  full  proof  of  thy  ministry. 

7  I  have  fought  a  good  fight,  I  have  finished  my  course,  I  have 
kept  the  faith. 

Tit.  2 : 7  In  all  things  shewing  thyself  a  pattern  of  good 
works :  in  doctrine  shewing  uncorruptness,  gravity,  sincerity, 

8  Sound  speech  that  cannot  be  condemned  ;  that  he  that  is  of 
the  contrary  part  may  be  ashamed,  having  no  evil  thing  to  say 
of  you. 

401.  Duty  to  preach  the  gospel  faithfully  as  ambassadors  of 
Christ. 

Dt.  33 :  10  They  shall  teach  Jacob  thy  judgments,  and  Is- 
rael thy  law ;  they  shall  put  incense  before  thee,  and  whole 
burnt  sacrifice  upon  thine  altar. 

Neh.  8  :  8  So  they  read  in  the  book  in  the  law  of  God  dis- 
tinctly, and  gave  the  sense,  and  caused  them  to  understand  the 
reading. 

Ec.  12  :  9  And  moreover,  because  the  Preacher  was  wise, 
he  still  taught  the  people  knowledge :  yea,  he  gave  good  heed, 
and  sought  out,  and  set  in  order  many  proverbs. 

Jer.  1 :  17  Thou  therefore  gird  up  thy  loins,  and  arise,  and 
s^^eak  unto  them  all  that  I  command  thee  :  be  not  dismayed  at 
their  faces,  lest  I  confound  thee  before  them. 

23  :  28  The  prophet  that  hath  a  dream,  let  him  tell  a  dream  ; 
and  he  that  hath  my  word,  let  him  speak  my  word  faithfully. 
What  is  the  chaff  to  the  wheat?  saith  the  Lord. 

26:2    Thus  saith  the   Lord;    Stand  in  the   court   of  the 
Lord's  house,  and  speak  unto  all  the  cities  of  Judah,  which 
come  to  worship  in  the  Lord's  house,  all  the  words  that  I 
command  thee  to  speak  unto  them  ;  diminish  not  a  word. 
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Ezk.  2  :  7  And  thou  shalt  speak  my  words  unto  them,  wheth- 
er they  will  hear,  or  whether  they  will  forbear :  for  they  are 
most  rebellious. 

3  :  10  Moreover  he  said  unto  me,  Son  of  man,  all  my  words 
that  I  shall  speak  unto  thee  receive  in  thine  heart,  and  hear 
with  thine  ears.  11  And  go,  get  thee  to  them  of  the  captivity, 
unto  the  children  of  thy  people,  and  speak  unto  them,  and  tell 
them.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  whether  they  will  hear,  or 
whether  they  will  forbear. 

28 :  19  Go  ye  therefore  and  teach  all  nations,  baptiz- 
ing them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of 
the  Holy  Ghost;  20  Teaching  them  to  observe  all  things 
whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you. 

Mk.  8  :  38  Whosoever  therefore  shall  be  ashamed  of  me,  and 
of  my  words,  in  this  adulterous  and  sinful  generation ;  of  him 
also  shall  the  Son  of  man  be  ashamed,  when  he  cometh  in  the 
glory  of  his  Father  with  the  holy  angels. 

Jn.  7 :  14  Now,  about  the  midst  of  the  feast,  Jesus  went  up 
into  the  temple  and  taught. 

Ac.  5 :  42  And  daily  in  the  temple,  and  in  every  house,  they 
ceased  not  to  teach  and  preach  Jesus  Christ. 

20 :  18  And  when  they  were  come  to  him,  he  said  unto 
them,  Ye  know,  from  the  first  day  that  I  came  into  Asia,  after 
what  manner  I  have  been  with  you  at  all  seasons.  20  And 
how  I  kept  back  nothing  that  was  profitable  unto  you,  but  have 
shewed  you,  and  have  taught  you  publicly,  and  from  house  to 
house.  26  Wherefore  I  take  you  to  record  this  day,  that  I 
am,  pure  from  the  blood  of  all  men,  27  For  I  have  not  shun- 
ned to  declare  unto  you  all  the  counsel  of  God.  28  Take  heed 
therefore  unto  yourselves,  and  to  all  the  flock  over  the  which 
the  Holy  Ghost  hath  made  you  overseers,  to  feed  the  church 
of  God,  which  he  hath  purchased  with  his  own  blood. 

1  Cor.  4 :  1  Let  a  man  so  account  of  us,  as  of  the  ministers 
of  Christ,  and  stewards  of  the  mysteries  of  God.  2  Moreover 
it  is  required  in  stewards  that  a  man  be  found  faithful. 

9:  16^  For  though  I  preach  the  gospel,  I  have  nothing  to 
glory  of:  for  necessity  is  laid  upon  me  ;  yea,  wo  is  unto  me,  if 
I  preach  not  the  gospel ! 

2  Cor.  2 :  17  For  we  are  not  as  many,  which  corrupt  the 
word  of  God :  but  as  of  sincerity,  but  as  of  God,  in  the  sight 
of  God  speak  we  in  Christ. 
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2  Cor.  4  : 1  Therefore,  seeing  we  have  this  ministry,  as  we 
have  received  mercy,  we  faint  not ;  2  But  have  renounced  the 
hidden  things  of  dishonesty;  not  walking  in  craftiness,  nor 
handling  the  word  of  God  deceitfully ;  but,  by  manifestation 
of  the  truth,  commending  ourselves  to  every  man's  conscience 
in  the  sight  of  God. 

5  :  20  Now  then  we  are  ambassadors  for  Christ,  as  though 
God  did  beseech  you  by  us  :  we  pray  you  in  Christ's  stead,  be 
ye  reconciled  to  God. 

Gal.  1 :  10  For  do  I  now  persuade  men,  or  God  ?  or  do  I  seek 
to  please  men  ?  for  if  I  yet  pleased  men,  I  should  not  be  the 
servant  of  Christ. 

1  Th.  2  :  3  For  our  exhortation  was  not  of  deceit,  nor  of  un- 
cleanriess,  nor  in  guile ;  4  But  as  we  were  allowed  of  God  to 
be  put  in  trust  with  the  gospel,  even  so  we  speak ;  not  as 
pleasing  men,  but  God,  which  trieth  our  hearts.  5  For  neither 
at  any  time  used  we  flattering  words,  as  ye  know,  nor  a  cloak 
of  covetousness  ;  God  is  witness. 

2  Tim.  2  :  15  Study  to  shew  thyself  approved  unto  God,  a 
workman  that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed,  rightly  dividing 
the  word  of  truth. 

4:11  charge  thee  therefore  before  God,  and  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  who  shall  judge  the  quick  and  the  dead  at  his  appear- 
ing and  his  kingdom  ;  2  Preach  the  word ;  be  instant  in  sea- 
son, out  of  season  ;  reprove,  rebuke,  exhort  with  all  long-suffer- 
ing and  doctrine.  3  For  the  time  will  come,  when  they  will 
not  endure  sound  doctrine  ;  but  after  their  own  lusts  shall  they 
heap  to  themselves  teachers,  having  itching  ears ;  4  And  they 
shall  turn  away  their  ears  from  the  truth,  and  shall  be  turned 
unto  fables.  5  But  watch  thou  in  all  things,  endure  afflictions, 
do  the  work  of  an  evangelist,  make  lull  proof  of  thy  ministry. 

Tit.  2  : 1  But  speak  thou  the  things  which  become  sound 
doctrine :  2  That  the  aged  men  be  sober,  grave,  temperate, 
sound  in  faith,  in  charity,  in  patience. 

1  Pet.  4:11  If  any  man  speak,  let  him  speak  as  the  oracles 
of  God  ;  if  any  man  minister,  let  him  do  it  as  of  the  ability 
which  God  giveth :  that  God  in  all  things  may  be  glorified 
through  Jesus  Christ ;  to  whom  be  praise  and  dominion  for 
ever  and  ever. 

5:1  The  elders  which  are  among  you  I  exhort,  who  am  also 
an  elder,  and  a  witness  of  the  sufferings  of  Christ,  and  also  a 
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partaker  of  the  glory  that  shall  be  revealed :  2  Feed  the  flock 
of  God  which  is  among  you,  taking  the  oversight  thereof^  not 
by  constraint,  but  willingly ;  not  for  filthy  lucre,  but  of  a  ready 
mind ;  3  Neither  as  being  lords  over  God's  heritage,  but  being 
ensamples  to  the  flock. 

402.  Duty  to  he  inoffensive. 

Mat.  17 :  27  Notwithstanding,  lest  we  should  offend  them, 
go  thou  to  the  sea,  and  cast  an  hook,  and  take  up  the  fish  that 
first  Cometh  up  :  and  when  thou  hast  opened  his  mouth,  thou 
shalt  find  a  piece  of  money :  that  take,  and  give  unto  them  for 
me  and  thee. 

Rom.  14 :  21  It  is  good  neither  to  eat  flesh,  nor  to  drink 
wine,  nor  any  thing  whereby  thy  brother  stumbleth,  or  is  of- 
fended, or  is  made  weak. 

1  Cor.  9 :  19  For  though  I  be  free  from  all  tnen^  yet  have  1 
made  myself  servant  unto  all,  that  I  might  gain  the  more. 
20  And  unto  the  Jews  I  became  as  a  Jew,  that  I  might  gain 
the  Jews ;  to  them  that  are  under  the  law,  as  under  the  law, 
that  I  might  gain  them  that  are  under  the  law ;  22  To  the 
weak  became  I  as  weak,  that  I  might  gain  the  weak :  I  am 
made  all  things  to  all  men^  that  I  might  by  all  means  save 
some. 

10  :  32  Give  none  offence,  neither  to  the  Jews,  nor  to  the 
Gentiles,  nor  to  the  church  of  God.  33  Even  as  1  please  all 
men  in  all  things^  not  seeking  mine  own  profit,  but  the  projit 
of  many,  that  they  may  be  saved. 

2  Cor.  6:3  Giving  no  offence  in  any  thing,  that  the  ministry 
be  not  blamed :  4  But  in  all  things  approving  ourselves  as  the 
ministers  of  God,  in  much  patience,  in  afflictions,  in  necessities, 
in  distresses. 

Col.  1 :  10  That  ye  might  walk  worthy  of  the  Lord  unto  all 
pleasing,  being  fruitful  in  every  good  work,  and  increasing  in 
the  knowledge  of  God. 

403.  Duty  to  fear  not  man,  but  God. 

Jer.  1 :  7  But  the  Lord  said  unto  me.  Say  not,  I  am  a  child : 
for  thou  shalt  go  to  all  that  I  shall  send  thee,  and  whatsoever 
I  command  thee  thou  shalt  speak.  8  Be  not  afraid  of  their 
faces :  for  I  am  with  thee  to  deliver  thee,  saith  the  Lord. 
17  Thou  therefore  gird  up  thy  loins,  and  arise,  and  speak  unto 
them  all  that  I  command  thee  :  be  not  dismayed  at  their  faces, 
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lest  I  confound  thee  before  them.  18  For  behold,  I  have  made 
thee  this  day  a  defenced  city,  and  an  iron  pillar,  and  brazen 
walls  against  the  whole  land,  against  the  kings  of  Judah, 
against  the  princes  thereof,  against  the  priests  thereof,  and 
against  the  people  of  the  land.  19  And  they  shall  fight  against 
thee ;  but  they  shall  not  prevail  against  thee ;  for  I  am  with 
thee,  saith  the  Lord,  to  deliver  thee. 

Ezk.  2  :  6  And  thou,  son  of  man,  be  not  afraid  of  them,  nei- 
ther be  afraid  of  their  words,  though  briers  and  thorns  he  with 
thee,  and  thou  dost  dwell  among  scorpions :  be  not  afraid  of 
their  words,  nor  be  dismayed  at  their  looks,  though  they  be  a 
rebellious  house.  7  And  thou  shalt  speak  my  words  unto 
them,  whether  they  will  hear,  or  whether  they  will  forbear : 
for  they  are  most  rebellious. 

Mat.  10  :  28  And  fear  not  them  which  kill  the  body,  but  are 
not  able  to  kill  the  soul :  but  rather  fear  him  which  is  able  to 
destroy  both  soul  and  body  in  hell. 

Lk.  12  :  4  And  I  say  unto  you,  my  friends.  Be  not  afraid  of 
them  that  kill  the  body,  and  after  that,  have  no  more  that  they 
can  do. 

Ac.  4 :  13  Now,  when  they  saw  the  boldness  of  Peter  and 
John,  and  perceived  that  they  were  unlearned  and  ignorant 
men,  they  marvelled  ;  and  they  took  knowledge  of  them,  that 
they  had  been  with  Jesus.  18  And  they  called  them,  and  com- 
manded them  not  to  speak  at  all,  nor  teach  in  the  name  of  Je- 
sus. 19  But  Peter  and  John  answered  and  said  unto  them, 
Whether  it  be  right  in  the  sight  of  God  to  hearken  unto  you 
more  than  unto  God,  judge  ye.  20  For  we  cannot  but  speak 
the  things  which  we  have  seen  and  heard.  29  And  now,  Lord, 
behold  their  threatenings :  and  grant  unto  thy  servants,  that 
with  all  boldness  they  may  speak  thy  word. 

6 :  10  And  they  were  not  able  to  resist  the  wisdom  and  the 
spirit  by  which  he  spake. 

9 :  29  And  he  spake  boldly  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus, 
and  disputed  against  the  Grecians :  but  they  went  about  to 
slay  him. 

18  :  9  Then  spake  the  Lord  to  Paul  in  the  night  by  a  vision. 
Be  not  afraid,  but  speak,  and  hold  not  thy  peace  :  10  For  I  am 
with  thee,  and  no  man  shall  set  on  thee,  to  hurt  thee  :  for  I 
have  much  people  in  this  city. 

19 : 8  And  he  went  into  the  synagogue,  and  spake  boldly 
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for  the  space  of  three  months,  disputing  and  persuading  the 
things  concerning  the  kingdom  of  God. 

Ph.  1 :  20  According  to  my  earnest  expectation,  and  my 
hope,  that  in  nothing  I  shall  be  ashamed,  but  that  with  all 
boldness,  as  always,  so  now  also,  Christ  shall  be  magnified  in 
my  body,  whether  it  be  by  life,  or  by  death.     [See  267.] 

404.  Duty  to  refute  error,  and  reprove  errorists  and  trans- 
gressors. 

1  S.  13 :  13  And  Samuel  said  to  Saul,  Thou  hast  done  fool- 
ishly :  thou  hast  not  kept  the  commandment  of  the  Lord  thy 
God,  which  he  commanded  thee :  for  now  would  the  Lord 
have  established  thy  kingdom  upon  Israel  for  ever.  14  But 
now  thy  kingdom  shall  not  continue. 

2  S.  12  : 7  And  Nathan  said  to  David,  Thou  art  the  man. 

1  K.  18 :  17  And  it  came  to  pass  when  Ahab  saw  Elijah, 
that  Ahab  said  unto  him,  Art  thou  he  that  troubleth  Israel  ? 
18  And  he  answered,  I  have  not  troubled  Israel ;  but  thou,  and 
thy  father's  house,  in  that  ye  have  forsaken  the  command- 
ments of  the  Lord,  and  thou  hast  followed  Baalim. 

21 :  20  And  Ahab  said  to  Elijah,  Hast  thou  found  me,  O 
mine  enemy  ?  And  he  answered,  I  have  found  thee  :  because 
thou  hast  sold  thyself  to  work  evil  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord. 

Is.  58  :  1  Cry  aloud,  spare  not,  lift  up  thy  voice  like  a  trum- 
pet, and  shew  my  people  their  transgressioUj  and  the  house  of 
Jacob  their  sins. 

Ezk.  16  :  2  Son  of  man,  cause  Jerusalem  to  know  her  abom- 
inations. 

Mic.  3  :  8  But  truly  I  am  full  of  power  by  the  Spirit  of  the 
Lord,  and  of  judgment,  and  of  might,  to  declare  unto  Jacob 
his  transgression,  and  to  Israel  his  sin. 

Ac.  2  :  23  Him,  being  delivered  by  the  determinate  counsel 
and  foreknowledge  of  God,  ye  have  taken,  and  by  wicked 
hands  have  crucified  and  slain.

Duties— To  pray  and  labor  for  others. 


1  Tim.  5 :  20  Them  that  sin  rebuke  before  all,  that  others 
also  may  fear. 

2  Tim.  4 : 2  Preach  the  word ;  be  instant  in  season,  out  of 
season ;  reprove,  rebuke,  exhort  with  all  lowg-suffering  and 
doctrine. 

Tit.  1 :  10  For  there  are  many  unruly  and  vain  talkers  and 
deceivers,  especially  they  of  the  circumcision :  11  Whose 
mouths  must  be  stopped,  who  subvert  whole  houses,  teaching 
things  which  they  ought  not,  for  filthy  lucre's  sake.  13  This 
witness  is  true :  wherefore  rebuke  them  sharply,  that  they 
may  be  sound  in  the  faith.     [See  Reproof,  513.] 

405.  Duty  to  pray  and  labor  for  the  spiritual  good  of  others. 

1  S.  12 :  23  Moreover  as  for  me,  God  forbid  that  I  should 
sin  against  the  Lord  in  ceasing  to  pray  for  you :  but  I  will 
teach  you  the  good  and  the  right  way. 

Joel  2  :  17  Let  the  priests,  the  ministers  of  the  Lord,  weep 
between  the  porch  and  the  altar,  and  let  them  say,  Spare  thy 
people,  O  Lord,  and  give  not  thine  heritage  to  reproach,  that 
the  heathen  should  rule  over  them  :  wherefore  should  they  say 
among  the  people.  Where  is  their  God  ? 

Ac.  20 :  31  Therefore  watch,  and  remember,  that  by  the 
space  of  three  years  I  ceased  not  to  warn  every  one  night  and 
day  with  tears. 

Rom.  1 :  9  For  God  is  my  witness,  whom  I  serve  with  my 
spirit  in  the  gospel  of  his  Son,  that  without  ceasing  I  make 
mention  of  you  always  in  my  prayers. 

2  Cor.  11:2  For  I  am  jealous  over  you  with  godly  jealousy  : 
for  I  have  espoused  you  to  one  husband,  that  I  may  present 
you  as  a  chaste  virgin  to  Christ. 

12 :  14  Behold,  the  third  time  I  am  ready  to  come  to  you  ; 
and  I  will  not  be  burdensome  to  you  :  for  I  seek  not  yours,  but 
you.  For  the  children  ought  not  to  lay  up  for  the  parents, 
but  the  parents  for  the  children.  15  And  I  will  very  gladly 
spend  and  be  spent  for  you ;  though  the  more  abundantly  I 
love  you,  the  less  I  be  loved. 

Gal.  1 :  16  To  reveal  his  Son  in  me,  that  I  might  preach 
him  among  the  heathen ;  immediately  I  conferred  not  with 
flesh  and  blood. 

4 :  19  My  little  children,  of  whom  I  travail  in  birth  again, 
until  Christ  be  formed  in  you,  20  I  desire  to  be  present  with 
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you  now,  and  to  change  my  voice  j  for  I  stand  in  doubt  of 
you. 

Ph.  1 :  3  I  thank  my  God  upon  every  remembranae  of  you, 
4  Always  in  every  prayer  of  mine  for  you  all  making  request 
with  joy,  5  For  your  fellowship  in  the  gospel  from  the  first 
day  until  now ;  8  For  God  is  my  record,  how  greatly  I  long 
after  you  all  in  the  bowels  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Col.  1 :  9  For  this  cause  we  also,  since  the  day  we  heard  it, 
do  not  cease  to  pray  for  you,  and  to  "desire  that  ye  might  be 
filled  with  the  knowledge  of  his  will  in  all  wisdom  and  spiritual 
understanding;  10  That  ye  might  walk  worthy  of  the  Lord 
unto  all  pleasing,  being  fruitful  in  every  good  work,  and  in- 
creasing in  the  knowledge  of  God  :  11  Strengthened  with  all 
might,  according  to  his  glorious  power,  unto  all  patience  and 
long-suffering  with  joyfulness:  28  Whom  we  preach,  warning 
every  man,  and  teaching  every  man  in  all  wisdom ;  that  we 
may  present  every  man  perfect  in  Christ  Jesus. 

4:12  Epaphras,  who  is  one  of  you,  a  servant  of  Christ,  sa- 
luteth  you,  always  laboring  fervently  for  you  in  prayers,  that 
ye  may  stand  perfect  and  complete  in  all  the  will  of  God. 
13  For  I  bear  him  record,  that  he  hath  a  great  zeal  for  you, 
and  them  that  are  in  Laodicea,  and  them  in  Hierapolis. 

1  Th.  2  :  6  Nor  of  men  sought  we  glory,  neither  of  you,  nor 
yet  of  others,  when  we  might  have  been  burdensome,  as  the 
apostles  of  Christ.

9  For  ye  remember,  brethren,  our  labor 
md  travail :  for  laboring  night  and  day,  because  we  would 
lot  be  chargeable  unto  any  of  you,  we  preached  unto  you 
the  gospel  of  God.  10  Ye  are  witnesses,  and  God  also, 
low  holily,  and  justly,  and  unblamably  we  behaved  ourselves 
imong  you  that  believe:  11  As  ye  know  how  we  exhorted, 
md  comforted,  and  charged  every  one  of  you,  as  a  father 
ioth  his  children,  12  That  ye  would  walk  worthy  of  God, 
vho  hath  called  you  unto  his  kingdom  and  fflorv.  1  Th. 
5:7— 10.  ^

9:11  If  we  have  sown  unto  you  spiritual  things,  is  it 
a  great  thing  if  we  shall  reap  your  carnal  things  ?  13  Do  ye 
not  know  that  they  which  minister  about  holy  things  live  of  the 
things  of  the  temple,  and  they  which  wait  at  the  alter  are  par- 
takers with  the  altar?  14  Even  so  hath  the  Lord  ordained 
that  they  which  preach  the  gospel  should  live  of  the  gospel. 

Gal.  6 : 6  Let  him  that  is  taught  in  the  word,  communicate 
unto  him  that  teacheth  in  all  good  things. 

Ep.  6 :  18  Praying  always  with  all  prayer  and  supplication 
m  the  Spirit,  and  watching  thereunto  with  all  perseverance 
and  supplication  for  all  saints ;  19  And  for  me,  that  utterance 
may  be  given  unto  me,  that  I  may  open  my  mouth  boldly,  to 
make  known  the  mystery  of  the  gospel. 

1  Th.  5 :  12  And  we  beseech  you,  brethren,  to  know  them 
which  labor  among  you,  and  are  over  you  in  the  Lord,  and 
admonish  you ;  13  And  to  esteem  them  very  highly  in  love 
for  their  work's  sake.  And  be  at  peace  among  yourselves. 
25  Brethren,  pray  for  us. 

2  Th.  3  : 1  Finally,  brethren,  pray  for  us,  that  the  word  of 
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the  Lord  may  have/ree  course,  and  be  glorified,  even  as  it  is 
with  you  ;  2  And  that  we  may  be  delivered  from  unreasonable 
and  wicked  men  :  for  all  men  have  not  faith.

32 :  21  And  Moses  said  unto  Aaron,  What  did  this  peo- 
ple unto  thee,  that  thou  hast  brought  so  great  a  sin  upon 
them  ?  22  And  Aaron  said.  Let  not  the  anger  of  my  lord 
wax  hot:  thou  knowest  the  people,  that  they  are  set  on  mis- 
chief.   23  For  they  said  unto  me.  Make  us  gods  which  shall 

go  before  us. 

Is.  30 :  9  This  is  a  rebellious  people,  lying  children,  children 
that  will  not  hear  the  law  of  the  Lord  :  10  Which  say  to  the 
seers.  See  not ;  and  to  the  prophets,  Prophesy  not  unto  us  right 
things,  speak  unto  us  smooth  things,  prophesy  deceits  :  11  Get 
ye  out  of  the  way,  turn  aside  out  of  the  path,  cause  the  Holy 
One  of  Israel  to  cease  from  before  us. 

Jer.  5  :  30  A  wonderful  and  horrible  thing  is  committed  in 
the  land;  31  The  prophets  prophesy  falsely,  and  the  priests 
bear  rule  by  their  means ;  and  my  people  love  to  have  it  so  • 
and  what  will  ye  do  in  the  end  thereof?

414.  False  and  unfaithful  ministers  numerous,  deceitful,  and 
dangerous. 

1  K.  18 :  22  Then  said  Elijah  unto  the  people,  I,  even  I  only, 
remain  a  prophet  of  the  Lord  ;  but  Baal's  prophets  are  four 
hundred  and  fifty  men. 

Jer.  10 :  21  For  the  pastors  are  become  brutish,  and  have 
not  sought  the  Lord  :  therefore  they  shall  not  prosper,  and  all 
their  flocks  shall  be  scattered. 

Mat.  7 :  22  Many  will  say  to  me  in  that  day.  Lord,  Lord, 
have  we  not  prophesied  in  thy  name  ?  and  in  thy  name  have 
cast  out  devils?  and  in  thy  name  done  many  wonderful  works? 
23  And  then  I  will  profess  unto  them,  I  never  knew  you :  de- 
part from  me,  ye  that  work  iniquity.

16 :  18  For  they  that  are  such  serve  not  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  but  their  own  belly ;  and  by  good  words  and  fair 
speeches  deceive  the  hearts  of  the  simple. 

2  Cor.  11 :  13  For  such  are  false  apostles,  deceitful  workers, 
transforming  themselves  into  the  apostles  of  Christ.  14  And 
no  marvel ;  for  Satan  himself  is  transformed  into  an  angel  of 
light.  15  Therefore  it  is  no  great  thing  if  his  ministers  also 
be  transformed  as  the  ministers  of  righteousness ;  whose  end 
shall  be  according  to  their  works. 

Ep.  4 :  14  That  we  henceforth  be  no  more  children,  tossed  to 
and  fro,  and  carried  about  with  every  wind  of  doctrine,  by  the 
sleight  of  men,  and  cunning  craftiness,  whereby  they  lie  in 
wait  to  deceive. 

2  Tim.  3:13  But  evil  men  and  seducers  shall  wax  worse 
and  worse,  deceiving,  and  being  deceived. 

Tit.  1 :  10  For  there  are  many  unruly  and  vain  talkers  and 
deceivers,  especially  they  of  the  circumcision  :  11  Whose 
mouths  must  be  stopped,  who  subvert  whole  houses,  teaching 
things  which  they  ought  not,  for  filthy  lucre's  sake. 

2  Pet.  2 : 3  And  through  covetousness  shall  they  with 
feigned  words  make  merchandise  of  you :  whose  judgment 
now  of  a  long  time  lingereth  not,  and  their  damnation  slum- 
bereth  not. 

Dangerous. 

Is.  3  :  12  O  my  people,  they  which  lead  thee  cause  thee  to 
err,  and  destroy  the  way  of  thy  paths. 

9 :  15  The  ancient  and  honorable,  he  is  the  head ;  and  the 
prophet  that  teacheth  lies,  he  is  the  tail.  1 6  For  the  leaders 
of  this  people  cause  them  to  err ;  and  they  that  are  led  of  them 
are  destroyed. 

Jer.  23  :  14  I  have  seen  also  in  the  prophets  of  Jerusalem  a 
horrible  thing :  they  commit  adultery,  and  walk  in  lies :  they 
strengthen  also  the  hands  of  evil-doers,  that  none  doth  return 
from  his  wickedness :  they  are  all  of  them  unto  me  as  Sodom, 
and  the  inhabitants  thereof  as  Gomorrah.  15  Therefore  thus 
saith  the  Lord  of  hosts  concerning  the  prophets ;  Behold,  I 
will  feed  them  with  wormwood,  and  make  them  drink  the 
water  of  gall :  for  from  the  prophets  of  Jerusalem  is  profane- 
ness  gone  forth  into  all  the  land.  32  Behold,  I  am  against 
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them  that  prophesy  false  dreams,  saith  the  Lord,  and  do  tell 
them,  and  cause  my  people  to  err  by  their  lies,  and  by  their 
lightness  ;  yet  I  sent  them  not,  nor  commanded  them  :  there- 
fore they  shall  not  profit  this  people  at  all,  saith  the  Lord. 

Ezk.  13 :  10  Because,  even  because  they  have  seduced  my 
people,  saying,  Peace ;  and  there  was  no  peace  ;  and  one  built 
up  a  wall,  and  lo,  others  daubed  it  with  untempered  mortar: 
22  Because  with  lies  ye  have  made  the  heart  of  the  righteous 
sad,  whom  I  have  not  made  sad;  and  strengthened  the  hands 
of  the  wicked,  that  he  should  not  return  from  his  wicked  way 
by  promising  him  life. 

22 :  25  There  is  a  conspiracy  of  her  prophets  in  the  midst 
thereof,  like  a  roaring  lion  ravening  the  prey;  they  have  de- 
voured souls  ;  they  have  taken  the  treasure  and  precious 
things ;  they  have  made  her  many  widows  in  the  midst  thereof. 
26  Her  priests  have  violated  my  law,  and  have  profaned  my 
holy  things :  they  have  put  no  difference  between  the  holy  and 
profane,  neither  have  they  shewed  difference  between  the  un- 
clean and  the  clean,  and  have  hid  their  eyes  from  my  sab- 
baths, and  I  am  profaned  among  them.  27  Her  princes  in  the 
midst  thereof  are  like  wolves  ravening  the  prey,  to  shed  blood, 
and  to  destroy  souls,  to  get  dishonest  gain.  28  And  her 
prophets  have  daubed  them  with  untempered  nwrtar,  seeing 
vanity,  and  divining  hes  unto  them,  saying,  Thus  saith  the 
Lord  God,  when  the  Lord  hath  not  spoken. 

34  ;  2  Son  of  man,  prophesy  against  the  shepherds  of  Israel, 
prophesy,  and  say  unto  them.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  unto 
the  shepherds ;  Wo  he  to  the  shepherds  of  Israel  that  do  feed 
themselves  !  should  not  the  shepherds  feed  the  flocks  ?  3  Ye 
eat  the  fat,  and  ye  clothe  you  with  the  wool,  ye  kill  them  that 
are  fed :  but  ye  feed  not  the  flock.  4  The  diseased  have  ye 
not  strengthened,  neither  have  ye  healed  that  which  was  sick 
neither  have  ye  bound  up  that  which  was  broken,  neither  have 
ye  brought  again  that  which  was  driven  away,  neither  have 
ye  sought  that  which  was  lost;  but  with  force  and  with  cruelty 
have  ye  ruled  them.

24  :  4  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them.  Take  heed 
that  no  man  deceive  you.  5  For  many  shall  come  in  my 
name,  saying,  I  am  Christ ;  and  shall  deceive  many.  24  For 
there  shall  arise  false  Christs,  and  false  prophets,  and  shall 
shew  great  signs  and  wonders  ;  insomuch  that,  if  it  were  pos- 
sible, they  shall  deceive  the  very  elect.

2  Therefore  thus 
saith  the  Lord  God  of  Israel  against  the  pastors  that  feed  my 
people ;  Ye  have  scattered  my  flock,  and  driven  them  away 
and  have  not  visited  them :  behold,  I  will  visit  upon  you  the 
evil  of  your  doings,  saith  the  Lord. 

Ezk.  13  :  3  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Wo  unto  the  foolish 
prophets,  that  follow  their  own  spirit,  and  have  seen  nothing ! 
18  And  say,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Wo  to  the  women  that 
sew  pillows  to  all  arm-holes,  and  make  kerchiefs  upon  the 
head  of  every  stature  to  hunt  souls  ! 

22 :  26  Her  priests  have  violated  my  law,  and  have  pro- 
faned mine  holy  things  :  tiey  have  put  no  difference  between 
the  holy  and  profane,  neither  have  they  shewed  difference  be- 
tween the  unclean  an(Z  the  clean,  and  have  hid  their  eyes  fi-om 
my  sabbaths,  and  I  am  profaned  among  them.  31  Therefore 
have  I  poured  out  mine  indignation  upon  them ;  I  have  con- 
sumed them  wi<:h  the  fire  of  my  wrath :  their  own  way  have  I 
recompensed  upon  their  heads,  saith  the  Lord  God. 

34 : 2  Son  of  man,  prophesy  against  the  shepherds  of  Israel, 
prophesy,  and  say  unto  them.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  unto 
the  shepherds ;  Wo  he  to  the  shepherds  of  Israel  that  do  feed 
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themselves  !  should  not  the  shepherds  feed  the  flocks  7 
10  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Behold,  I  am  against  the 
shepherds;  and  I  will  require  my  flock  at  their  hand,  and 
cause  them  to  cease  from  feeding  the  flock ;  neither  shall  the 
shepherds  feed  themselves  any  more ;  for  I  will  deliver  my 
flock  from  their  mouth,  that  they  may  not  be  meat  for  them.

17  Ye 
fools,  and  blind  !  for  whether  is  greater,  the  gold,  or  the  tem- 
ple that  sanctifieth  the  gold  ?  23  Wo  unto  you,  scribes  and 
Pharisees,  hypocrites  !  for  ye  pay  tithe  of  mint,  and  anise,  and 
cummin,  and  have  omitted  the  weightier  matters  of  the  law, 
judgment,  mercy,  and  faith :  these  ought  ye  to  have  done, 
and  not  to  leave  the  other  undone.  24  Ye  blind  guides, 
which  strain  at  a  gnat,  and  swallow  a  camel.  27  Wo  unto 
you,  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites !  for  ye  are  hke  unto 
whited  sepulchres,  which  indeed  appear  beautiful  outward,  but 
are  within  full  of  dead  men's  \)ones,  and  of  all  uncleanness. 
28  Even  so  ye  also  outwardly  appp.ar  righteous  unto  men,  but 
within  ye  are  full  of  hypocrisy  and  iniquity.  33  Ye  serpents, 
ye  generation  of  vipers,  how  can  ye  escape  the  damnation  of 
hell? 

Lk.  6  :  26  Wo  unto  you,  when  all  men  shall  speak  well  of 
you !  for  so  did  their  fathers  to  the  false  prophets. 

11 :  52  Wo  unto  you,  lawyers  !  for  ye  have  taken  away  the 
key  of  knowledge :  ye  entered  not  in  yourselves,  and  them 
that  were  entering  in  ye  hindered. 

2  Pet.  2 :  3  And  through  covetousness  shall  they  with  feigned

they  may  receive  forgiveness  of  sins,  and  inheritance  among 
them  which  are  sanctified  by  faith  that  is  in  me. 

10  :  14  How  then  shall  they  call  on  him  in  whom  they 
have  not  believed  ?  and  how  shall  they  believe  in  him  of  whom 
they  have  not  heard  ?  and  how  shall  they  hear  without  a 
preacher?  15  And  how  shall  they  preach,  except  they  be 
sent  ?  as  it  is  written,  How  beautiful  are  the  feet  of  them  that 
preach  the  gospel  of  peace,  and  bring  glad  tidings  of  good 
things  !    [See  364  and  412.] 

418.  Missions  called  for  by  the  character,  condition,  and,  pros- 
pects of  the  heathen. 

Pb.  9 :  17  The  wicked  shall  be  turned  into  hell,  and  all  the 
nations  that  forget  God. 

74  :  20  Have  respect  unto  the  covenant :  for  the  dark  places 
of  the  earth  are  full  of  the  habitations  of  cruelty. 

Rom.  2  :  12  For  as  many  as  have  sinned  without  law,  shall 
also  perish  without  law :  and  as  many  as  have  sinned  in  the 
law,  shall  be  judged  by  the  law.

4 : 4  Hear,  O  our  God  ;  for  we  are  despised  :  and  turn 
their  reproach  upon  their  own  head,  and  give  them  for  a  prey 
in  the  land  of  captivity.

have  gathered  themselves  together  against  me.

who  eat  up  my  people  as  they  eat  bread,  and  call  not  upon 
the  Lord. 

22  :  6  But  I  am  a  worm,  and  no  man  ;  a  reproach  of  men, 
and  despised  of  the  people.  7  All  they  that  see  me  laugh  me 
to  scorn :  they  shoot  out  the  lip,  they  shake  the  head,  saying^ 
8  He  trusted  on  the  Lord  that  he  would  deliver  him :  let  him 
deliver  him,  seeing  he  delighted  in  him. 

31 :  11  I  was  a  reproach  among  ail  mine  enemies,  but  espe- 
cially among  my  neighbors,  and  a  fear  to  mine  acquaintance : 
they  that  did  see  me  without  fled  from  me.  13  For  I  have 
heard  the  slander  of  many :  fear  was  on  every  side :  while 
they  look  counsel  together  against  me,  they  devised  to  take 
away  my  life. 

42  :  10  As  with  a  sword  in  my  bones,  mine  enemies  reproach 
me;  while  they  say  daily  unto  me,  Where  is  thy  God  ? 
44 :  22  Yea,  for  thy  sake  are  we  killed  all  the  day  long ;  we 
are  counted  as  sheep  for  the  slaughter. 

64 :  2  Hide  me  from  the  secret  counsel  of  the  wicked  ;  from 
the  insurrection  of  the  workers  of  iniquity:  3  Who  whet  their 
tongue  like  a  sword,  and  bend  their  bows  to  shoot  their  arrows, 
even  bitter  words :  4  That  they  may  shoot  in  secret  at  the 
perfect :  suddenly  do  they  shoot  at  him,  and  fear  not. 

69  : 4  They  that  hate  me  without  a  cause  are  more  than  the 
hairs  of  mine  head :  they  that  would  destroy  me,  being  mine 
enemies  wrongfully,  are  mighty :  then  I  restored  that  v/hich  1 
took  not  away.  7  Because  for  thy  sake  I  have  borne  reproach  : 
shame  hath  covered  my  face.  8  I  am  become  a  stranger  unto 
my  brethren,  and  an  aUen  unto  my  mother's  children.  9  For 
the  zeal  of  thine  house  hath  eaten  me  up ;  and  the  reproaches 
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of  them  that  reproached  thee  are  fallen  upon  me.  10  When  1 
wept,  and  chastened  my  soul  with  fasting,  that  was  to  my  re- 
proach. 19  Thou  hast  known  my  reproach,  and  my  shame 
and  my  dishonor:  mine  adversaries  are  all  before  thee! 
20  Reproach  hath  broken  my  heart ;  and  I  am  full  of  heavi- 
ness :  and  I  looked /or  some  to  take  pity,  but  there  was  none  j 
and  for  comforters,  but  I  found  none. 

79 :  4  We  are  become  a  reproach  to  our  neighbors,  a  scorn 
and  derision  to  them  that  are  round  about  us. 

89  :  50  Remember,  Lord,  the  reproach  of  thy  servants ;  how 
I  do  bear  in  my  bosom  the  reproach  (/all  the  mighty  people; 
51  Wherewith  thine  enemies  have  reproached,  O  Lord  ;  where- 
with they  have  reproached  the  footsteps  of  thine  anointed. 

102 : 8  Mine  enemies  reproach  me  all  the  day ;  and  they 
that  are  mad  against  me  are  sworn  against  me. 

Dan.  7 :  25   And  he  shall  speak  great  words  against  the 
Most  High,  and  shall  wear  out  the  saints  of  the  Most  High 
and  think  to  change  times  and  laws :  and  they  shall  be  given 
mto  his  hand  until  a  time  and  times  and  the  dividing  of  Sme. 
Jn.   10  :  20  And  many  of  them  said,  He  [Christ]  hath  a 
devil,  and  is  mad ;  why  hear  ye  him  ? 

Ac.  26 :  24  And  as  he  thus  spake  for  himself,  Festus  said 
with  a  loud  voice,  Paul,  thou  art  beside  thyself  j  much  learn- 
mg  doth  make  thee  mad. 

Heb.  11:36  And  others  had  trial  of  cruel  mockincrg  and 
scourgmgs,  yea,  moreover  of  bonds  and  imprisonment: 
37  They  were  stoned,  they  were  sawn  asunder,  were  tempted 
were  slain  with  the  sword :  they  wandered  about  in  sheep- 
skms  and  goat-skins  ;  being  destitute,  afflicted,  tormented ; 
ja  (Ul  whom  the  world  was  not  worthy:)  they  wandered  in 
deserts,  and  m  mountains,  and  in  dens  and  caves  of  the  earth. 
Rev  7 :  14  And  I  said  unto  him,  Sir,  thou  knowest.  And 
he  said  to  me.  These  are  they  which  came  out  of  great  tribu- 
ation  and  have  washed  their  robes,  and  made  them  white  in 
the  blood  of  the  Lamb.     [See  59,  and  408.] 

440.  God  will  reward  the  persecuted,  and  humble  their  perse- 
cutors before  him  and  them. 

Ps.  37  :  12  The  wicked  plotteth  against  the  just,  and  gnash- 
eth  upon  him  with  his  teeth.  13  The  Lord  shall  laugh  at 
him :  for  he  seeth  that  his  day  is  coming.     14  The  wicked 
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have  drawn  out  the  sword,  and  have  bent  their  bow,  to  cast 
down  the  poor  and  needy,  and  to  slay  such  as  be  of  upright 
conversation.  15  Their  sword  shall  enter  into  their  own 
heart,  and  their  bows  shall  be  broken. 

Ps.  47  :  3  He  shall  subdue  the  people  under  us,  and  the  na- 
tions under  our  feet. 

Is.  41 :  11  Behold,  all  they  that  were  incensed  against  thee 
shall  be  ashamed  and  confounded  :  they  shall  be  as  nothing ;

Let  the  Lord  be  glorified  :  but  he  shall  ap- 
pear to  your  joy,  and  they  shall  be  ashamed. 

20 :  11  But  the  Lord  is  with  me  as  a  mighty  terrible 
one :  therefore  my  persecutors  shall  stumble,  and  they  shall 
not  prevail ;  they  shall  be  greatly  ashamed  ;  for  they  shall  not 
prosper :  their  everlasting  confusion  shall  never  be  forgotten. 

7:91  will  bear  the  indignation  of  the  Lord,  because 
I  have  sinned  against  him,  until  he  plead  my  cause,  and  exe- 
cute judgment  for  me :  he  will  bring  me  forth  to  the  light,  and 
I  shall  behold  his  righteousness.  10  Then  she  that  is  mine 
enemy  shall  see  it^  and  shame  shall  cover  her  which  said  unto 
me,  Where  is  the  Lord  thy  God  ?  mine  eyes  shall  behold  her  : 
now  shall  she  be  trodden  down  as  the  mire  of  the  streets. 

Mai.  4 :  2  But  unto  you  that  fear  my  name,  shall  the  Sun 
of  righteousness  arise  with  healing  in  his  wings ;  and  ye  shall 
go  forth,  and  grow  up  as  calves  of  the  stall.    3  And  ye  shall

6  And  I  saw  the  woman  drunken  with  the  blood  of  the  saints* 
and  with  the  blood  of  the  martyrs  of  Jesus  :  and  when  I  saw 
her,  I  wondered  with  great  admiration.  7  And  the  angel  said 
unto  me,  Wherefore  didst  thou  marvel  ?  I  will  tell  thee  the 
mystery  of  the  woman,  and  of  the  beast  that  carrieth  her 
which  hath  the  seven  heads,  and  ten  horns.  18  And  the  wo- 
man which  thou  sawest  is  that  great  city,  which  reigneth  over 
the  kings  of  the  earth.

Ye  know 
that  the  princes  of  the  Gentiles  exercise  dominion  over  them 
and  they  that  are  great  exercise  authority  upon  them.  26  But 
It  shall  not  be  so  among  you :  but  whosoever  will  be  great 
among  you,  let  him  be  your  minister;  27  And  whosoever  will 
be  chief  among  you,  let  him  be  your  servant:  28  Even  as  the 
Son  of  man  came  not  to  be  ministered  unto,  but  to  minister, 
and  to  give  his  life  a  ranson  for  many.

14  Simeon  hath  declared  how  God  at  the  first  did  visit  the 
Gentiles,  to  take  out  of  them  a  people  for  his  name.     15  And 
to  this  agree  the  words  of  the  prophets  ;  as  it  is  written,  16  Af- 
ter this  I  will  return,  and  will  build  again  the  tabernacle  of 
David  which  is  fallen  down  ;  and  I  will  build  again  the  ruins 
thereof,  and  I  will  set  it  up  :  17  That  the  residue  of  men  might 
seek  after  the  Lord,  and  all  the  Gentiles,  upon  whom  my  name 
is  called,  saith  the  Lord,  who  doeth  all  these  things.    18  Known 
unto  God  are  all  his  works  from  the  beginning  of  the  world. 
19  Wherefore  my  sentence  is,  that  we  trouble  not  them,  which 
from  among  the  Gentiles  are  turned  to  God  :  20  But  that  we 
write  unto  them  that  they  abstain  from  pollutions  of  idols,  and 
from  fornication,  and  from  things  strangled,  and  from  blood. 

Gal.  2:11  But  when  Peter  was  come  to  Antioch,  I  with- 
stood him  to  the  face,  because  he  was  to  be  blamed.     12  For, 
before  that  certain  came  from  James,  he  did  eat  with  the  Gen- 
tiles :  but  when  they  were  come,  he  withdrew,  and  separated

26  But  the  judgment  shall  sit,  and  they  shall  take  away  his 
dominion  to  consume  and  to  destroy  it  unto  the  end. 

2  Th.  2  :  8  And  then  shall  that  Wicked  be  revealed,  whom 
the  Lord  shall  consume  with  the  spirit  of  his  mouth,  and  shall 
destroy  with  the  brightness  of  his  coming. 

Rev.  17 :  16  And  the  ten  horns  which  thou  sawest  upon  the 
beast,  these  shall  hate  the  whore,  and  shall  make  her  desolate 
and  naked,  and  shall  eat  her  flesh,  and  burn  her  with  fire.

14 :  20  The  poor  is  hated  even  of  his  own  neighbor,  but 
the  rich  hath  many  friends.  7  All  the  brethren  of  the  poor  do 
hate  him :  how  much  more  do  his  friends  go  far  from  him  7  he 
pursueth  them  with  words,  yet  they  are  wanting  to  him.

are  not  heard. 

447.  GocVs  pity  and  favor  towards  the  poor  and  destitute^  and 
displeasure  towards  their  oppressors. 

Dt.  10 :  18  He  doth  execute  the  judgment  of  the  fatherless 
and  widow,  and  loveth  the  stranger,  in  giving  him  food  and 

raiment. 

Job  5 :  15  But  he  saveth  the  poor  from  the  sword,  from 
their  mouth,  and  from  the  hand  of  the  mighty.  16  So  the 
poor  hath  hope,  and  iniquity  stoppeth  her  mouth. 

Ps.  10 :  14  Thou  hast  seen  it ;  for  thou  beholdest  mischief 
and  spite,  to  requite  it  with  thy  hand :  the  poor  committeth 
himself  unto  thee;  thou  art  the  helper  of  the  fatherless. 
17  Lord,  thou  hast  heard  the  desire  of  the  humble  :  thou  wilt 
prepare  their  heart,  tliou  wilt  cause  thine  ear  to  hear :  18  To 
judge  the  fatherless  and  the  oppressed,  that  the  man  of  the 
earth  may  no  more  oppress.

72  :  4  He  shall  judge  the  poor  of  the  people,  he  shall  save 
the  children  of  the  needy,  and  shall  break  in  pieces  the  oppres- 
sor. 12  For  he  shall  deliver  the  needy  when  he  crieth :  the 
poor  also,  and  him  that  hath  no  helper.  13  He  shall  spare  the 
poor  and  needy,  and  shall  save  the  souls  of  the  needy.  14  He 
shall  redeem  their  soul  from  deceit  and  violence:  and  precious 
shall  their  blood  be  in  his  sight. 

102  :  17  He  will  regard  the  prayer  of  the  destitute,  and  not 

despise  their  prayer. 

140  :  12  I  know  that  the  Lord  will  maintain  the  cause  of  the 

afflicted,  and  the  right  of  the  poor. 

146  :  9  The  Lord  preserveth  the  strangers  ;  he  relieveth  the 
fatherless  and  widow  :  but  the  way  of  the  wicked  he  turneth 

upside  down.

Pr.  21 :  13  Whoso  stoppeth  his  ears  at  the  cry  of  the  poor, 
he  also  shall  cry  himself,  but  shall  not  be  heard. 

Is.  3  :  15  What  mean  ye  that  ye  beat  my  people  to  pieces, 
and  grind  the  faces  of  the  poor?  saith  the  Lord  God  of  hosts. 

10  : 1  Wo  unto  them  that  decree  unrighteous  decrees,  and 
tliat  write  grievousness  which  they  have  prescribed ;  2  To 
turn  aside  the  needy  from  judgment,  and  to  take  away  the 
right  from  the  poor  of  my  people,  that  widows  may  be  their 
prey,  and  that  they  may  rob  the  fatherless  !  3  And  what  will 
ye  do  in  the  day  of  visitation,  and  in  the  desolation  which  shall 
come  from  far  ?  to  whom  will  ye  flee  for  help  ?  and  where  will 
ye  leave  your  glory  ? 

Am.  8  :  4  Hear  this,  O  ye  that  swallow  up  the  needy,  even 
to  make  the  poor  of  the  land  to  fail,  5  Saying,  When  will  the 
new-moon  be  gone,  that  we  may  sell  corn  ?  and  the  sabbath, 
that  we  may  set  forth  wheat,  making  the  ephah  small,  and  the 
shekel  great,  and  falsifying  the  balances  by  deceit  ?  6  That 
we  may  buy  the  poor  for  silver,  and  the  needy  for  a  pair  of 
shoes ;  yea^  and  sell  the  refuse  of  the  wheat.  7  The  Lord 
hath  sworn  by  the  excellency  of  Jacob,  Surely  I  will  never 
forget  any  of  their  works. 

Mai.  3 :  5  And  I  will  come  near  to  you  to  judgment:  and  I  will 
be  a  swift  witness  against  the  sorcerers,  and  against  the  adul- 
terers, and  against  false  swearers,  and  against  those  that  op' 
press  the  hireling  in  his  wages,  the  widow,  and  the  fatherless, 
and  that  turn  aside  the  stranger  from  his  right  and  I'ear  not 
me,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts.     [See  566.] 

448.   The  poor  often  distinguished  by  God's  special  grace. 

Lk.  1 :  52  He  hath  put  down  the  mighty  from  their  seats, 
and  exalted  them  of  low  degree.  53  He  hath  filled  the  hungry 
with  good  things,  and  the  rich  he  hath  sent  empty  away. 

4 :  18  The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is  upon  me,  because  he  hath 
anointed  me  to  preach  the  gospel  to  the  poor ;  he  hath  sent 
me  to  heal  the  broken-hearted,  to  preach  deliverance  to  the 
captives,  and  recovering  of  sight  to  the  blind,  to  set  at  liberty 
them  that  are  bruised. 

10 :  21  In  that  hour  Jesus  rejoiced  in  spirit,  and  said,  I  thank 
thee,  O  Father,  Lord  of  heaven  and  earth,  that  thou  hast  hid 
these  things  from  the  wise  and  prudent,  and  hast  revealed 
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them  unto  babes :  even  so.  Father;  for  «j  it  seemed  good  in 
thy  sight. 

Lk.  14:  21  So  that  servant  came,  and  shewed  his  .lord  these 
things.  Then  the  master  of  the  house  being  angry,  said  to 
his  servant,  Go  out  quickly  into  the  streets  and  lanes  of  the 
city,  and  bring  in  hither  the  poor,  and  the  maimed,  and  the 
halt,  and  the  blind. 

16  :  25  But  Abraham  said,  Son,  remember  that  thou  in  thy 
lifetime  receivedst  thy  good  things,  and  likewise  Lazarus  evil 
things  :  but  now  he  is  comforted,  and  thou  art  tormented. 

1  Cor.  1 :  26  For  ye  see  your  calling,  brethren,  how  that  not 
many  wise  men  after  the  flesh,  not  many  mighty,  not  many 
noble  are  called :  27  But  God  hath  chosen  the  foolish  things 
of  the  world  to  confound  the  wise  ;  and  God  hath  chosen  the 
weak  things  of  the  world  to  confound  the  things  which  are 
mighty ;  28  And  base  things  of  the  world,  and  things  which 
are  despised,  hath  God  chosen,  yea^  and  things  which  are  not, 
to  bring  to  nought  things  that  are.

22  Ye  shall 
not  afflict  any  widow,  or  fatherless  chiJd. 

Dt.  24 :  17  Thou  shalt  not  pervert  the  judgment  of  the  stran- 
ger, nor  of  the  fatherless,  nor  take  the  widow's  raiment  to  pledge. 

Pr.  14 :  31  He  that  oppresseth  the  poor  reproacheth  his  Ma- 
ker :  but  he  that  honoreth  him  hath  mercy  on  the  poor. 

22 :  16  He  that  oppresseth  the  poor  to  increase  his  riches, 
and  he  that  giveth  to  the  rich,  shall  surely  come  to  want. 
22  Rob  not  the  poor,  because  he  is  poor  :  neither  oppress  the 
afflicted  in  the  gate. 

23 :  10  Remove  not  the  old  landmark ;  and  enter  not  into 
the  fields  of  the  fatherless.     [See  567.] 

450.  Requirements  and  encouragements  to  hevp  the  poor  and 
the  quieted,  and  to  avoid  prejudice  and  partiality. 

Lev.  19 :  9  And  when  ye  reap  the  harvest  of  your  land,  thou 
shalt  not  wholly  reap  the  corners  of  thy  field,  neither  shalt  thou 
gather  the  gleanings  of  thy  harvest.     10  And  thou  shalt  not 
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glean  thy  vineyard,  neither  shalt  thou  gather  every  grape  of 
thy  vineyard  ;  thou  shalt  leave  them  for  the  poor  and  stranger : 
I  am  the  Lord  your  God. 

25 :  35  And  if  thy  brother  be  waxen  poor,  and  fallen  in  de- 
cay with  thee  ;  then  thou  shalt  relieve  him :  yea,  though  he  be 
a  stranger,  or  a  sojourner :  that  he  may  live  with  thee. 

Dt.  15  :  10  Thou  shalt  surely  give  him,  and  thine  heart  shall 
not  be  grieved  when  thou  givest  unto  him :  because  that  for 
this  thing  the  Lord  thy  God  shall  bless  thee  in  all  thy  works, 
and  in  all  that  thou  puttest  thine  hand  unto.  11  For  the  poor 
shall  never  cease  out  of  the  land :  therefore  I  command  thee, 
saying,  Thou  shalt  open  thine  hand  wide  unto  thy  brother, 
to  thy  poor,  and  to  thy  needy,  in  thy  land. 

Dan.  4 :  27  Wherefore,  O  king,  let  my  counsel  be  accepta- 
ble unto  thee,  and  break  off  thy  sins  by  righteousness,  and 
thine  iniquities  by  shewing  mercy  to  the  poor ;  if  it  may  be  a 
lengthening  of  thy  tranquillity. 

Jam.  1 :  27  Pure  rehgion  and  undefiled  before  God  and  the 
Father  is  this,  To  visit  the  fatherless  and  widows  in  their  afflic- 
tion, and  to  keep  himself  unspotted  from  the  world. 

2:1  My  brethren,  have  not  the  faith  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  tJie  Lord  of  glory,  with  respect  of  persons.

3 :  17  But  whoso  hath  this  world's  good,  and  seeth 
his  brother  have  need,  and  shutteth  up  his  bowels  of  compas- 
sio7i  from  him,  how  dwelleth  the  love  of  God  in  him  ?

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Pride  and  Self-righteousness. 


they  have  eaten  up  Jacob,  and  devoured  him,  and  consumed 
him,  and  have  made  his  habitation  desolate. 

Zep.  1:41  will  also  stretch  out  my  hand  upon  Judah  and 
upon  all  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem :  and  I  will  cut  off  the 
remnant  of  Baal  from  this  place,  and  the  name  of  the  Chema- 
rims  with  the  priests  :  6  And  them  that  are  turned  back  from 
the  Lord  ;  and  those  that  have  not  sought  the  Lord,  nor  in- 
quired for  him. 

PRIDE. 

466.  PHde^  self-conceit^  and  self-righteousness^  prevalent  evilSj 
offensive  to  God,  and  ruinous  to  man. 

Gen.  11 :  4  And  they  said,  Go  to,  let  us  build  us  a  city,  and  a 
tower,  whose  top  may  reach  unto  heaven ;  and  let  us  make  us  a 
name,  lest  we  be  scattered  abroad  upon  the  face  of  the  whole 
earth. 

2  K.  10 :  16  And  he  said,  Come  with  me,  and  see  my  zeal 
for  the  Lord.     So  they  made  him  ride  in  his  chariot. 

Ps.  10  :  2  The  wicked  in  his  pride  doth  persecute  the  poor. 
4  The  wicked,  through  the  pride  of  his  countenance,  will  not 
seek  after  God  :  God  is  not  in  all  his  thoughts. 

73 :  3  For  I  was  envious  at  the  foolish,  when  I  saw  the  pros- 
perity of  the  wicked.  5  They  are  not  in  trouble  as  other  men ; 
neither  are  they  plagued  like  other  men.  6  Therefore  pride 
compasseth  them  about  as  a  chain  ;  violence  covereth  them  as 
a  garment.  7  Their  eyes  stand  out  with  fatness :  they  have 
more  than  heart  could  wish.  8  They  are  corrupt,  and  speak 
wickedly  concerning  oppression :  they  speak  loftily.  9  They 
Bet  their  mouth  against  the  heavens,  and  their  tongue  walketh 
through  the  earth. 

Ezk.  16 :  49  Behold,  this  was  the  iniquity  of  thy  sister  Sodom, 
pride,  fulness  of  bread,  and  abundance  of  idleness  was  in  her 
and  in  her  daughters,  neither  did  she  strengthen  the  hand  of 
the  poor  and  needy.  50  And  they  were  haughty,  and  com- 
mitted abomination  before  me  :  therefore  I  took  them  away  as 
I  saw  good. 

Rom.  10 :  1  Brethren,  my  heart's  desire  and  prayer  to  God 

for  Israel  is,  that  they  might  be  saved.     2  For  I  bear  them 

record  that  they  have  a  zeal  of  God,  but  not  according  to 

knowledge.     3  For  they,  being  ignorant  of  God's  righteous- 
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ness,  and  going  about  to  establish  their  own  righteousness,  have 
not  submitted  tliemselves  unto  the  righteousness  of  God. 

Offensive  to  God,  and  ruinous  to  man. 

2  S.  22 :  28  And  the  afflicted  people  thou  wilt  save ;  but 
thine  eyes  are  upon  the  haughty,  that  thou  mayest  bring  them 
down. 

Esther  3 : 5  And  when  Haman  saw  that  Mordecai  bowed 
not,  nor  did  him  reverence,  then  was  Haman  full  of  wrath. 
6  And  he  thought  scorn  to  lay  hands  on  Mordecai  alone  ;  for 
they  had  shewed  him  the  people  of  Mordecai :  wherefore  Ha- 
man sought  to  destroy  all  the  Jews  that  xcere  throughout  the 
whole  kingdom  of  Ahasuerus,  even  the  people  of  Mordecai. 

7:9  And  Harbonah,  one  of  the  chamberlains,  said  before  the 
king,  Behold  also  the  gallows  fifty  cubits  high,  which  Haman 
had  made  for  Mordecai,  who  had  spoken  good  for  the  king, 
standeth  in  the  house  of  Haman.  Then  the  king  said.  Hang 
him  thereon. 

Ps.  12  :  3  The  Lord  shall  cut  off  all  flattering  lips,  and  the 
tongue  that  speaketh  proud  things  :  4  Who  have  said.  With 
our  tongue  will  we  prevail ;  our  lips  are  our  own  :  who  ts  lord 
over  us  ?  5  For  the  oppression  of  the  poor,  for  the  sighing  of 
the  needy,  now  wall  I  arise,  saith  the  Lord  ;  I  will  set  him  in 
safety /7'om  him  that  puffeth  at  him.

138 :  6  Though  the  Lord  be  high,  yet  hath  he  respect  unto 
the  lowly  :  but  the  proud  he  knoweth  afar  off; 

Pr.  8  :  13  The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  to  hate  evil :  pride,  and 
arrogancy,  and  the  evil  way,  and  the  froward  mouth,  do  I  hate. 

15  :  25  The  Lord  will  destroy  the  house  of  the  proud  :  but 
he  will  establish  the  border  of  the  widow. 

16 :  5  Every  one  that  is  proud  in  heart  is  an  abomination  to 
the  Lord  :  though  hand  join  in  hand,  he  shall  not  be  unpun- 
ished.

26  :  5  For  he  bringeth  down  them  that  dwell  on  high ;  the 
lofty  city,  he  layeth  it  low  j  he  layeth  it  low,  even  to  the 
ground  ;  he  bringeth  it  even  to  the  dust. 

65  :  5  Which  say,  Stand  by  thyself,  come  not  near  to  me ; 
for  I  am  holier  than  thou.  These  are  a  smoke  in  my  nose,  a 
fire  that  burneth  all  the  day. 

Dan.  4  :  30  The  king  spake,  and  said.  Is  not  this  great  Bab- 
ylon, that  I  have  built  for  the  house  of  the  kingdom  by  the 
might  of  my  power,  and  for  the  honor  of  my  majesty  ?

16  :  27  For  the  Son  of  man  shall  come  in  the  glory  of 
his  Father,  with  his  angels ;  and  then  he  shall  reward  every 
man  according  to  his  works. 

19 :  16  Then  came  the  first,  saying,  Lord,  thy  pound 
hath  gained  ten  pounds.  17  And  he  said  unto  him,  Well,  thou 
good  servant :  because  thou  hast  been  faithful  in  a  very  httle, 
have  thou  authority  over  ten  cities,  18  And  the  second  came, 
saying,  Lord,  thy  pound  hath  gained  five  pounds.  19  And  he 
said  likewise  to  him.  Be  thou  also  over  five  cities.  24  And  he 
said  unto  them  that  stood  by.  Take  from  him  the  pound,  and 
give  it  to  him  that  hath  ten  pounds.  25  (And  they  said  unto 
him,  Lord,  he  hath  ten  pounds.)  26  For  I  say  unto  you.  That 
unto  every  one  which  hath,  shall  be  given ;  and  from  him  that 
hath  not,  even  that  he  hath  shall  be  taken  away  from  him. 

Rom.  2:5  But  after  thy  hardness  and  impenitent  heart, 
treasurest  up  unto  thyself  wrath  against  the  day  of  wrath,  and 
revelation  of  the  righteous  judgment  of  God;  6  Who  will  ren- 
der to  every  man  according  to  his  deeds :  7  To  them  who  by 
patient  continuance  in  well-doing,  seek  for  glory,  and  honor, 
and  immortahty ;  eternal  hfe :  8  But  unto  them  that  are  con- 
tentious, and  do  not  obey  the  truth,  but  obey  unrighteousness : 
indignation  and  wrath,  9  Tribulation  and  anguish,  upon  every 
soufof  man  that  doeth  evil ;  of  the  Jew  first,  and  also  of  the 
Gentile ;  10  But  glory,  honor,  and  peace,  to  every  man  that 
worketh  good. 

Gal.  6 : 7  Be  not  deceived ;  God  is  not  mocked :  for  whatso- 
ever a  man  soweth,  that  shall  he  also  reap.  8  For  he  that  sow- 
eth  to  his  flesh,  shall  of  the  flesh  reap  corruption  :  but  he  that 
soweth  to  the  Spirit,  shall  of  the  Spirit  reap  Hfe  everlasting. 

Rev.  22  :  12  And  behold,  I  come  quickly ;  and  my  reward  is 
with  me,  to  give  every  man  according  as  his  work  shall  be. 

PUNISHMENT  FUTURE. 

471.  Punishment  deserved,  or  guilt  of  sin,  as  committed 
against  God. 

Gen.  39  :  9  TTiere  is  none  greater  in  this  house  than  I ;  nei- 
ther hath  he  kept  back  any  thing  from  me,  but  thee,  because 
thou  art  his  wife :  how  then  can  I  do  this  great  wickedness, 
and  sin  against  God  ? 

Ps.  51 : 4  Against  thee,  thee  only,  have  I  sinned,  and  done 
this  evil  in  thy  sight :  that  thou  mightest  be  justified  when 
thou  speakest,  and  be  clear  when  thou  judgest 

Lk.  23 :  39  And  one  of  the  malefactors,  which  were  hanged, 
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railed  on  him,  saying,  If  thou  be  Christ,  save  thyself  and  us. 

40  But  the  other  answering,  rebuked  him,  saying,  Dost  not 
thou  fear  God,  seeing  thou  art  in  the  same  condemnation  1 

41  And  we  indeed  justly ;  for  we  receive  the  due  reward  of 
our  deeds :  but  this  man  hath  done  nothing  amiss. 

Rom.  3 :  4  Let  God  be  true,  but  every  man  a  har ;  as  it  is 
written,  That  thou  mightest  be  justified  in  thy  sayings,  and 

^  mightest  overcome  when  thou  art  judged.  5  But  if  our  un- 
righteousness commend  the  righteousness  of  God,  what  shall 

f'we  say?  Is  God  unrighteous  who  taketh  vengeance?  (I 
speak  as  a  man,)  6  God  forbid :  for  then  how  shall  God  judge 
the  world  ? 

7 :  13  But  sin,  that  it  might  appear  sin,  working  death  in 
me  by  that  which  is  good ;  that  sin  by  the  commandment 
might  become  exceeding  sinful. 

2  Th.  1 :  6  Seeing  it  is  a  righteous  thing  with  God  to  recom- 
pense tribulation  to  them  that  trouble  you ;  7  And  to  you,  who 
are  troubled,  rest  with  us,  when  the  Lord  Jesus  shall  be  re- 
vealed from  heaven  with  his  mighty  angels,  8  In  flaming  fire 
taking  vengeance  on  them  that  know  not  God,  and  that  obey 
not  the  gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

472.  God^s  peculiar  jyrerogative  to  vindicate  and  to  punish 
according  to  desert. 

Dt.  32 :  35  To  me  helongeth  vengeance,  and  recompense ; 
their  foot  shall  slide  in  due  time :  for  the  day  of  their  calamity 
is  at  hand,  and  the  things  that  shall  come  upon  them  make 
haste.  36  For  the  Lord  shall  judge  his  people,  and  repent 
himself  for  his  servants ;  when  he  seeth  that  their  power  is 
gone,  and  there  is  none  shut  up,  or  left.  39  See  now  that  I, 
even  I  am  he,  and  there  is  no  god  with  me :  I  kill,  and  I  make 
alive;  I  wound,  and  I  heal:  neither  is  there  any  that  can  de- 
liver out  of  my  hand.  40  For  I  Hft  up  my  hand  to  heaven, 
and  say,  I  live  for  ever.  41  If  I  whet  my  glittering  sword, 
and  my  hand  take  hold  on  judgment ;  I  will  render  vengeance 
to  mine  enemies,  and  will  reward  them  that  hate  me.  42  I  will 
make  mine  arrows  drunk  with  blood,  and  my  sword  shall  de- 
vour flesh  ;  and  that  with  the  blood  of  the  slain  and  of  the 
captives  from  the  beginning  of  revenges  upon  the  enemy. 
43  Rejoice,  O  ye  nations,  vrith  his  people :  for  he  will  avenge 
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the  blood  of  his  servants,  and  will  render  vengeance  to  his  ad- 
versaries, and  will  be  merciful  unto  his  land,  and  to  his  people. 

Ps.  94 : 1  O  Lord  God,  to  whom  vengeance  belongeth  ;  O 
God,  to  whom  vengeance  belongeth,  shew  thyself 

Rom.  12  :  19  Dearly  beloved,  avenge  not  yourselves,  but 
rather  give  place  unto  wrath :  for  it  is  written.  Vengeance  is 
mine ;  I  will  repay,  saith  the  Lord. 

473.  I'Tie  finally  impenitent  to  he  shut  out  of  heaven,  and  cast 

into  hell. 

Ps.  9 :  17  The  wicked  shall  be  turned  into  hell,  and  all  the 

nations  that  forget  God. 

11:6  Upon  the  wicked  he  shall  rain  snares,  fire  and  brim- 
stone, and  a  horrible  tempest :  thi^  shall  be  the  portion  of  their 

cup. 

119 :  155  Salvation  is  far  from  the  wicked :  for  they  seek 

not  thy  statutes.

28  Then  shall  they  call  upon  me, 
but  I  will  not  answer ;  they  shall  seek  me  early,  but  they  shall 
not  find  me ;  29  For  that  they  hated  knowledge,  and  did  not 
choose  the  fear  of  the  Lord  :  30  They  would  none  of  my  coun- 
sel :  they  despised  all  my  reproof.  31  Therefore  shall  they  eat 
of  the  fruit  of  their  own  way,  and  be  filled  with  their  own  devices. 
32  For  the  turning  away  of  the  simple  shall  slay  them,  and 
the  prosperity  of  fools  shall  destroy  them. 

10  :  24  The  fear  of  the  wicked,  it  shall  come  upon  him  :  but 
the  desire  of  the  righteous  shall  be  granted.  28  The  hope  of

22  Many  will  say  to  me  in  that  day.  Lord,  Lord,  have  we

23  And  then  will  I  profess  unto  them,  I  never  knew  you ;  de- 
part from  me,  ye  that  work  iniquity.

ot  unrighteousness  in  them  that  perish ;  because  they  received 
not  the  love  of  the  truth,  that  they  might  be  saved.  11  And 
for  this  cause  God  shall  send  them  strong  delusion,  that  they 
should  believe  a  lie :  12  That  they  all  might  be  damned  who 
beheved  not  the  truth,  but  had  pleasure  in  unrighteousness.

12  They  take  the  timbrel  and  harp,  and  rejoice 
at  the  sound  of  the  organ.  13  They  spend  their  days  in 
wealth,  and  in  a  moment  go  down  to  the  grave.  14  There- 
fore they  say  unto  God,  Depart  from  us ;  for  we  desire  not  the 
knowledge  of  thy  ways.  15  What  is  the  Almighty,  that  we 
should  serve  him  ?  and  what  profit  should  we  have,  if  we  pray 
unto  him  ?     16  Lo,  their  good  is  not  in  their  hand. 

Ps.  73  :  3  For  I  was  envious  at  the  foolish,  when  I  saw  the 
prosperity  of  the  wicked.  4  For  there  are  no  bands  in  their 
death  :  but  their  strength  is  firm.  5  They  are  not  in  trouble 
as  other  men  ;  neither  are  they  plagued  like  other  men. 
6  Therefore  pride  compasseth  them  about  as  a  chain  ;  violence 
covereth  them  as  a  garment.  7  Their  eyes  stand  out  with 
fatness :  they  have  more  than  heart  could  wish.  8  They  are 
corrupt,  and  speak  wickedly  concerning  oppression :  they  speak 
loftily.     9  They  set  tlieir  mouth  against  the  heavens,  and  their

tongue  walketh  through  the  earth.  10  Therefore  his  people 
return  hither  :  and  waters  of  a  full  cup  are  wrung  out  to  them. 
Jl  And  they  say,  How  doth  God  know?  and  is  there  knowl- 
edge in  the  Most  High  ?  12  Behold,  these  are  the  ungodly, 
who  prosper  in  the  world  ;  they  increase  in  riches.  13  Verily 
I  have  cleansed  my  heart  in  vain,  and  washed  my  hands  in  in- 
nocency.  14  For  all  the  day  long  have  I  been  plagued,  and 
chastened  every  morning.  15  If  I  say,  I  will  speak  thus  ;  be- 
hold, I  should  offend  against  the  generation  of  thy  children.

set  in  them  to  do  evil. 

9 :  1  For  all  this  I  considered  in  my  heart  even  to  declare 
all  this,  that  the  righteous,  and  the  wise,  and  their  works,  are 
in  the  hand  of  God  :  no  man  knoweth  either  love  or  hatred  hy 
all  that  is  before  them.  2  All  thi?igs  come  alike  to  all:  there 
is  one  event  to  the  righteous  and  to  the  wicked ;  to  the  good, 
and  to  the  clean,  and  to  the  unclean  ;  to  him  that  sacrificeth, 
and  to  him  that  sacrificeth  not :  as  is  the  good,  so  is  the  sinner ; 
and  he  that  sweareth,  as  he  that  feareth  an  oath.

Gomorrah  brimstone  and  fire  from  the  Lord  out  of  heaven ; 
25  And  he  overthrew  those  cities,  and  all  the  plain,  and  all  the 
inhabitants  of  the  cities,  and  that  which  grew  upon  the  ground. 

Lev.  10  : 1  And  Nadab  and  Abihu,  the  sons  of  Aaron,  took 
cither  of  them  his  censer,  and  put  fire  therein,  and  put  incense 
thereon,  and  offered  strange  fire  before  the  Lord,  which  he 
commanded  them  not.

476.  Future  punishment  presaged  by  earthly  judgments. 

Ex.  34:6  And  the  Lord  passed  by  before  him,  and  pro- 
claimed, The  Lord,  The  Lord  God,  merciful  and  gracious, 
long-suffering,  and  abundant  in  goodness  and  truth,  .7  Keep- 
ing mercy  for  thousands,  forgiving  iniquity  and  transgression 
and  sin,  and  that  will  by  no  means  clear  the  guilty ;  visiting 
the  iniquity  of  the  fathers  upon  the  children,  and  upon  the 
children's  children,  unto  the  third  and  to  the  fourth  generation. 

Jud.  2 :  11  And  the  children  of  Israel  did  evil  in  the  sio-ht 
of  the  Lord,  and  served  Baalim :  14  And  the  anger  of  the 
Lord  was  hot  against  Israel,  and  he  delivered  them  into  the 
hands  of  spoilers  that  spoiled  them,  and  he  sold  them  into  the 
hands  of  their  enemies  round  about,  so  that  they  could  not  any 
longer  stand  before  their  enemies. 

2  K.  17 :  18  Therefore  the  Lord  was  very  angry  with  Israel, 
and  removed  them  out  of  his  sight :  there  was  none  left  but 
the  tribe  of  Judah  only.  20  And  the  Lord  rejected  all  the 
seed  of  Israel,  and  afflicted  them,  and  delivered  them  into  the 
hand  of  spoilers,  until  he  had  cast  them  out  of  his  sight. 

Ps.  78  :  49  He  cast  upon  them  the  fierceness  of  his  anger, 
wrath,  and  indignation,  and  trouble,  by  sending  evil  angels 
among  them.  50  He  made  a  way  to  his  anger ;  he  spared  not 
their  soul  from  death,  but  gave  their  life  over  to  the  pestilence ; 
51  And  smote  all  the  first-born  in  Egypt ;  the  chief  of  their 
strength  in  the  tabernacles  of  Ham. 

Ezk.  7  :  8  Now  will  I  shortly  pour  out  my  fury  upon  thee, 
and  accomplish  mine  anger  upon  thee :  and  I  will  judge  thee 
according  to  thy  ways,  and  will  recompense  thee  for  all  thine 
abominations.  9  And  mine  eye  shall  not  spare,  neither  will 
I  have  pity:  I  will  recompense  thee  according  to  thy  ways, 
and  thine  abominations  that  are  in  the  midst  of  thee;  and  ye 
shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord  that  smiteth. 

Nah.  1 :  3  The  Lord  is  slow  to  anger,  and  great  in  power, 
and  will  not  at  all  acquit  the  wicked:  the  Lord  hath  his  w^ay 
in  the  whirlwind  and  in  the  storm,  and  the  clouds  are  the  dust 
of  his  feet. 

2  Pet.  2  :  4  For  if  God  spared  not  the  angels  that  sinned, 
but  cast  them  down  to  hell,  and  delivered  them-  into  chains  of 
darkness,  to  be  reserved  unto  judgment ;  5  And  spared  not 
the  old  world,  but  saved  Noah  the  eighth  person,  a  preacher 

of  righteousness,  bringing  in  the  flood  upon  the  world  of  the 
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ungodly ;  6  And  turning  the  cities  of  Sodom  and  Gomorrah 
into  ashes,  condemned  them  with  an  overthrow,  making  them 
an  ensample  unto  those  that  after  should  live  ungodly ;  7  And 
delivered  just  Lot,  vexed  with  the  filthy  conversation  of  the 
wicked :  9  The  Lord  knoweth  how  to  deliver  the  godly  out 
of  temptations,  and  to  reserve  the  unjust  unto  the  day  of 
judgment  to  be  punished. 

477.  Punishment  everlasting. 

Pr.  10  :  28  The  hope  of  the  righteous  shall  he  gladness :  but 
the  expectation  of  the  wicked  shall  perish. 

11:7  When  a  wicked  man  dieth,  his  expectation  shall  per- 
ish :  and  the  hope  of  unjust  men  perisheth. 

Dan.  12:2  And  many  of  them  that  sleep  in  the  dust  of  the 
earth  shall  awake,  some  to  everlasting  life,  and  some  to  shame 
and  everlasting  contempt. 

Mat.  25 :  41  Then  shall  he  say  also  unto  them  on  the  left 
hand,  Depart  from  me,  ye  cursed,  into  everlasting  fire,  prepared 
for  the  devil  and  his  angels :  42  For  I  was  an  hungered,  and 
ye  gave  me  no  meat :  I  was  thirsty,  and  ye  gave  me  no  drink. 
46  And  these  shall  go  away  into  everlasting  punishment :  but 
the  righteous  into  life  eternal. 

Mk.  9  :  43  And  if  thy  hand  offend  thee,  cut  it  off:  it  is  better 
for  thee  to  enter  into  fife  maimed,  than  having  two  hands  to 
go  into  hell,  into  the  fire  that  never  shall  be  quenched: 
44  Where  their  worm  dieth  not,  and  the  fire  is  not  quenched. 

14 :  21  The  Son  of  man  indeed  goeth,  as  it  is  written  of 
him :  but  wo  to  that  man  by  whom  the  Son  of  man  is  betray- 
ed !  good  were  it  for  that  man  if  he  had  never  been  born 
Mat.  26:24. 

Lk.  3  :  17  Whose  fan  is  in  his  hand,  and  he  will  thoroughly 
purge  his  floor,  and  will  gather  the  wheat  into  his  garner  ;  but 
the  chaff  he  will  burn  with  fire  unquenchable. 

16 :  26  And  besides  all  this,  between  us  and  you  there  is  a 
great  gulf  fixed  :  so  that  they  which  would  pass  from  hence 
to  you,  cannot ;  neither  can  they  pass  to  us,  that  would  come 
from  thence. 

Jn.  3  :  36  He  that  believeth  on  the  Son  hath  everlasting 
life  :  and  he  that  believeth  not  the  Son,  shall  not  see  life  ;  but 
the  wrath  of  God  abideth  on  him. 

2  Th.  1 : 7  The  Lord  Jesus  shall  be  revealed  from  heaven 
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with  his  mighty  angels,  8  In  flaming  fire  taking  vengeance  on 
them  that  know  not  God,  and  that  obey  not  the  gospel  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ :  9  Who  shall  be  punished  with  everlasting 
destruction  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord,  and  from  the  glory 
of  his  power. 

Jude  6  And  the  angels  which  kept  not  their  first  estate,  but 
left  their  own  habitation,  he  hath  reserved  in  everlasting  chains 
under  darkness  unto  the  judgment  of  the  great  day.  7  Even 
as  Sodom  and  Gomorrah,  and  the  cities  about  them  in  like 
manner,  giving  themselves  over  to  fornication,  and  going  after 
strange  flesh,  are  set  forth  for  an  example,  suffering  the  venge- 
ance of  eternal  fire.  13  Raging  waves  of  the  sea,  foaming 
out  their  own  shame ;  wandering  stars  to  whom  is  reserved 
the  blackness  of  darkness  for  ever. 

Rev.  14 :  9  And  the  third  angel  followed  them,  saying  with 
a  loud  voice.  If  any  man  worship  the  beast  and  his  image,  and 
receive  his  mark  in  his  forehead,  or  in  his  hand,  10  The  same 
shall  drink  of  the  wine  of  the  wrath  of  God,  which  is  poured 
out  without  mixture  into  the  cup  of  his  indignation  ]  and  he 
shall  be  tormented  with  fire  and  brimstone  in  the  presence 
of  the  holy  angels,  and  in  the  presence  of  the  Lamb  :  11  And 
the  smoke  of  their  torment  ascendeth  up  for  ever  and  ever : 
and  they  have  no  rest  day  nor  night,  who  worship  the  beast 
and  his  image,  and  whosoever  receiveth  the  mark  of  his  name. 

20 :  10  And  the  devil  that  deceived  them  was  cast  into  the 
lake  of  fire  and  brimstone,  where  the  beast  and  the  false  prophet 
are,  and  shall  be  tormented  day  and  night  for  ever  and  ever. 

22 :  11  He  that  is  unjust,  let  him  be  unjust  still :  and  he 
which  is  filthy,  let  him  be  filthy  still :  and  he  that  is  righteous, 
let  him  be  righteous  still :  and  he  that  is  holy,  let  him  be  holy 
still.     [See  147,  Judgment] 

478.  Punishment  approved  by  the  righteous. 

Ex.  15  : 1  Then  sang  Moses  and  the  children  of  Israel  this 
Bong  unto  the  Lord,  and  spake,  saying,  I  will  sing  unto  the 
Lord,  for  he  hath  triumphed  gloriously ;  the  horse  and  his  rider 
hath  he  thrown  into  the  sea.  3  The  Lord  is  a  man  of  war  : 
the  Lord  is  his  name.  4  Pharaoh's  chariots  and  his  host  hath 
he  cast  into  the  sea :  his  chosen  captains  also  are  drowned  in 
the  Red  sea.  5  The  depths  have  covered  them :  they  sank 
into  the  bottom  as  a  stone.  6  Thy  right  hand,  O  Lord,  is  be- 
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come  glorious  in  power  :  thy  right  hand,  O  Lord,  hath  dashed 
in  pieces  the  enemy.  7  And  in  the  greatness  of  thine  excel- 
lency thou  hast  overthrown  them  that  rose  up  against  thee  : 
thou  sentest  forth  thy  wrath,  which  consumed  them  as  stubble. 
11  Who  13  like  unto  thee,  O  Lord,  among  the  gods?  who  is 
like  thee,  glorious  in  holiness,  fearfuliTi  praises,  doing  wonders? 

Ps.  28  :  4  Give  them  according  to  their  deeds,  and  according 
to  the  wickedness  of  their  endeavors :  give  them  after  the  work 
of  their  hands  ;  render  to  them  their  desert.  5  Because  they 
regard  not  the  works  of  the  Lord,  nor  the  operation  of  his 
hands,  he  shall  destroy  them,  and  not  build  them  up. 

94  :  1  0  Lord  God,  to  whom  vengeance  belongeth ;  O  God, 
to  whom  vengeance  belongeth,  shew  thyself.  2  Lift  up  thy- 
self, thou  Judge  of  the  earth :  render  a  reward  to  the  proud. 

Rev.  6  :  9  And  when  he  had  opened  the  fifth  seal,  I  saw  un- 
der the  altar  the  souls  of  them  that  were  slain  for  the  word  of- 
God,  and  for  the  testimony  which  they  held:  10  And  they 
cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying.  How  long,  O  Lord,  holy  and 
true,  dost  thou  not  judge  and  avenge  our  blood  on  them  that 
dwell  on  the  earth  ? 

15 :  3  And  they  sing  the  song  of  Moses  the  servant  of  God, 
and  the  song  of  the  Lamb,  saying.  Great  and  marvellous  are 
thy  works,  Lord  God  Almighty ;  just  and  true  are  thy  ways, 
thou  King  of  saints.  4  Who  shall  not  fear  thee,  O  Lord,  and 
glorify  thy  name  ?  for  thou  only  art  holy :  for  all  nations  shall 
come  and  worship  before  thee ;  for  thy  judgments  are  made 
manifest. 

19  : 1  And  after  these  things  I  heard  a  great  voice  of  much 
people  in  heaven,  saying.  Alleluia :  Salvation,  and  glory,  and 
honor,  and  power,  unto  the  Lord  our  God  :  2  For  true  and 
righteous  are  his  judgments :  for  he  hath  judged  the  great 
whore,  which  did  corrupt  the  earth  with  her  fornication,  and 
hath  avenged  the  blood  of  his  servants  at  her  hand.  3  And 
again  they  said,  Alleluia.  And  her  smoke  rose  up  for  ever 
and  ever.  4  And  the  four  and  twenty  elders  and  the  four 
beasts  fell  down  and  worshipped  God  that  sat  on  the  throne, 
saying,  Amen ;  Alleluia.  5  And  a  voice  came  out  of  the  . 
throne,  saying,  Praise  our  God,  all  ye  his  servants,  and  ye  that 
fear  him,  both  small  and  great.  6  And  I  heard  as  it  were  the 
voice  of  a  great  multitude,  and  as  the  voice  of  many  waters, 
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and  as  the  voice  of  mighty  thunderings,  saying,  Alleluia :  for 
the  Lord  God  omnipotent  reigneth.     [See  226, "and  79.] 

479.  Future  punishment  denied  or  disbelieved. 

Gen.  3 : 4  And  the  serpent  said  unto  the  woman,  Ye  shall 
not  surely  die. 

Dt.  29 :  19  And  it  come  to  pass,  when  he  heareth  the  words 
of  this  curse,  that  he  bless  himself  in  his  heart,  saying,  I  shall 
have  peace,  though  1  walk  in  the  imagination  of  mine  heart, 
to  add  drunkenness  to  thirst. 

Ezk.  13 :  22  Because  with  lies  ye  have  made  the  heart  of 
the  righteous  sad,  whom  I  have  not  made  sad ;  and  strength- 
ened the  hands  of  the  wicked,  that  he  should  not  return  from 
his  wicked  way,  by  promising  him  Hfe. 

2  Pet.  3 :  5  For  this  they  willingly  are  ignorant  of,  that  by 
the  word  of  God  the  heavens  were  of  old,  and  the  earth  standing 
out  of  the  water  and  in  the  water :  6  Whereby  the  world  that 
then  was,  being  overflowed  with  water,  perished :  7  But  the 
heavens  and  the  earth,  which  are  now,  by  the  same  word  are 
kept  in  store,  reserved  unto  fire  against  the  day  of  judgment 
and  perdition  of  ungodly  men.     [See  592,  593.] 

480.  The  wicked  not  purified  by  punishment. 

Rev.  16 : 9  And  men  were  scorched  with  great  heat,  and 
blasphemed  the  name  of  God,  which  hath  power  over  these 
plagues :  and  they  repented  not  to  give  him  glory.  10  And 
the  fifth  angel  poured  out  his  vial  upon  the  seat  of  the  beast ; 
and  his  kingdom  was  full  of  darkness ;  and  they  gnawed  their 
tongues  for  pain,  11  And  blasphemed  the  God  of  heaven,  be- 
cause of  their  pains  and  their  sores,  and  repented  not  of  their 
deeds.  21  And  there  fell  upon  men  a  great  hail  out  of  heaven, 
every  stone  about  the  weight  of  a  talent :  and  men  blasphemed 
God  because  of  the  plague  of  the  hail  ;  for  the  plague  thereof 
was  exceeding  great. 

22 :  11  He  that  is  unjust,  let  him  be  unjust  still :  and  he 
which  is  filthy,  let  him  be  filthy  still :  and  he  that  is  righteous, 
let  him  be  righteous  still :  and  he  that  is  holy,  let  him  be  holy 
still. 

481.  The  wicked  punished  for  the  glory  of  God. 

Ex.  9 :  15  For  noAv  I  will  stretch  out  my  hand,  that  I  may 
smite  thee  and  thy  people  with  pestilence ;  and  thou  ehalt  be 
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cut  off  from  the  earth.  16  And  in  very  deed  for  this  cause 
have  I  raised  thee  up,  for  to  shew  in  thee  my  power ;  and  that 
my  name  may  be  declared  throughout  all  the  earth. 

14  :  4  I  will  be  honored  upon  Pharaoh,  and  upon  all  his  host; 
that  the  Egyptians  may  know  that  I  am  the  Lord. 

Dt.  4 :  34  Or  hath  God  assayed  to  go  and  take  him  a  nation 
from  the  midst  of  another  nation,  by  temptations,  by  signs, 
and  by  wonders,  and  by  war,  and  by  a  mighty  hand,  and  by  a 
stretched-out  arm,  and  by  great  terrors,  according  to  all  that 
the  Lord  your  God  did  for  you  in  Egypt  before  your  eyes  ? 
35  Unto  thee  it  was  shewed,  that  thou  mightest  know  that  the 
Lord  he  is  God  :  there  i^  none  else  besides  him. 

Ps.  83 :  17  Let  them  be  confounded  and  troubled  for  ever ; 
yea,  let  them  be  put  to  shame,  and  perish  :  18  That  men  may 
know  that  thou,  whose  name  alone  is  JEHOVAH,  art  the 
Most  High  over  all  the  earth. 

Ezk.  25  :  17  And  I  will  execute  great  vengeance  upon  them 
with  furious  rebukes  ;  and  they  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord, 
when  I  shall  lay  my  vengeance  upon  them. 

Rom.  9  :  17  For  the  scripture  saith  unto  Pharaoh,  Even  for 
this  same  purpose  have  I  raised  thee  up,  that  I  might  shew 
my  power  in  thee,  and  that  my  name  might  be  declared 
thoughout  all  the  earth.  22  What  if  God,  willing  to  shew  his 
wrath,  and  to  make  his  power  known,  endured  with  much 
long-suffering   the   vessels   of   wrath    fitted    to   destruction: 

23  And  that  he  might  make  known  the  riches  of  his  glory  on 
the  vessels  of  mercy,  which  he  had  afore  prepared  unto  glory, 

24  Even  us,  whom  he  hath  called,  not  of  the  Jews  only,  but 
also  of  the  Gentiles  ? 

482.  Sources  of  future  misery,  or  reflections  of  lost  souls. 

Ps.  73 :  19  How  are  they  brought  into  desolation,  as  in  a 
moment :  they  are  utterly  consumed  with  terrors. 

Pr.  5  :  11  And  thou  mourn  at  the  last,  when  thy  flesh  and 
thy  body  are  consumed,  12  And  say,  How  have  I  haled  in- 
struction, and  my  heart  despised  reproof;  13  And  have  not 
obeyed  the  voice  of  my  teachers,  nor  incHned  mine  ear  to 
them  that  instructed  me  !  14  I  was  almost  in  all  evil  in  the 
midst  of  the  congregation  and  assembly. 

Jer.  8  :  20  The  harvest  is  past,  the  summer  is  ended,  and  we 
are  not  saved. 
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Ezk.  22 :  14  Can  thy  heart  endure,  or  can  thy  hands  be 
strong,  in  the  days  that  I  shall  deal  with  thee?  I  the  Lord 
have  spoken  it,  and  will  do  it. 

Dan.  12  :  2  And  many  of  them  that  sleep  in  the  dust  of  the 
earth  shall  awake,  some  to  everlasting  life,  and  some  to  shame 
and  everlasting  contempt. 

Lk.  16 :  23  And  in  hell  he  lifted  up  his  eyes,  being  in  tor- 
ments, and  seeth  Abraham  afar  off,  and  Lazarus  in  his  bosom. 
25  But  Abraham  said.  Son,  remember  that  thou  in  thy  life- 
time receivedst  thy  good  things,  and  likewise  Lazarus  evil 
things :  but  now  he  is  comforted,  and  thou  art  tormented. 

Rom.  3  :  19  Now  we  know  that  what  things  soever  the  law 
saith,  it  saith  to  them  who  are  under  the  law:  that  every 
mouth  may  be  stopped,  and  all  the  world  may  become  guilty 
before  God. 

Tit.  3  :  3  For  we  ourselves  also  were  sometimes  foolish,  dis- 
obedient, deceived,  serving  divers  lusts  and  pleasures,  living 
in  malice  and  envy,  hateful,  and  hating  one  another. 

Rev.  6  :  16  And  said  to  the  mountains  and  rocks.  Fall  on  us, 
and  hide  us  from  the  face  of  him  that  sitteth  on  the  throne,  and 
from  the  wrath  of  the  Lamb. 

14 :  10  The  same  shall  drink  of  the  wine  of  the  wrath  of 
God,  which  is  poured  out  without  mixture  into  the  cup  of  his 
indignation ;  and  he  shall  be  tormented  with  fire  and  brim- 
stone in  the  presence  of  the  holy  angels,  and  in  the  presence 
of  the  Lamb:  11  And  the  smoke  of  their  torment  ascendeth 
up  for  ever  and  ever :  and  they  have  no  rest  day  nor  night, 
who  worship  the  beast  and  his  image,  and  whosoever  receiv- 
eth  the  mark  of  his  name. 

22  :  15  For  without  are  dogs,  and  sorcerers,  and  whore- 
mongers, and  murderers,  and  idolaters,  and  whosoever  loveth 
and  maketh  a  lie. 

REDEMPTION  BY  CHRIST. 

483.  Redemption — Covenant  of. 

Ps.  89  :  3  I  have  made  a  covenant  with  my  chosen,  I  have 
sworn  unto  David  my  servant,  4  Thy  seed  will  I  establish  for 
ever,  and  build  up  thy  throne  to  all  generations. 

110:3  Thy  people  shall  be  willing  in  the  day  of  thy  power, 
in  the  beauties  of  holiness  from  the  womb  of  the  morning ; 
thou  hast  the  dew  of  thy  youth. 
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Is.  53  :  10  Yet  it  pleased  the  Lord  to  bruise  him ;  he  hath 
put  him  to  grief:  when  thou  shalt  make  his  soul  an  offering  for 
sin,  he  shall  see  his  seed,  he  shall  prolong  his  days,  and°the 
pleasure  of  the  Lord  shall  prosper  in  his  hand.  11  He  shall 
see  of  the  travail  of  his  soul,  and  shall  be  satisfied :  by  his 
knowledge  shall  my  righteous  servant  justify  many;  for  he 
shall  bear  their  iniquities.  12  Therefore  will  I  divide  him  a 
portion  with  the  great,  and  he  shall  divide  the  spoil  with  the 
strong  ;  because  he  hath  poured  out  his  soul  unto  death  :  and 
he  was  numbered  with  the  transgressors ;  and  he  bare  the  sin 
of  many,  and  made  intercession  for  the  transgressors. 

Jn.  6 :  37  All  that  the  Father  giveth  me,  shall  come  to  me  ; 
and  him  that  cometh  to  me,  I  will  in  no  wise  cast  out.  38  For 
I  came  down  from  heaven,  not  to  do  mine  own  will,  but  the 
will  of  him  that  sent  me.  39  And  this  is  the  Father's  will 
which  hath  sent  me,  that  of  all  which  he  hath  given  me 
I  should  lose  nothing,  but  should  raise  it  up  again  at  the  last 
day. 

17  :  6  I  have  manifested  thy  name  unto  the  men  which  thou 
gavest  me  out  of  the  world  :  thine  they  were,  and  thou  gavest 
them  me  ;  and  they  have  kept  thy  word.  9  I  pray  for  them  : 
I  pray  not  for  the  world,  but  for  them  which  thou  hast  given 
me;  for  they  are  thine.  11  And  now  I  am  no  more  in  the 
world,  but  these  are  in  the  world,  and  I  come  to  thee.  Holy 
Father,  keep  through  thine  own  name  those  whom  thou  hast 
given  me,  that  they  may  be  one,  as  we  are. 

484.  Necessity  of  redemption  through  the  atonement. 

Mat.  18  : 1 1  For  the  Son  of  man  is  come  to  save  that  which 
was  lost. 

Jn.  3  :  18  He  that  believeth  on  him,  is  not  condemned :  but 
he  that  believeth  not,  is  condemned  already,  because  he  hath 
not  believed  in  the  name  of  the  only  begotten  Son  of  God. 

Ac.  4 :  12  Neither  is  there  salvation  in  any  other :  for  there 
is  none  other  name  under  heaven  given  among  men,  whereby 
we  must  be  saved. 

13 :  38  Be  it  known  unto  you  therefore,  men  and  brethren, 
that  through  this  man  is  preached  unto  you  the  forgiveness  of 
sins  ;  39  And  by  him  all  that  believe  are  justified  from  all 
things,  from  which  ye  could  not  be  justified  by  the  law  of  Moses. 

Rom.  3 ;  19  Now  we  know  that  what  things  soever  the  law 
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saith,  it  saith  to  them  who  are  under  the  law  :  that  every  mouth 
may  be  stopped,  and  all  the  world  may  become  guilty  before 
God.  20  Therefore  by  the  deeds  of  the  law,  there  shall  no 
flesh  be  justified  in  his  sight :  for  by  the  law  is  the  knowledge 
of  sin. 

Rom.  9 :  31  But  Israel,  which  followed  after  the  law  of 
righteousness,  hath  not  attained  to  the  law  of  righteousness. 
32  Wherefore  ?  Because  they  sought  it  not  by  faith,  but  as  it 
were  by  the  works  of  the  law.  For  they  stumbled  at  that 
stumbling-stone. 

Gal.  2  :  16  Knowing  that  a  man  is  not  justified  by  the  works 
of  the  law,  but  by  the  faith  of  Jesus  Christ,  even  we  have  be- 
lieved in  Jesus  Christ,  that  we  might  be  justified  by  the  faith 
of  Christ,  and  not  by  the  works  of  the  law  :  for  by  the  works 
of  the  law  shall  no  flesh  be  justified.  21  I  do  not  frustrate  the 
grace  of  God  :  for  ii'  righteousness  come  by  the  law,  then  Christ 
is  dead  in  vain. 

3  :  10  For  as  many  as  are  of  the  works  of  the  law,  are  under 
the  curse :  for  it  is  Avritten,  Cursed  is  every  one  that  continueth 
not  in  all  things  which  are  written  in  the  book  of  the  law  to 
do  them.  11  But  that  no  man  is  justified  by  the  law  in  the 
sight  of  God,  it  is  evident :  for,  The  just  shall  live  by  faith. 
12  And  the  law  is  not  of  faith.  18  For  if  the  inheritance  be 
of  the  law,  it  is  no  more  of  promise  :  but  God  gave  it  to  Abra- 
ham by  promise.  19  Wherefore  then  serveth  the  \a.wl  It  was 
added  because  of  transgressions,  till  the  seed  should  come  to 
whom  the  promise  was  made  ;  and  it  was  ordained  by  angels 
in  the  hand  of  a  mediator.  20  Now,  a  mediator  is  not  a  medi- 
ator of  one  ;  but  God  is  one.  21/5  the  law  then  against  the 
promises  of  God  ?  God  forbid  :  for  if  there  had  been  a  law  given 
which  could  have  given  life,  verily  righteousness  should  have 
been  by  the  law.  22  But  the  scripture  hath  concluded  all 
under  sin,  that  the  promise  by  faith  of  Jesus  Christ  might  be 
given  to  them  that  believe.  23  But  before  faith  came,  we  were 
kept  under  the  law,  shut  up  unto  the  faith  which  should  after- 
wards be  revealed.  24  Wherefore  the  law  was  our  school- 
master to  bring  us  unto  Christ,  that  we  might  be  justified  by 
faith. 

Ph.  3 :  4  If  any  other  man  thinketh  that  he  hath  whereof  he 
might  trust  in  the  flesh,  I  more  :  5  Circumcised  the  eighth  day, 
of  the  stock  of  Israel,  of  the  tribe  of  Benjamin,  an  Hebrew  of 
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the  Hebrews  ;  as  touching  the  law,  a  Pharisee  ;  6  Concerning 
zeal,  persecuting  the  church ;  touching  the  righteousness  which 
IS  m  the  law,  blameless.     7  But  what  things  were  gain  to  me 
those  I  counted  loss  for  Christ.  ' 

Heb.  9:22  And  almost  all  things  are  by  the  law  purged 
with  blood;  and  without  shedding  of  blood  is  no  remission. 
23  It  was  therefore  necessary  that  the  patterns  of  things  in 
the  heavens  should  be  purified  with  these;  but  the  heavenly 
things  themselves  with  better  sacrifices  than  these.

11  He  shall  see  of  the  travail  of  his  soul,  and  shall  be 
satisfied  :  by  his  knowledge  shall  my  righteous  servant  justify 
many ;  for  he  shall  bear  their  iniquities.

26  :  28  For  this  is  my  blood  of  the  new  testament,  which  is 
shed  for  many  for  the  remission  of  sins.

3  :  24  Being  justified  freely  by  his  grace,  through  the 
redemption  that  is  in  Christ  Jesus:  25  Whom  God  hath  set 
forth  to  be  a  propitiation,  through  faith  in  his  blood,  to  declare 
his  righteousness  for  the  remission  of  sins  that  are  past, 
through  the  forbearance  of  God  ;  26  To  declare,  /  say^  at  this 
time  his  righteousness  :  that  he  might  be  just,  and  the  justifier 
of  him  which  believeth  in  Jesus. 

5 :  6  For  when  we  were  yet  without  strength,  in  due  time 
Christ  died  for  the  ungodly.

19  For  as  by  one  man's  disobedi- 
ence many  were  made  sinners,  so  by  the  obedience  of  one 
shall  many  be  made  righteous.

15 :  3  Christ  died  ^zt  our  sins  according  to  the  scriptures.

yet  not  I,  but  Christ  hveth  in  me  :  and  the  life  which  I  now 
live  in  the  flesh,  I  live  by  the  faith  of  the  Son  of  God,  who 
loved  me,  and  gave  himself  for  me.

ROBBERY. 

532.  Bobbery  forbidden  and  denounced. 

Lev.  19 :  13  Thou  shalt  not  defraud  thy  neighbor,  neither 
rob  him:  the  wages  of  him  that  is  hired  shall  not  abide  with 
thee  all  night  until  the  morning. 

Pr.  21 : 7  The  robbery  of  the  wicked  shall  destroy  them ; 
because  they  refuse  to  do  judgment. 

22 :  22  Rob  not  the  poor,  because  he  is  poor :  neither  op- 
press the  afflicted  in  the  gate :  23  For  the  Lord  will  plead 
their  cause,  and  spoil  the  soul  of  those  that  spoiled  them. 

28 :  24  Whoso  robbeth  his  father  or  his  mother,  and  saith, 
It  is  no  transgression ;  the  same  is  the  companion  of  a  de- 
stroyer. 

Is.  61 :  8  For  I  the  Lord  love  judgment,  I  hate  robbery  for 
burnt-offering;  and  I  will  direct  their  work  in  truth,  and  I  will 
make  an  everlasting  covenant  with  tliem. 

Ezk.  22 :  29  The  people  of  the  land  have  used  oppression, 
and  exercised  robbery,  and  have  vexed  the  poor  and  needy : 
yea,  they  have  oppressed  the  stranger  wrongfully.    30  And  I 
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sought  for  a  man  among  them,  that  should  make  up  the  hedge, 
and  stand  in  the  gap  before  me  for  the  land,  that  I  should  not 
destroy  it:  but  I  found  none.  31  Therefore,  have  I  poured 
out  mine  indignation  upon  them  ;  I  have  consumed  them  with 
the  fire  of  my  wrath:  their  own  way  have  I  recompensed 
upon  their  heads,  saith  the  Lord  God. 

SABBATH. 

533.  Instituted  in  Paradise. 

Gen.  2 : 1  Thus  the  heavens  and  the  earth  were  finished 
and  all  the  host  of  them.  2  And  on  the  seventh  day  God 
ended  his  work  which  he  had  made ;  and  he  rested  on  the 
seventh  day  from  all  his  work  which  he  had  made.  3  And 
God  blessed  the  seventh  day,  and  sanctified  it:  because  that 
m  It  he  had  rested  from  all  his  work  which  God  created  and 
made. 

Ex.  20:11  For  in  six  days  the  Lord  made  heaven  and 
earth,  the  sea  and  all  that  in  them  is,  and  rested  the  seventh 
day:  wherefore  the  Lord  blessed  the  sabbath-day,  and  hal- 
lowed it. 

534.  Sabbath  enjoined  and  recognised  in  the  Decalogue,  and 
other  parts  of  the  Old  Testament. 

Ex.  20:8  Remember  the  sabbath-day  to  keep  it  holy. 
9  Six  days  shalt  thou  labor,  and  do  all  thy  work :  10  But  the 
seventh  day  is  the  sabbath  of  the  Lord  thy  God. 

Dt.  5 :  14  But  the  seventh  day  is  the  sabbath  of  the  Lord 
thy  God. 

Neh.  13 :  15  In  those  days  saw  1  in  Judah  some  treading 
wme-presses  on  the  sabbath,  and  bringing  in  sheaves,   and 
ladmg  asses;  as  also  wine,  grapes,  and  figs,  and  all  manner  of 
burdens,  which  they  brought  into  .Jerusalem  on  the  sabbath-day : 
and  I  testified  against  them,  in  the  day  wherein  they  sold  vic- 
tuals.   16  There  dwelt  men  of  Tyre  also  therein,  which  brought 
fish,  and  all  manner  of  ware,  and  sold  on  the  sabbath  unto  the 
children  of  Judah,  and  in  Jerusalem.     17  Then  I  contended 
with  the  nobles  of  Judah,  and  said  unto  them,  What  evil  thing 
IS  this  that  ye  do,  and  profane  the  sabbath-day?     18  Did  not 
your  fathers  thus,  and  did  not  our  God  bring  all  this  evil  upon 
us,  and  upon  this  city?  yet  ye  bring  more  wrath  upon  Israel 
by  profaning  the  sabbath. 

Ezk.  44  :  24  And  in  controversy  they  shall  stand  in  judg- 
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ment;  and  they  shall  judge  it  according  to  my  judgments : 
and  they  shall  keep  my  laws  and  my  statutes  in  all  mine  as- 
semblies ;  and  they  shall  hallow  my  sabbaths. 

535.  Sabbath  recognised,  and  its  proper  works  of  mercy  as- 
serted by  Christ,  the  "  Lord  of  the  Sabbath:^ 

Mat.  12 :  1  At  that  time  Jesus  went   on  the  sabbath-day 
through  the  corn,  and  his  disciples  were  an  hungered,  and  be- 
gan to  pluck  the  ears  of  corn,  and  to  eat.    2  But  when  the 
Pharisees  saw  it,  they  said  unto  him,  Behold,  thy  disciples  do 
that  which  is  not  lawful  to  do  upon  the  sabbath-day.     3  But 
he  said  unto  them,  Have  ye  not  read  what  David  did  when  he 
was  an  hungered,  and  they  that  were  with  him ;  4  How  he 
entered  into  the  house  of  God,  and  did  eat  the  shew-bread, 
which  was  not  lawful  for  him  to  eat,  neither  for  them  which 
were  with  him,  but  only  for  the  priests  ?  5  Or  have  ye  not  read 
in  the  law  how  that  on  the  sabbath-days  the  priests  in  the  tem- 
ple profane  the  sabbath,  and  are  blameless?     U  And  he  said 
unto  them,  What  man  shall  there  be  among  you,  that  shall 
have  one  sheep,  and  if  it  fall  into  a  pit  on  the  sabbath-day, 
will  he  not  lay  hold  on  it,  and  lift  it  out  ?    12  How  much  then 
is  a  man  better  than  a  sheep  ?     Wherefore  it  is  lawful  to  do 
well  on  the  sabbath-days.     13  Then   saith   he   to   the   man, 
Stretch  forth  thine  hand.     And  he  stretched  it  forth;  and  it 
was  restored  whole,  like  as  the  other.    Mk.  2  :  23—28.    Lk. 
6 : 1—10. 

24 :  20  But  pray  ye  that  your  flight  be  not  in  the  winter, 
neither  on  the  sabbath-day. 

Mk  2 :  27  And  he  said  unto  them.  The  sabbath  was  made 
for  man,  and  not  man  for  the  sabbath :  28  Therefore,  the  Son 
of  man  is  Lord  also  of  the  sabbath. 

3  :  4  And  he  saith  unto  them.  Is  it  lawful  to  do  good  on  the 
sabbath-days,  or  to  do  evil  ?  to  save  life,  or  to  kill  ?  but  they 
held  their  peace. 

Lk.  13:  11  And  behold,  there  was  a  woman  which  had  a 
spirit  of  infirmity  eighteen  years,  and  was  bowed  together,  and 
could  in  no  wise  lift  up  herself.

15  The  Lord  then  answered  him,  and  said, 
Thou  hypocrite,  doth  not  each  one  of  you  on  the  sabbath  loose 
his  ox  or  kis  ass  from  the  stall,  and  lead  him  away  to  watering  ?

9  And  immediately  the  man  was  made  whole,  and  took 
up  his  bed,  and  walked :  and  on  the  same  day  was  the  sab- 
bath. 10  The  Jews  therefore  said  unto  him  that  v/as  cured, 
It  is  the  sabbath-day ;  it  is  not  lawful  for  thee  to  carry  thy  bed. 
16  And  therefore  did  the  Jews  persecute  Jesus,  and  sought  to 
slay  him,  because  he  had  done  these  things  on  the  sabbath- 
day.  17  But  Jesus  answered  them.  My  Father  worketh  hith- 
erto, and  I  work.

31  And 
came  down  to  Capernaum,  a  city  of  Galilee,  and  taught  them 
on  the  sabbath-days.

to  Antioch  m  Pisidia,  and  went  into  the  synagogue  on  the  sab- 
bath-day,  and  sat  down.  15  And  after  the  reading  of  the  law 
and  the  prophets,  the  rulers  of  the  synagogue  sent  unto  them, 
saymg,  Ye  men  and  brethren,  if  ye  have  any  word  of  exhorta- 
tion for  the  people,  say  on.  16  Then  Paul  stood  up,  and  beck- 
omng  with  his  hand,  said.  Men  of  Israel,  and  ye  that  fear  God 
give  audience.  42  And  when  the  Jews  were  gone  out  of  the 
synagogue,  the  Gentiles  besought  that  these  words  might  be 
preached  to  them  the  next  sabbath.  44  And  the  next  sab- 
bath-day came  almost  the  whole  city  together  to  hear  the  word 
01  God. 

15  :  21  For  Moses  of  old  time  hath  in  every  city  them  that 
preach  him  being  read  in  the  synagogues  every  sabbath-day. 

17  :  ^  And  Paul,  as  his  manner  was,  went  in  unto  them,  and 
three  sabbath-days  reasoned  with  them  out  of  the  scriptures. 

18  :  4  And  he  [Paul]  reasoned  in  the  synagogue  every  sab- 
bath, and  persuaded  the  Jews  and  the  Greeks.

537.  Sabbath  to  be  kept  holy,  or  works  that  may  not  be  done. 

Ex.  16 :  23  And  he  said  unto  them,  This  is  that  which  the 
Lord  hath  said,  To-morrow  is  the  rest  of  the  holy  sabbath 
unto  the  Lord  :  bake  that  which  ye  will  bake  to-day   and 
seethe  that  ye  will  seethe ;  and  that  which  remaineth  over 
lay  up  foryou  to  be  kept  until  the  morning.     24  And  they  laid  it 
up  till  the  morning,  as  Moses  bade:  and  it  did  not  slink,  nei- 
ther was  there  any  worm  therein.     25  And  Moses  said,  Eat 
that  to-day  j  for  to-day  ?5  a  sabbath  unto  the  Lord  ;  to-day  ye 
shall  not  find  it  in  the  field.     26  Six  days  ye  shall  gather  it;

17  :  21  Thus  saith  the  Lord  ;  Take  heed  to  yourselves, 
and  bear  no  burden  on  the  sabbath-day,  nor  bring  it  in  by  the 
gates  of  Jerusalem  ;  22  Neither  carry  forth  a  burden  out  of 
your  houses  on  the  sabbath-day,  neither  do  ye  any  work,  but 
hallow  ye  the  sabbath-day,  as  I  commanded  your  fathers.     27. 

Mat.  24 :  20  But  pray  ye  that  your  flight  be  not  in  the  win- 
ter, neither  on  the  sabbath-day. 

Lk.  23  :  56  And  they  returned,  and  prepared  spices  and  oint- 
ments; and  rested  the  sabbath-day,  according  to  the  com- 
mandment. 

538.  Rewards  to  sabbath-keepers. 

Is.  56 : 2  Blessed  rs  the  man  that  doeth  this,  and  the  son  of 
man  that  layeth  hold  on  it ;  that  keepeth  the  sabbath  from  pol- 
luting it,  and  keepeth  his  hand  from  doing  any  evil.  6  Also 
the  sons  of  the  stranger,  that  join  themselves  to  the  Lord,  to 
serve  him,  and  to  love  the  name  of  the  Lord,  to  be  his  ser- 
vants, every  one  that  keepeth  the  sabbath  from  polluting  it, 
and  taketh  hold  of  my  covenant ;  7  Even  them  will  I  bring  to 
my  holy  mountain,  and  make  them  joyful  in  my  house  of 
prayer :  their  burnt-offerings  and  their  sacrifices  shall  be  ac- 
cepted upon  mine  altar ;  for  my  house  shall  be  called  a  house 
of  prayer  for  all  people. 

58 :  13  If  thou  turn  away  thy  foot  from  the  sabbath,  from 

doinor  thy  pleasure  on  my  holy  day ;  and  call  the  sabbath  a 

delight,  the  holy  of  the  Lord,  honorable ;  and  shalt  honor  him, 

not  doing  thine  own  ways,  nor  finding  thine  own  pleasurcj^  nor 
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speaking  thine  own  words :  14  Then  shalt  thou  delight  thyself 
in  the  Lord  ;  and  I  will  cause  thee  to  ride  upon  the  high 
places  of  the  earth,  and  feed  thee  with  the  heritage  of  Jacob 
thy  father :  for  the  mouth  of  the  Lord  hath  spoken  it.

35  :  2  Six  days  shall  work  be  done,  but  on  the  seventh 
day  there  shall  be  to  you  a  holy  day,  a  sabbath  of  rest  to  the 
Lord  :  whosoever  doeth  work  therein  shall  be  put  to  death. 

Num.  15 ;  32  And  while  the  children  of  Israel  were  in  the 
wilderness,  they  found  a  man  that  gathered  sticks  upon  the 
sabbath-day.  35  And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  The  man 
shall  be  surely  put  to  death :  all  the  congregation  shall  stone 
him  with  stones  without  the  camp.  36  And  all  the  congrega- 
tion brought  him  without  the  camp,  and  stoned  him  with 
stones,  and  he  died;  as  the  Lord  commanded  Moses. 

Jer.  17 :  27  But  if  ye  will  not  hearken  unto  me  to  hallow  the 
sabbath-day,  and  not  to  bear  a  burden,  even  entering  in  at  the 
gates  of  Jerusalem  on  the  sabbath-day ;  then  will  I  kindle  a 
fire  in  the  gates  thereof,  and  it  shall  devour  the  palaces  of  Je- 
rusalem, and  it  shall  not  be  quenched. 

Ezk.  20  :  15  Yet  also  I  hfted  up  my  hand  unto  them  in  the 
wilderness,  that  I  would  not  bring  them  into  the  land  which  I 
had  given  them,  flowing  with  milk  and  honey,  which  is  the 
glory  of  all  lands ;  16  Because  they  despised  my  judgments, 
and  walked  not  in  my  statutes,  but  polluted  my  sabbaths :  for 
their  heart  went  after  their  idols.  20  And  hallow  my  sab- 
baths ;  and  they  shall  be  a  sign  between  me  and  you,  that  ye 
may  know  that  I  am  the  Lord  your  God.  21  Notwithstand- 
ing, the  children  rebelled  against  me :  they  walked  not  in  my 
statutes,  neither  kept  my  judgments  to  do  them,  which  if  a 
man  do,  he  shall  even  live  in  them :  they  polluted  my  sab- 
baths :  then  I  said,  I  would  pour  out  my  fury  upon  them,  to 
accomplish  my  anger  against  them  in  the  wilderness. 
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Ezk.  22 :  26  Her  priests  have  violated  my  law,  and  have  profa- 
ned mine  holy  things :  they  have  put  no  difference  between  the 
holy  and  profane,  neither  have  they  shewed  difference  between 
the  unclean  and  the  clean,  and  have  hid  their  eyes  from  my 
sabbaths,  and  I  am  profaned  among  them.  31  Therefore, 
have  I  poured  out  mine  indignation  upon  them ;  1  have  consu- 
med them  with  the  fire  of  my  wrath :  their  own  way  have  I 
recompensed  upon  their  heads,  saith  the  Lord  God. 

540.  The  first  day  of  the  week  distinguished  and  observed  af- 
ter the  resurrection  of  Christ. 

Mk.  16  :  9  Now,  when  Jesus  was  risen  early,  the  first  day  of 
the  week,  he  appeared  first  to  Mary  Magdalene,  out  of  whom 
he  had  cast  seven  devils.     Ps.  118  :  24. 

Jn.  20 :  19  Then  the  same  day  at  evening,  being  the  first 
day  of  the  week,  when  the  doors  were  shut  where  the  disciples 
were  assembled  for  fear  of  the  Jews,  came  Jesus  and  stood  in 
the  midst,  and  saith  unto  them,  Peace  be  unto  you.  Mk.  16 : 9. 
Mat.  28  : 1,  8,  9. 

Ac.  20  :  7  And  upon  the  first  day  of  the  week,  when  the  dis- 
ciples came  together  to  break  bread,  Paul  preached  unto  them, 
(ready  to  depart  on  the  morrow)  and  continued  his  speech  un- 
til midnight. 

1  Cor.  16:2  Upon  the  first  day  of  the  week  let  every  one  of 
you  lay  by  him  in  store,  as  God  hath  prospered  him,  that  there 
be  no  gatherings  when  I  come. 

Rev.  1 :  10  I  was  in  the  Spirit  on  the  Lord's  day,  and  heard 
behind  me  a  great  voice,  as  of  a  trumpet.

5  Therefore 
the  ungodly  shall  not  stand  in  the  judgment,  nor  sinners  in  the 
congregation  of  the  righteous. 

2.  The  just  and  the  unjust. 

Pr.  29 :  27  An  unjust  man  is  an  abomination  to  the  just ; 
and  he  that  is  upright  in  the  way?s  abomination  to  the  wicked. 

Mat.  5 :  45    That  ye  may  be  the  children  of  your  Father 
which  is  in  heaven :  for  he  maketh  his  sun  to  rise  on  the  evil 
and  on  the  good,  and  sendeth  rain  on  the  just  and  on  the  un-  - 
just. 

13:49  So  shall  it  be  at  the  end  of  the  world:  the  angels 
shall  come  forth,  and  sever  the  wicked  from  among  the  just. 
2  Pet.  2  :  7  And  delivered  just  Lot.  vexed  with  the  filthy 
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conversation  of  the  wicked  :  8  (For  that  righteous  man  dwell- 
ing among  them,  in  seeing  and  hearing,  vexed  his  righteous 
soul  from  day  to  day  with  their  unlawful  deeds  ;)  9  The 
Lord  knoweth  how  to  dehver  the  godly  out  of  temptations, 
and  to  reserve  the  unjust  unto  the  day  of  judgment  to  be 
punished. 

3.  The  righteous  and  the  wicked. 

Gen.  7  : 1  And  the  Lord  said  unto  Noah,  Come  thou  and  all 
thy  house  into  the  ark :  for  thee  have  I  seen  righteous  before 
me  in  this  generation. 

Ps.  34 :  15  The  eyes  of  the  Lord  are  upon  the  righteous, 
and  his  ears  are  open  unto  their  cry. 

37  :  16  A  little  that  a  righteous  man  hath  is  better  than  the 
riches  of  m^ny  wicked.  17  For  the  arms  of  the  wicked  shall 
be  broken :  but  the  Lord  upholdeth  the  righteous.  18  The 
Lord  knoweth  the  days  of  the  upright :  and  their  inheritance 
shall  be  for  ever.

12  And  the  harp,  and  the  viol,  the 
tabret,  and  pipe,  and  wine,  are  in  their  feasts  :  but  they  regard 
not  the  work  of  the  Lord,  neither  consider  the  operation  of 
his  hands.  13  Therefore  my  people  are  gone  into  captivity, 
because  they  have  no  knowledge. 

Am.  6  :  3  Ye  that  put  far  away  the  evil  day,  and  cause  the 
seat  of  violence  to  come  near ;  4  That  he  upon  beds  of  ivory, 
and  stretch  themselves  upon  their  couches,  and  eat  the  lambs 
out  of  the  flock,  and  the  calves  out  of  the  midst  of  the  stall ; 
5  That  chant  to  the  sound  of  the  viol,  and  invent  to  themselves 
instruments  of  music,  like  David ;  6  That  drink  wine  in  bowls, 
and  anoint  themselves  with  the  chief  ointments  :  but  they  are 
not  grieved  for  the  affliction  of  Joseph.  7  Therefore,  now 
shall  they  go  captive  with  the  first  that  go  captive,  and  the 
banquet  of  them  that  stretched  themselves  shall  be  removed.

558.  Patriarchal  servants. 

Gen.  14 :  14  And  when  Abram  heard  that  his  brother  was 
taken  captive,  he  armed  his  trained  servants^  born  in  his  own 
house,  three  hundred  and  eighteen,  and  pursued  tfiem  unto 
Dan. 

17 :  12  And  he  that  is  eight  days  old  shall  be  circumcised 
among  you,  every  man-child  in  your  generations,  he  that  is 
born  in  the  house,  or  bought  with  money  of  any  stranger 
which  is  not  of  thy  seed. 

24 : 2  And  Abraham  said  unto  his  eldest  servant  of  his 
house,  that  ruled  over  all  that  he  had,  Put,  I  pray  thee,  thy 
hand  under  my  thigh :  3  And  I  will  make  thee  swear  by  the 
Lord,  the  God  of  heaven,  and  the  God  of  the  earth,  that  thou 
shalt  not  take  a  wife  unto  my  son  of  the  daughters  of  the 
Canaanites  among  whom  I  dwell :  4  But  thou  shalt  go  unto 
my  country,  and  to  my  kindred,  and  take  a  wife  unto  my  son 
Isaac.  10  And  the  servant  took  ten  camels,  of  the  camels  of 
his  master,  and  departed  ;  (for  all  the  goods  of  his  master  were 
in  his  hand,)  and  he  arose,  and  went  to  Mesopotamia,  unto  the 
city  of  Nahor. 

Job  1 :  3  His  substance  also  was  seven  thousand  sheep,  and 
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three  thousand  camels,  and  five  hundred  yoke  of  oxen,  and  five 
hundred  she-asses,  and  a  very  great  household  j  so  that  this 
man  was  the  greatest  of  all  the  men  of  the  east. 

31 :  13  If  I  did  despise  the  cause  of  my  man-servant  or  of  my 
maid-servant,  when  they  contended  with  me ;  14  What  then 
shall  I  do  when  God  riseth  up  ?  and  when  he  visiteth,  what 
shall  I  answer  him  ?

THE   MOSAIC    CODE. 

559.  Jewish  servants. 

Ex.  21 : 1  Now  these  are  the  judgments  which  thou  shalt 
set  before  them.  2  If  thou  buy  an  Hebrew  servant,  six  years 
he  shall  serve :  and  in  the  seventh  he  shall  go  out  free  for 
nothing.  3  If  he  came  in  by  himself,  he  shall  go  out  by  him- 
self: if  he  were  married,  then  his  wife  shall  go  out  with  him. 
4  If  his  master  have  given  him  a  wife,  and  she  have  borne 
him  sons  or  daughters,  the  wife  and  her  children  shall  be  her 
master's,  and  he  shall  go  out  by  himself  5  And  if  the  servant 
shall  plainly  say,  I  love  my  master,  my  wife,  and  my  children ; 
I  will  not  go  out  free :  6  Then  his  master  shall  bring  him  unto 
the  judges :  he  shall  also  bring  him  to  the  door,  or  unto  the 
door-post;  and  his  master  shall  bore  his  ear  through  with  an 
awl ;  and  he  shall  serve  him  for  ever. 

Lev.  25 :  39  And  i^  thy  brother  that  dwelleth  by  thee  be 
waxen  poor,  and  be  sold  unto  thee ;  thou  shalt  not  compel  him 
to  serve  as  a  bond-servant :  40  But  as  an  hired  servant,  and 
as  a  sojourner  he  shall  be  with  thee,  and  shall  serve  thee  unto 
the  year  of  jubilee :  41  And  then  shall  he  depart  from  thee, 
both  he  and  his  children  with  him,  and  shall  return  unto  his 
own  family,  and  unto  the  possession  of  his  fathers  shall  he  re- 
turn. 42  For  they  are  my  servants  which  I  brought  forth  out 
of  the  land  of  Egypt ;  they  shall  not  be  sold  as  bond-men. 
43  Thou  shalt  not  rule  over  him  with  rigor,  but  shalt  fear  thy 
God. 

Dt.  15  :  12  And  if  thy  brother,  an  Hebrew  man,  or  an  He- 
brew woman,  be  sold  unto  thee,  and  serve  thee  six  years  ;  then 
in  the  seventh  year  thou  shalt  let  him  go  free  from  thee. 
13  And  when  thou  sendest  him  out  free  from  thee,  thou  shalt 
not  let  him  go  away  empty :  14  Thou  shalt  furnish  him  liber- 
ally out  of  thy  flock,  and  out  of  thy  floor,  and  out  of  thy  wine- 
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press :  of  that  wherewith  the  Lord  thy  God  hath  blessed  thee 
thou  shalt  give  unto  him.  15  And  thou  shalt  remember  that 
thou  wast  a  bond-man  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  the  Lord  thy 
God  redeemed  thee :  therefore  I  command  thee  this  thing  to- 
day. 16  And  it  shall  be,  if  he  say  unto  thee,  I  will  not  go 
away  from  thee;  because  he  loveth  thee  and  thine  house,  be- 
cause he  is  well  with  thee ;  17  Then  thou  shalt  take  an  awl, 
and  thrust  it  through  his  ear  unto  the  door,  and  he  shall  be 
thy  servant  for  ever.  And  also  unto  thy  maid-servant  thou 
shalt  do  likewise.  18  It  shall  not  seem  hafd  unto  thee,  when 
thou  sendest  him  away  free  from  thee  :  for  he  hath  been  worth 
a  double  hired  servant  to  thee,  in  serving  thee  six  years :  and 
the  Lord  thy  God  shall  bless  thee  in  all  that  thou  doest. 

560.  Gentile  servants. 

Lev,  25  :  44  Both  thy  bond-men,  and  thy  bond-maids,  which 
thou  shalt  have,  shall  be  of  the  heathen  that  are  round  about 
you  ;  of  them  shall  ye  buy  bond-men  and  bond-maids. 
45  Moreover,  of  the  children  of  the  strangers  that  do  sojourn 
among  you,  of  them  shall  ye  buy,  and  of  their  families  that 
are  with  you,  which  they  begat  in  your  land :  and  they  shall 
be  your  possession.  46  And  ye  shall  take  them  as  an  inherit- 
ance for  your  children  after  you,  to  inherit  thein  for  a  posses- 
sion, they  shall  be  your  bond-men  for  ever :  but  over  your 
brethren  the  children  of  Israel,  ye  shall  not  rule  one  over  an- 
other with  rigor.  47  And  if  a  sojourner  or  a  stranger  wax 
rich  by  thee,  and  thy  brother  that  dwelleth  by  him  wax  poor, 
and  sell  himself  unto  the  stranger  or  sojourner  by  thee,  or  to 
the  stock  of  the  stranger's  family :  48  After  that  he  is  sold  he 
may  be  redeemed  again ;  one  of  his  brethren  may  redeem  him : 
49  Either  his  uncle,  or  his  uncle's  son  may  redeem  him,  or  any 
that  is  nigh  of  kin  unto  him  of  his  family  may  redeem  him ;  or 
if  he  be  able,  he  may  redeem  himself.  50  And  he  shall  reckon 
with  him  that  bought  him,  from  the  year  that  he  was  sold  to 
him,  unto  the  year  of  jubilee:  and  the  price  of  his  sale  shall 
be  according  unto  the  number  of  years,  according  to  the  time 
of  an  hired  servant  shall  it  be  with  him.  51  If  there  be  yet 
many  years  behind,  according  unto  them  he  shall  give  again  the 
price  of  his  redemption  out  of  the  money  that  he  was  bought 
for.  52  And  if  there  remain  but  few  years  unto  the  year  of 
jubilee,  then  he  shall  count  with  him,  and  according  unto  his 
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years  shall  he  give  him  again  the  price  of  his  redemption. 

53  And  as  a  yearly  hired  servant  shall  he  be  with  him :  and 
the  other  shall  not  rule  with  rigor  over  him  in   thy  sight. 

54  And  if  he  be  not  redeemed  in  these  years,  then  he  shall  go 
out  in  the  year  of  jubilee,  both  he,  and  his  children  with  him. 

55  For  unto  me  the  children  of  Israel  are  servants,  they  are 
my  servants  whom  I  brought  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt : 
I  am  the  Lord  your  God. 

561.  Laws  to  prevent  cruelty  towards  servants. 

Ex.  21 :  20  And  if  a  man  smite  his  servant,  or  his  maid,  with 
a  rod,  and  he  die  under  his  hand  ;  he  shall  be  surely  punished. 
21  Notwithstanding,  if  he  continue  a  day  or  two,  he  shall  not 
be  punished  :  for  he  is  his  money.  26  And  if  a  man  smite  the 
eye  of  his  servant,  or  the  eye  of  his  maid,  that  it  perish ;  he 
shall  let  him  go  free  for  his  eye's  sake.  27  And  if  he  smite 
out  his  man-servant's  tooth,  or  his  maid-servant's  tooth  j  he 
shall  let  him  go  free  for  his  tooth's  sake. 

Dt.  23 :  15  Thou  shalt  not  deliver  unto  his  master  the  ser- 
vant which  is  escaped  from  his  master  unto  thee  :  16  He  shall 
dwell  with  thee,  even  among  you  in  that  place  which  he  shall 
choose  in  one  of  thy  gates  where  it  liketh  him  best :  thou  shalt 
not  oppress  him. 

24 :  7  If  a  man  be  found  stealing  any  of  his  brethren  of  the 
children  of  Israel,  and  maketh  merchandise  of  him,  or  selleth 
him ;  then  that  thief  shall  die ;  and  thou  shalt  put  evil  aw^ay 
from  among  you.  14  Thou  shalt  not  oppress  a  hired  servant 
that  is  poor  and  needy,  whether  he  be  of  thy  brethren,  or  of  thy 
strangers  that  are  in  thy  land  within  thy  gates :  15  At  his  day 
thou  shalt  give  him  his  hire,  neither  shall  the  sun  go  down 
upon  it,  for  he  is  poor,  and  setteth  his  heart  upon  it :  lest  he 
cry  against  thee  unto  the  Lord,  and  it  be  sin  unto  thee. 

562.  Universal  freedom  at  the  year  of  jubilee. 

Lev.  25 :  10  And  ye  shall  hallow  the  fiftieth  year,  and  pro- 
claim liberty  throughout  all  the  land  unto  all  the  inhabitants 
thereof:  it  shall  be  a  jubilee  unto  you ;  and  ye  shall  return 
every  man  unto  his  possession,  and  ye  shall  return  every  man 
unto  his  family. 

563.  Apostolic  precepts  respecting  the  duties  of  masters  and 
servants. 

Ep.  6 :  5  Servants,  be  obedient  to  them  that  are  your  mas- 
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Duties  of  Masters  and  Servants. 


ters  according  to  the  flesh,  with  fear  and  trembhng,  in  single- 
ness of  your  heart,  as  unto  Christ ;  6  Not  with  eye-service,  as 
men-pleasers ;  but  as  the  servants  of  Christ,  doing  the  will  of 
God  from  the  heart ;  7  With  good  will  doing  service,  as  to  the 
Lord,  and  not  to  men  :  8  Knowing  that  whatsoever  good  thing 
any  man  doeth,  the  same  shall  he  receive  of  the  Lord,  whether 
he  be  bond  or  free.  9  And,  ye  masters,  do  the  same  things 
unto  them,  forbearing  threatening :  knowing  that  your  Master 
also  is  in  heaven  j  neither  is  there  respect  of  persons  with  him. 

Col.  3  :  22  Servants,  obey  in  all  things  your  masters  accord- 
ing to  the  flesh  ;  not  with  eye-service,  as  men-pleasers ;  but  in 
singleness  of  heart,  fearing  God :  23  And  whatsoever  ye  do, 
do  it  heartily,  as  to  the  Lord,  and  not  unto  men ;  24  Knowing 
that  of  the  Lord  ye  shall  receive  the  reward  of  the  inheritance : 
for  ye  serve  the  Lord  Christ. 

4 :  1  Masters,  give  unto  your  servants  that  which  is  just  and 
equal ;  knowing  that  ye  also  have  a  Master  in  heaven. 

1  Tim.  5  :  18  For  the  scripture  saith.  Thou  shalt  not  muzzle 
the  ox  that  treadeth  out  the  corn.  And,  The  laborer  is  worthy 
of  his  reward. 

6  : 1  Let  as  many  servants  as  are  under  the  yoke  count  their 
own  masters  worthy  of  all  honor,  that  the  name  of  God  and 
his  doctrine  be  not  blasphemed.  2  And  they  that  have  believ- 
ing masters,  let  them  not  despise  them^  because  they  are  breth- 
ren ;  but  rather  do  them  service,  because  they  are  faithful  and 
beloved,  partakers  of  the  benefit.  These  things  teach  and  ex- 
hort. 3  If  any  man  teach  otherwise,  and  consent  not  to  whole- 
some words,  even  the  words  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  to 
the  doctrine  which  is  according  to  godhness,  4  He  is  proud, 
knowing  nothing. 

Tit.  2 : 9  Exhort  servants  to  be  obedient  unto  their  own 
masters,  and  to  please  them  well  in  all  things  ;  not  answering 
again ;  10  Not  purloining,  but  shewing  all  good  fidelity ;  that 
they  may  adorn  the  doctrine  of  God  our  Savior  in  all  things. 

1  Pet.  2 :  18  Servants,  he  subject  to  your  m.asters  with  all 
fear  ;  not  only  to  the  good  and  gentle,  but  also  to  the  fro  ward. 
19  For  this  is  thank-worthy,  if  a  man  for  conscience  toward 
God  endure  grief,  suffering  wrongfully.  20  For  what  glory  is 
itj  if,  when  ye  be  buffeted  for  your  faults,  ye  shall  take  it  pa- 
tiently ?  but  if,  when  ye  do  well,  and  suffer  for  it,  ye  take  it 
patiently,  this  is  acceptable  with  God.

General  Precepts.

572.  Stealing  forbidden.

19  :  11  Ye  shall  not  steal,  neither  deal  falsely,  neither 
lie  one  to  another. 

Ep.  4:  2S  Let  him  that  stole,  steal  no  more  :  but  rather  let 
him  labor,  working  with  Ms  hands  the  thing  which  is  good, 
that  he  may  have  to  give  to  him  that  needeth. 

1  Pet.  4 :  15  But  let  none  of  you  suffer  as  a  murderer,  or  as 
a  thief,  or  as  an  evil-doer,  or  as  a  busybody  in  other  men's 
matters. 

573.  Punishment  of  stealing, 

Ex.  21 :  16  And  he  that  stealeth  a  man,  and  eelleth  him,  or 
if  he  be  found  in  his  hand,  he  shall  surely  be  put  to  death. 

Jos.  7 :  11  Israel  hath  sinned,  and  they  have  also  trans- 
gressed my  covenant  which  I  commanded  them  :  for  they  have 
even  taken  of  the  accursed  thing,  and  have  also  stolen,  and 
dissembled  also,  and  they  have  put  it  even  among  their  own 
stuff.  12  Therefore  the  children  of  Israel  could  not  stand  be- 
fore their  enemies,  hut  turned  their  backs  before  their  enemies, 
because  they  were  accursed :  neither  will  I  be  with  you  any 
more,  except  ye  desti-oy  the  accursed  from  among  you.  24—26. 

Hos.  4  :  2  By  swearing,  and  lying,  and  killing,  and  stealing, 
and  committing  adultery,  they  break  out,  and  blood  toucheth 
blood.  3  Therefore,  shall  the  land  mourn,  and  every  one  that 
dwelleth  therein  shall  languish,  with  the  beasts  of  the  field, 
and  with  the  fowls  of  heaven ;  yea,  the  fishes  of  the  sea  also 
shall  be  taken  away. 

1  Cor.  6 :  10  Nor  thieves,  nor  covetous,  nor  drimkards,  nor 
revilers,  nor  extortioners,  shall  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God. 

STRANGERS. 

574.  Duty  to  strangers. 

Ex.  22:21  Thou  shalt  neither  vex  a  stranger,  nor  oppress 
him  :  for  ye  were  strangers  in  the  land  of  Egypt. 

23  :  9  Also  thou  shalt  not  oppress  a  stranger :  for  ye  know 
the  heart  of  a  stranger,  seeing  ye  were  strangers  in  the  land 
of  Egypt. 

Lev.  19 :  10  And  thou  shalt  not  glean  thy  vineyard,  neither 
ehalt  thou  gather  every  grape  of  thy  vineyard  ;  thou  shalt  leave 
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them  for  the  poor  and  stranger :  I  am  the  Lord  your  God. 
33  And  if  a  stranger  sojourn  with  thee  in  your  land,  ye  shall 
not  vex  him.  34  But  the  stranger  that  dwelleth  with  you 
shall  be  unto  you  as  one  born  among  you,  and  thou  shalt  love 
him  as  thyself;  for  ye  were  strangers  in  the  land  of  Egypt:  I 
am  the  Lord  your  God. 

Dt.  1 :  16  And  I  charged  your  judges  at  that  time,  saying, 
Hear  the  causes  between  your  brethren,  and  judge  righteously 
between  every  man  and  his  brother,  and  the  stranger  that  is 
with  him.

575.  Suiiig  at  the  law  before  the  unjust. 

Mat.  5  :  40  And  if  any  man  will  sue  thee  at  the  law,  and 
take  away  thy  coat,  let  him  have  thy  cloak  also. 

1  Cor.  6  : 1  Dare  any  of  you,  having  a  matter  against  an- 
other, go  to  law  before  the  unjust,  and  not  before  the  saints  ?

SURETY. 

576.  Suretyship  discountenanced. 

Pr.  6  : 1  My  son,  if  thou  be  surety  for  thy  friend,  if  thon  hast 
stricken  thy  hand  with  a  stranger,  2  Thou  art  snared  with  the 
words  of  thy  mouth,  thou  art  taken  with  the  words  of  thy  mouth. 
3  Do  this  now,  my  son,  and  deliver  thyself,  when  thou  art  come 
into  the  hand  of  thy  friend ;  go,  humble  thyself,  and  make  sure 
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thy  friend.  4  Give  not  sleep  to  thine  eyes,  nor  slumber  to  thine 
eyehds.  5  Deliver  thyself  as  a  roe  from  the  hand  of  the  hicnr 
ter^  and  as  a  bird  from  the  hand  of  the  fowler. 

11 :  15  He  that  is  surety  for  a  stranger  shall  smart  for  it: 
and  he  that  hateth  suretyship  is  sure. 

22  :  26  Be  not  thou  one  of  them  that  strike  hands,  (rr  of  them 
that  are  sureties  for  debts.  27  If  thou  hast  nothing  to  pay, 
why  should  he  take  away  thy  bed  from  under  thee '? 

Pr.  17  :  18,  and  20  :  16. 

SWEARING. 

577.  Profane  swearing  forbidden  as  a  heinous  sin. 

Ex.  20  :  7  Thou  shalt  not  take  the  name  of  the  Lord  thy  God 
in  vain :  for  the  Lord  will  not  hold  him  guiltless  that  taketh 
his  name  in  vain.

in  ward,  that  the  mind  of  the   Lord  might  be  shewed  them. 
13  And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  14  Bring  forth 
him  that  hath  cursed  without  the  camp,  and  let  all  that  heard  him 
lay  their  hands  upon  his  head,  and  let  all  the  congregation 
stone  him.     15  And  thou  shalt  speak  unto  the  children  of  Is- 
rael, saying,  Whosoever  curseth  his  God   shall  bear  his  sin. 
16  And  he  that  blasphemeth  the  name  of  the  Lord,  he  shall 
surely  be  put  to  death,  and  all  the  congregation  shall  certainly 
stone  him :  as  well  the  stranger,  as  he  that  is  born  in  the  land, 
when  he  blasphemeth  the  name  o/^Ae  LORD^  shall  be  put  to 
death. 

Jer.  23 :  10  For  the  land  is  full  of  adulterers ;  for  because  of 
swearing  the  land  mourneth  ;  the  pleasant  places  of  the  wil- 
derness are  dried  up,  and  their  course  is  evil,  and  their  force  is 
not  right. 

Hoe.  4 : 2  By  swearing,  and  lying  and  killing,  and  stealing, 
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and  committing  adultery,  they  break  out,  and  blood  toucheth 
blood.     3  Therefore,  shall  the  land  mourn. 

Zee.  5  :  3  Then  said  he  unto  me,  This  is  the  curse  that  goeth 
^  forth  over  the  face  of  the  whole  earth :  for  every  one  that 
stealeth  shall  be  cut  off  as  on  this  side,  according  to  it ;  and 
every  one  that  sweareth  shall  be  cut  off  as  on  that  side,  accord- 
ing to  it. 

Mat.  5  :  34  But  1  say  unto  you.  Swear  not  at  all :  neither  by 
heaven  ;  for  it  is  God's  throne  :  35  Nor  by  the  earth  j  for  it  is 
his  footstool :  neither  by  Jerusalem ;  for  it  is  the  city  of  the 
great  King  :  36  Neither  shalt  thou  swear  by  thy  head,  because 
thou  canst  not  make  one  hair  white  or  black.  37  But  let  your 
communication  be,  Yea,  yea ;  Nay,  nay :  for  whatsoever  is 
more  than  these  cometh  of  evil. 

Jam.  5 :  12  But  above  all  things,  ray  brethren,  swear  not, 
neither  by  heaven,  neither  by  the  earth,  neither  by  any  other 
oath:  but  let  your  yea,  be  yea;  and  your  nay,  nay;  lest  ye 
fall  into  condemnation. 

578.  Examples  of  rash  swearing. 

Mat.  14 : 6  But  when  Herod's  birth-day  was  kept,  the 
daughter  of  Herodias  danced  before  them,  and  pleased  Herod. 
7  Whereupon  he  promised  with  an  oath  to  give  her  whatso- 
ever she  would  ask.  8  And  she,  being  before  instructed  of 
her  mother,  said.  Give  me  here  John  Baptist's  head  in  a 
charger.  9  And  the  king  was  sorry:  nevertheless  for  the 
oath's  sake,  and  them  which  sat  with  him  at  meat,  he  com- 
manded it  to  be  given  her. 

Ac.  23  :  12  And  when  it  was  day,  certain  of  the  Jews  banded 
together,  and  bound  themselves  under  a  curse,  saying,  that 
they  would  neither  eat  nor  drink  till  they  had  killed  Paul. 

579.  Oaths  of  confirmation. 

Dt.  10 :  20  Thou  shalt  fear  the  Lord  thy  God  ;  him  shall 
thou  serve,  and  to  him  shalt  thou  cleave,  and  swear  by  his 
name. 

Ps.  15  : 1  Lord,  who  shall  abide  in  thy  tabernacle  ?  who 
shall  dwell  in  thy  holy  hill  1  A  He  that  sweareth  to  his  ow?i 
hurt,  and  changeth  not. 

Ec.  8:21  counsel  thee  to  keep  the  king's  commandment, 
and  that  in  regard  of  the  oath  of  God. 

Mat.  26 :  63  And  the  high  priest  answered  and  said  unto 
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him,  I  adjure  thee  by  the  living  God,  that  thou  tell  us  whether 
thou  be  the  Christ  the  Son  of  God.  64  Jesus  saith  unto  him, 
Thou  hast  said. 

2  Cor.  1 :  23  Moreover,  I  call  God  for  a  record  upon  my 
soul,  that  to  spare  you  I  came  not  as  yet  unto  Corinth. 

Heb.  6 :  16  For  men  verily  swear  by  the  greater :  and  an 
oath  for  confirmation  is  to  them  an  end  of  all  strife.  17  Where- 
in God,  wilhng  more  abundantly  to  shew  unto  the  heirs  of 
promise  the  immutability  of  his  counsel,  confirmed  it  by  an 
oath.

2  Pet.  ]  :  5  And  besides  this,  giving  all  diligence,  add  to 
your  faith,  virtue  ;  and  to  virtue,  knowledge  ;  6  And  to  knowl- 
edge, temperance ;  and  to  temperance,  patience ;  and  to  pa- 
tience, godliness.

Gen.  22  :  1  And  it  came  to  pass  after  these  things,  that  God 
did  tempt  Abraham,  and  said  unto  him,  Abraham :  and  he 
said,  Behold,  here  I  am.  2  And  he  said,  Take  now  thy  son, 
thine  only  son  Isaac,  whom  thou  lovest,  and  get  thee  into  the 
land  of  Moriah ;  and  offer  him  there  for  a  burnt-offering  upon 
one  of  the  mountains  which  I  will  tell  thee  of. 

Gal.  4 :  14  And  my  temptation  which  was  in  my  flesh  ye 
despised  not,  nor  rejected ;  but  received  me  as  an  angel  of 
God,  even  as  Christ  Jesus. 

Heb.  4:15  For  we  have  not  a  high  priest  which  cannot  be 
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touched  with  the  feeling  of  our  infirmities  :  but  was  in  all 
points  tempted  like  as  we  are,  yet  without  sin. 

Jam.  1 : 2  My  brethren,  count  it  all  joy  when  ye  fall  mto 
divers  temptations ;  3  Knowing  this,  that  the  trying  of  your 
faith  worketh  patience. 

582.  Temptation,  in  the  sense  of  solicitation  to  sin,  arises 
from  a  corrupt  heart. 

Jam.  1 :  13  Let  no  man  say  when  he  is  tempted,  I  am 
tempted  of  God  :  for  God  cannot  be  tempted  with  evil,  neither 
tempteth  he  any  man :  14  But  every  man  is  tempted,  when  he 
is  drawn  away  of  his  own  lust,  and  enticed.  15  Then,  when 
lust  hath  conceived,  it  bringeth  forth  sin ;  and  sin,  when  it  is 
finished,  bringeth  forth  death. 

583.  Duty  to  pray  and  watch  against  tempters  and  tempta- 
tions. 

Pr.  1 :  10  My  son,  if  sinners  entice  thee,  consent  thou  not. 
11—16. 

Mat.  6: 13  And  lead  us  not  into  temptation,  but  deliver  us 
from  evil.  For  thine  is  the  kingdom,  and  the  power,  and  the 
glory,  for  ever.     Amen. 

26  :  41  Watch  and  pray,  that  ye  enter  not  into  temptation  : 
the  spirit  indeed  is  willing,  but  the  flesh  is  weak. 

584.  Believers  shall  he  helped  out  of  all  their  temptations. 

1  Cor.  10  :  13  There  hath  no  temptation  taken  you  but  such 
as  is  common  to  man :  but  God  is  faithful,  who  will  not  suSer 
you  to  be  tempted  above  that  ye  are  able  ;  but  will  with  the 
temptation  also  make  a  way  to  escape,  that  ye  may  be  able  to 
bear  it.

16 :  27  An  ungodly  man  diggeth  up  evil :  and  in  his  lips 
there  is  as  a  burning  fire.  28  A  froward  man  soweth  strife :

17 :  9  He  that  covereth  a  transgression  seeketh  love  ;  but  he 
that  repeateth  a  matter,  separateth  very  iriends. 

18 :  7  A  fool's  mouth  is  his  destruction,  and  his  lips  are  the 
snare  of  his  soul.

589.  Censoriousness,  railing,  tale-hearing,  whispering,  back- 
biting, slander,  and  other  sins  of  the  tongue  forbidden. 

Lev.  19  :  16  Thou  shalt  not  go  up  and  down  as  a  tale-bearer 
among  thy  people ;  neither  shalt  thou  stand  against  the  blood 
of  thy  neighbor ;  I  am  the  Lord. 

Ps.  101 : 5  Whoso  privily  slandereth  his  neighbor,  him  will 
I  cut  off;  him  that  hath  an  high  look  and  a  proud  heart  will 
not  I  suffer. 

Pr.  10 :  8  The  wise  in  heart  will  receive  commandments:  but 
a  prating  fool  shall  fall. 

24  :  28  Be  not  a  witness  against  thy  neighbor  without  cause; 
and  deceive  not  with  thy  lips. 

Mat.  7 :  1  Judge  not,  that  ye  be  not  judged. 

Rom.  14 :  13  Let  us  not  therefore  judge  one  another  any 
more  :  but  judge  this  rather,  that  no  man  put  a  stumbling-block, 
or  an  occasion  to  fall  in  his  brother's  way. 

1  Cor.  5:11  But  now  I  have  written  unto  you  not  to  keep 
company,  if  any  man  that  is  called  a  brother  be  a  fornicator,  or 
covetous,  or  an  idolater,  or  a  railer,  or  a  drunkard,  or  an  extor- 
tioner :  with  such  a  one  no  not  to  eat. 

3 : 1  Put  them  in  mind  to  be  subject  to  principahties  and 
powers,  to  obey  magistrates,  to  be  ready  to  every  good  work 
2  To  speak  evil  of  no  man,  to  be  no  brawlers,  but  gentle,  shew- 
ing all  meekness  unto  all  men. 

1  Pet.  3  ;  9  Not  rendering  evil  for  evil,  or  railing  for  railing : 
but  contrariwise,  blessing;  knowing  that  ye  are  thereunto 
called,  that  ye  should  inherit  a  blessing. 

2  Pet.  2:11  Whereas  angels,  which  are  greater  in  power 
and  might,  bring  not  railing  accusation  against  them  before 
the  Lord. 
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Jude  9  Yet  Michael  the  archangel,  when  contending  with 
the  devil,  he  disputed  about  the  body  of  Moses,  durst  not  bring 
against  him  a  railing  accusation,  but  said,  The  Lord  rebuke 
thee. 

590.  Railing  at  dignities,  and  reviling  superiors,  particularly 
forbidden. 

Ex.  22 :  28  Thou  shalt  not  revile  the  gods,  nor  curse  the 
ruler  of  thy  people. 

Ac.  23  :  4  And  they  that  stood  by,  said,  Revilest  thou  God's 
high  priest  ?  5  Then  said  Paul,  1  wist  not,  brethren,  that  he 
was  the  high  priest :  for  it  is  written,  Thou  shalt  not  speak 
evil  of  the  ruler  of  thy  people. 

2  Pet.  2 :  9  The  Lord  knoweth  how  to  deliver  the  godly  out 
of  temptations,  and  to  reserve  the  unjust  unto  the  day  of  judg- 
ment to  be  punished :  10  But  chiefly  them  that  walk  after  the 
flesh  in  the  lust  of  uncleanness,  and  despise  government.  Pre- 
sumptuous are  they,  self-willed ;  they  are  not  afraid  to  speak 
evil  of  dignities.  11  Whereas  angels,  which  are  greater  in 
power  and  might,  bring  not  railing  accusation  against  them 
before  the  Lord. 

Jude  8  Likewise  also  these  flthy  dreamers  defile  the  flesh, 
despise  dominion,  and  speak  evil  of  dignities.
